SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To THe Citizens or Hype Park: 
The Board of Selectmen submit the followingtas” their 
annual report for the year ending January 31, 1906. 


FINANCE. 


The funded debt of the town January 31, 1905, was: 


Sewerage Loan $151,000 
Public Library Building Loan 14,000 
High Schvol Building Loan 51,000 
Trescott School Building Loan 14,000 


High School Furniture and Furnishings Loan 4,000 
—_———_ $234.000 


During the year $15,000 of the above bonds and notes 
became due and were paid and $30,000 additional sewerage 
bonds were issued to provide for extension of the sewerage 
system, most of the work being in the Clarendon Hills and 
Holmfield Districts. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 


The Board of Selectmen reappointed Mr. Arthur T. 
Rogers as Superintendent of Streets. He had served the 
town in this office the previous year and given general 
satisfaction. 

The town appropriated $22,500. 

The items of expenditure, as well as a detailed account of 
the work, will be found in another part of this report. 
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NEW STREETS.—SAFFORD STREET. 


This street was accepted by the town December 28, 1904, 
and $300 appropriated. This amount was not enough to 
properly construct the street on account of a ledge found, 
which was not anticipated, so that to complete the street 
$36.87 additional was appropriated at a town meeting 
January 31, 1906, by transfer from an unexpended balance 
from Waterloo Street. 


WACHUSETT STREET, 


The town accepted this street Dec. 28, 1904, and the 
appropriation voted was $421.57. The street was com- 
pleted for less than the appropriation, — namely $315.10, 
and the unexpended balance, $106.47, was transferred by 
vote of the town as follows: — $16.45 to highways and 
$90.02 to street waterings. 


WATERLOO STREET. 


This street was accepted by the town Dee. 28, 1904, 
and $400.00 appropriated to build it. This work was 
done for $311.00. The unexpended balance was trans- 


formed by the town as follows : — $36.87 to Safford Street. 
$52.13 to highways. 


REGENT STREET. 


This street was accepted by the town during the term of 
the previous Board of Selectmen, and $2,700 was appro- 
priated Dec. 28, 1904, to build the street. The Board 
was unable to properly construct this street for the 
amount which had been estimated; to complete it cost 
$341.40, which was appropriated by the town as follows : — 
July 12, 1905, $97.56 from street watering, Jan. 31, 1906, 
$243.84 from National Bank and Corporation tax.

DAMON STREET. 


The town accepted and appropriated, on Dee. 28, 1904, 
$700.00 for this street, which has been partially completed 
and will have to be carried over to another Board. We 
believe the appropriation sufficient to complete the work. 


LEXINGTON AVE., MASSASOIT ST., SUMMER ST. PLACE. 


The Board after public hearings, granted to the petitioners 
for the above-named streets, recommended at the town 
meeting Jan. 31, 1906, that they be accepted, and that 
$675, $600 and $150, respectively, be appropriated to 
build them. The meeting voted ‘‘no” on the acceptance 
and appropriation. The Board are of the opinion that it 
would have been for the best interests of the town if the 
meeting had taken a favorable action. 


WESTMINSTER STREET DRAIN. 


An appropriation of $500 was made by the town for their 
work on December 28, 1904. The drain was completed 
for $566.54, this additional amount of $66.54 over the 
estimate was occasioned by extra rock excavation which 
was not expected. The town transferred from the un- 
expended appropriation for the Neponset Avenue drain 
$66.54 to meet the extra cost. 


MILTON STREET DRAIN, 


The Selectmen recommended at the town meeting, July — 
12 last, an appropriation of $1,000 for a drain on Milton 
Street (west section) to care for surface water. It was 
built and a balance of $92.88 remained on hand after its 


completion. 
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NEPONSET AVENUE DRAIN. 


The question of surface drainage of this avenue has been 
before different Boards of Selectmen for several years. In 
the town meeting, December 28, 1904, $600 was appro- 
priated for the work. This Board constructed and com- 
pleted the drain for $500.36, leaving a balance of $99.64, 
which, on recommendation of the Board, the town trans- 
ferred as follows: $66.54 to Westminster Street drain and 
$33.10 to highways. 


STREET WATERING, 


The town appropriated $4,500.00 for this purpose, which 
was the same as last year. July 12, 1905, the town trans- 
ferred $97.56 from this department to Regent Street, and 
on January 31, 1906, returned to the department $90.02 
from Wachusett Street, making the appropriation $4,492.46 
for the year. From the appropriation, a new cart was 
purchased, making eight which the town now own. Seven 
were in use all the time, the eighth cart (an old one) was 
used as a reserve on special work and in case of accidents 
to the others. Out of the appropriation $1,093.92 was 
paid for water. This department was under the direction 
of the Superintendent of Streets and the work was well 
performed. 


COLLECTION OF ASHES AND GARBAGE, 


The appropriation for this work was $5,000, which was 
sufficient to carry the department to Jan. 31; to provide 
for the work to April lst the town appropriated $750 
additional. This extra amount was cuused by the increase 
in the demands for this service, and to keep up with the 
work it was necessary to employ extra men at various times 
during the year. This department was under the nee 
vision of the Superintendent of Streets. 
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GYPSY AND BROWN-—TAIL MOTHS. 


During the latter part of last year the Board received 
several communications from the State Superintendent for 
suppressing the Gypsy and Brown-tail Moths. In these 
letters our attention was called to the fact that there 
existed evidences of the moths in our town. The Board 
uppointed Harry G. Higbee as local superintendent, who 
with assistants commenced the work of extermination. 
$189.69 was paid on this work. There being no special 
appropriation, this amount was drawn from the Incidental 
account. At the town meeting Jan. 31, 1906, an appropria- 
tion of $1,200 was made, and it was voted to place this 
work in charge of our local board of Park Commissioners.

STONY BROOK. 

In response to a petition from the inhabitants of the 
Clarendon Hills District, asking for an appropriation for 
the purpose of cleaning and dredging Stony Brook, the 
Board placed an article in the warrant at the Jan. 31, 1906, 
town meeting. Upon the motion of one of the petitioners, 
action was deferred until the next appropriation meeting. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


The Selectmen reappointed Mr. Clarence G. Norris as 
Town Engineer at a salary of $1,500. All work in this 
department, as well as all engineering work in the Highway 
department, has been under his supervision. $30,000 of 
sewerage bonds were issued to pay for the extention of our 
sewerage system. Most of the work being in the Claren- 
don Hills and Holmfield Districts. We have also made 
the necessary takings for the extension of the system in 
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the Sunnyside District. A detailed report of work of this 
department during the year will be found in the Engineers’ 
report. 


FIRE DEPAKTMET. 


The Selectmen appointed as Engineers of the Fire 
Department John H. Wetherbee, John C. 
and Frank Kunkel. This board organized and John H. 
Wetherbee was re-elected Chief. The department has done 
most efficient and satisfactory work. The list of fires 
and report of the Engineers will be found on another page. 


FIRE HYDRANT SERVICE, 


The number of hydrants now furnished the town is 133, 
no additional ones having been voted this year. The tog 
paid for this service $5,725 for the year, this amount being 
taken as voted by the town from money received for 
Corporation and National Bank taxes. The ten-year cen- 
tract with the Hyde Park Water Company for this service 
expired July 27, last, and as the special committee 
appointed by the town to consider the question of water 
supply have not yet reported to the town, and pending 
this, the Selectmen entered into an agreement with the 
Hyde Park Water Company for a temporary continuance 
of the fire hydrant service, on the same terms as stated in 
the contract. 


GLENWOOD AVENUE AND BRIDGE. 


At the town meeting Jan. 31, on recommendation of the 
Selectmen, it was voted to accept as a public way that part 
of Glenwood Avenue between Hyde Park Avenne and 
the Neponset River Reservation (near Glenwood Station). 
$275 was appropriated for the work. )

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The special committee appointed by the town to con- 
sider the question of a foot bridge, crossing the river at 
this location, having reported favorably, the town voted to 
lay out a foot bridge at this point and appropriated $3,300 
to construct the bridge. The work of building the piers 
has commenced. 

" ADVISORY COMMITTEKF. 


Following the custom of the two previous years, the 
Board appointed an Advisory Committee to act with the 
Selectmen, Town Treasurer and the Chairmen of the fol- 
lowing Boards, viz: Assessors, School Committee, Public 
Library Trustees, Board of Health, Overseers of the Poor. 
They were to consider our municipal obligations and make 
recommendation for the coming year. The report of the 
Cogynittee will be found on another page. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The appropriation for the department was $13,836, an 
increase of $2,636 over last year; this extra amount was 
voted with the understanding that additional men were to 
be placed on the force. Daniel O'Connell and Roger J. 
Flaherty, Jr., were appointed. Patrolman Robert M. 
Sampson was promoted to the rank of sergeant at a salary 
of $1,000, he was assigned to night duty at the station. 
The long route of the Clarendon Hills-Holmfield district 
was divided and made into two routes. Patrolman J. A. 
Cullen was assigned to day duty in the center of the town, 


he being the first regular week-day officer that the town 


has ever had. The special appropriation for alterations 
to the station was not expended on account of the new 
central fire station being undetermined. This question was 


, settled by the town meeting January 31, when an appro- 
priation was made for a building in a new location. The 
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department has been under the charge of Chief Jason W. 

Butters, whose detailed report will be found on another 

page. 
STREET LIGHTING. 


For street lighting the town appropriated $11,350. 
Several additional electric lights were placed during the 
year as voted by the town. ‘There is now a total in 
service: — 142 arc, 110 incandescent, 6 all night inean- 
descent, 21 atl night gas lamps. ‘The oil lamps in use for 
many years in the Clarendon Hills district are to be 
replaced by gas lights, as voted by the town Jan. 31, 1906. 
Additional lights were also voted at that meeting for West . 
Street, Frazer Street, Stoughton Avenue, Sprague Street, 
Readville Street, Wood Avenue and Lexington Avenue. 
The ten-year contract with the Hyde Park Electric Light 
Company for the street lighting service will expire Jan. 
6, 1908. 


ACTIONS AT LAW. 


The petition for the abolition of grade crossings at 
Fairmount Avenue and Bridge Street is still before the 
commissioners, although the matter is believed to be sub- 
stantially closed. At the time of the last report, Com- 
missioner Moulton had died, and Commissioner Flaherty 
was absent from the Commonwealth. The vacancy caused 
by Mr. Moulton’s death was filled by the appointment of 
Hon. Boyd B. Jones, and hearings were held before the 
new commission, resulting in an agreement to adopt the 
town plan with modification suggested by our townsman, 
William W. Lewis, and the manner of the abolition of 
Bridge Street was left open. The commissioners took this 
matter under consideration, and finally advised that they 
had tentatively adopted a plan for Bridge Street, following 
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substantially the plan suggested by the railroad. This led 
to a town meeting, at which the town voted to build a new 
bridge across the river, and a wider street between Walnut 
Street and the river, and this action was promply brought 
to the attention of the commission. Numerous conferences 
have been held between the parties in the endeavor to have 
the plan modified, as suggested by the town. These con- 
ferences have continued from tinie to time, and it is now 
believed that the town plan for Bridge Street will be 
adopted. At present plans are in the possession of the 
Electric Light Company (awaiting its approval), as to 
method of change of street near its plant, and its access 
to the same. 

The suit of William L. Holmes against the Board of 
Health has been dismissed for failure to prosecute the 
same. ‘That of George A. Tillson for injury said to have 
been received by reason of an alleged defect in Hyde Park 
Avenue, near Kennedy’s Block, is still pending. So long a 
time has elapsed without any attempt on the part of the 
plaintiff to press the same, it is believed that the c use 
has been practically dropped. The action of Ethel A. L. 
Smith, claiming damages for alleged wrongful exclusion 
from school during the prevalence of smallpox in the town, 
is still penuing, and will probably await final decision of 
the cases of Mary D. Hammond and others against the 
town, which are somewhat of the same character. 

At the time of the last report, the petition of the select- 
men to secure a compliance by the Old Colony Street 
Railway Company with the terms of the original street 
railway location granted the Norfolk Suburban Street Rail- 
way Company, was pending before the full bench of the 
Supreme. Judicial Court. The court decided the case in 
favor of the contentions of the town upon all points, and 
in June last « decree was entered requiring the Company 
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to put the portion of our streets between its tracks, and 
for a distance of eighteeen (18) inches outside thereof, so 
far as included in the original location, in repair, and 
thereafter to keep said portion of our streets in repair, 
and flush with the top of its tracks. The decree further 
ordered that the tracks and roadbed should be recon- 
structed, so fur as included in said original location, by 
the use of girder rails weighing not less than ninety (90) 
pounds to the yard, and by paving the part of the street 
within the tracks and for a distance of eighteen (18) inches 
outside thereof, where that construction was not already 
in existence. The decree further ordered that the recon- 
struction required by it on River Street between Everett 
Square and West Street, and on Hyde Park Avenue 
between River Street and Arlington Street, should be 
completed on or before October first last, and the remain- 
der of said work should be completed within such time or 
times as might thereafter be determined by the Selectmen. 
This decree brought to an end a contention of long stand- 
ing, and was of great importance to the interests of the 
town, covering as it did the expense of repair of a sub- 
stantial portion of the highways where the tracks are laid, 
and also providing for the replacing of the worn-out light- 
weight rails with a construction and paving conforming to 
that required in the city of Boston. 

On the thirteenth of November last, in accordance with 
the terms of said decree, the selectmen ordered that said 
reconstruction be continued on Hyde Park Avenue from 
the termination of the work done last year to a connection 
with the double tracks of said Company in Clarendon Hills 
Square, and on East River Street to the westerly abutment 
of the East River Street bridge. This work is ordered to 
be completed on or before June Ist of the current year. 
This reconstruction will be kept up from year to year, 
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until all of the tracks and roadbed of suid Company held 
under its original location conform to that required by the 
decree. 

While the commissioners appointed to apportion the 
cost of building the new bridge over the Weymouth Fore 
River, between Quincy Point and North Weymouth, have 
not reported, they have announced the substantial parts 
of their decision, and it is known that they will not make 
any assessment of any part of the expense of this bridge 
upon Hyde Park. Hearings have also been held as to 
the apportionment of expense of care and maintenance of 
Metropolitan Park reservations and boulevards, and also 
for the apportionment of Metropolitan sewer assessments. 
The commissioners appointed as to both of these matters 
have filed their reports, and the percentage apportioned 
upon this town has been decreased in both instances. 

Margaret McDermott has brought suit claiming damages 
in the sum of four thousand ($4,000) for an injury claimed 
to have been received by reason of an alleged defect in 
West Glenwood Avenue. Said action is still pending. 

Willard] Welch has also brought suit to recover the 
sum of three hundred dollars ($300), which he claims by 
reason of alleged defects in proceedings of assessment and 
sale of property for nonpayment of taxes. This action is 
still pending.

The cases of Mary D. Hammond and J. Forest Hammond 
v. Hyde Park, twoactions by minors, each claiming damages 
in the sum of $10,000, arising from the action of the School 
Committee at the time of the small-pox epidemic in 1901-2, 
which cases have been fully described in preceding town 
reports, were tried before a jury for the third time, in 
January of 1905. At the conclusion of the evidence, the 
Court stated to counsel that before final judgment these 
cases would, in all probability, be taken by one party or the 
other, to the Supreme Judicial Court for the definite deter- 
mination of the rights of the parties, and that the question 
of law might well be raised at that stage of the case. It 
was thereupon stipulated between the parties for the purpose 
of raising this question of law, that there was no evidence of 
bad faith on the part of the School Committee, and no claim 
that the School Committee did not act in good faith through- 
out the premises, and that in case the town was liable, on 
the evidence disclosed at the trial, damages might be 
assessed for the plaintiff Mary D. Hammond in the sum of 
$150, and for the plaintiff J. Forest Hammond in the sum of 
$50. On the other hand, if the School Committee acted 
within its statutory powers, judgment is to be entered for 
the town. The question raised is one of public interest, 
Counsel have not yet been able to agree upon all the details 


of the report to the Supreme Judicial Court, but efforts are 
being made toward that end.

Within a few days the Chairman announced the ‘appoint- 
ment of the various sub-committees, and consideration of 
the appropriations for all departments for the ensuing year 
was begun. The Committee has held many meetings and 
has diligently investigated the needs of the various depart- 
ments of the town government and submit the following 
recommendations. 

We recommend the appropriation, for debt and interest 
requirements, of $24,962.81. 

In the matter of salaries, we are of the opinion that two 
of the boards of our town government are not adequately 
remunerated for the labor and responsibility put upon 
them, nor does their compensation compare favorably with 

that given by the adjacent towns, where the duties are less 
| burdensome. We therefore recommend that the salaries 
of the Assessors be increased from three hundred dollars 
each to five hundred dollars each, and the salaries of the 
_ Auditors from fifty to one hundred each. The salaries 
_ voted last year aggregated $5,510.00. If our recom- 
mendations are approved, the amount required this year 
will be $6,260.00. 
| We recommend the usual appropriation of $200.00 for 
pegs Army Post. 


No money has thus far been appropriated to be taken 
€ n the tax levy of next year. Last year we were 
iged to raise $1,000.00 for money appropriated and 

lec during the previous year. We believe the 
e is one which should be discouraged and con- 
ed, except in case of urgent necessity. 
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We recommend the appropriation of $300.00, the same 
as last year, to be expended for the trimming and removal 
of trees by the Tree Warden, under the direction of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

We now submit our recommendatiens as to the re- 
quirements of the various boards having to do with the 
expenditure of money. 

First, the Board of Selectmen. The amounts yoted last

We also recommend that amounts received for excise and 
franchise taxes and betterments be appropriated for use on 
the highways, as has been done during the past two years. 


SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


We recommend for this department an a io 
of $57,600.00 as against an appropriation last year of ; 
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$56,700.00. In our estimate for the year we have pro- 
vided $500.00 for manual training. This committee also 
voted that in approving the sum of $2,200.00 for a Super- 
intendent, said sum should include the cost{of a Secretary 
for the School Committee. 

For the Board of Health, we recommend an appro- 
priation of $1,675.00. 

For the Overseers of the Poor, we recommend an 
appropriation of $8,000.00. 

For the Public Library, we recommend an appropriation 
of $4,000.00. 

We recommend that the sum of $1,500.00 be appro- 
priated for necessary work in the extermination of the 
gypsy and brown-tail moths, to be expended under the 
direction of the Park Commission. It is impossible to 
estimate very closely the amount needed for this work. 
Some money has been already expended, and the work is 
progressing favorably under the personal supervision of 
Superintendent Higbee. We believe, however, that the 
amount recommended above will carry the work along 
effectively until full. If it is then found necessary, an 
additional appropriation can be made. 

We also advise the appropriation of $1,000.00 for the 
purpose of dredging and cleaning out Stony Brook in the 
Clarendon Hills Section.

In the recommendation for the Board of Selectmen, we 
realize that the incoming Board will find practically no 
available balances on hand at the beginning of the fiscal 
year and our recommendation for highway work is $2,500.00 
less than the sum appropriated last year. We firmly 
believe, however, that this department can be maintained 
on the amount advised without the town’s interests suffer- 
ing thereby. We also realize that the new Board will be 
confronted with a deficit of between $1,500.00 and $2,500.00 
in the Incidental account, in the nature of bills al 
contracted and unpaid. We think the sum of $10, 000. 00, 
as recommended, is ample for the current 
during the coming year, and that if it be found impossible 
to pay these and also the unpaid accounts referred to from 
this amount, additional money can be asked for later in the 
year. We recommend that such apa if it. occur, be 
provided for at such time by transfer from the Cooper? 
and National Bank Tax, or from some other 
balance, thus not affecting the year’s tax levy. 

In the Street Watering Department, the oe 
will also find a deficiency, instead of a balance as has 


usually been the case. We believe, however, that the — 


department can be run satisfactorily on the amount advised, 
as the deficit is small. 
We recommend that there be inserted in the vena for

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of a special committee to consider the inauguration of a. 
perfected system of accounting and the appointment of a 
permanent town accountant, who shall have authority over 
the accounts of all departments. Our system of town book- 
keeping is primitive and inadequate, aud we make the 
above recommendation in agreement with the report of our 
sub-committee and in response to the urgent demand of the 
Board of Auditors. 

We have also recommended to the Overseers of the Poor 
that the names of town beneficiaries be omitted from the 
Town Report. This is in accordance with the custom in 
many other towns, and we believe the experiment may well 
be tried here for one year at least. 

We herewith submit as a part of our report certain 
information and suggestions made by our’ sub-committees 
on Selectmen’s and Assessors’ departments, for which we 
ask the careful consideration of all citizens :

a pproving bills and accounting now in use in the differenk 
departments. We believe the system to be faulty in the 
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extreme, and entirely inadequate to our wants and needs, if 
Hyde Park is to be kept in the front rank of towns, as it 
deserves. In criticising this system or lack of system, we 
wish to state that we intend no reflection upon any officer 
or board of officers of the town, either past or present. It 
is simply a system which has existed since the town was 
incorporated, but which we have long since outgrown, and 
which should be immediately remedied. In nearly every 
successful business house or corporation, it is considered 
essential to have a uniform and up-to-date system of 
accounting and book-keeping in all its departments. If 
such a system does net already exist, the services of an 
expert who makes a business of such matters are generally 
secured to inaugurate one. No proper system exists in 
the town of Hyde Park, the second town in the Common- 
wealth, spending upwards of a quarter ofa million dollars 
per year, and constantly increasing its expenditures. The 
system in use today has prevailed since the town was 
started. The different Boards of Selectmen have long been 
conscious of its faults and have been willing and anxious to 
remedy them were it in their power. Your Anditors have 
several times recommended a change, but thus far their 
recommendations have been unheeded. The possibility or 
probability of approving and paying bills twice, as has 
several times happened, the lack of a ledger showing the 
conditions of the town’s finances, indirect and juggled 
appropriations, the absence of any record of correspondence 
in the different departments, are only a few of the glaring 
faults of this lack of system. The conditions are well 
known to those who are at all familiar with the town’s affairs. 
We believe that to continue the present conditions is 
dangerous and directly contrary to proper business methods. 
We therefore recommend that the town appoint a committee 
to consider the matter and to recommend such steps as 
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» may be necessary to bring about the inauguration of an 


up-to-date system of accounting and the appointment of a 
permanent accountant, who shall have authority over the 
‘accounts of all departments. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 


The cost of doing the work in this department has for 
some years furnished a fertile field for criticism. The 
expenses have increased during the past ten years about 70 
per cent. ‘There are citizens of this town who from age or 
other causes cannot readily obtain employment and who have 
faithfully served the town in past years. It has been the 
custom to employ these men in the street department. We 
believe they can be judiciously employed in the regular 
street work, but we do not believe that the street depart- 
ment should be make an asylum for able-bodied men, who 
refuse work elsewhere in order to get temporary but more 
desirable work in this department, nor should it be used to 
further personal political ends. The burden of the high 
cost of running this department bears upon all, large and 
small taxpayers, home-owners and rent payers. We 
recommend that all new construction, extraordinary repairs, 
drainage questions and similiar propositions and matters 


- juvolving an expenditure of over $500 be offered for bids to 


our local contractors, and we believe that in this way the 
town would be much benefitted. This is illustrated the 
present year in the building of Regent Street, for which 
$2,700 was appropriated, this amount being considered 
sufficient by our engineer. A local contractor offered to 
build it inside the appropriation, but did not secure the 
contract. This street built by the town highway depart- 
men will cost about $1,000 in excess of the appropriation.. 


We believe also that when a specific appropriation is in- 
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sufficient for any work, that the town should be asked for . 
additional funds, and that expenses in connection with 
it should not be put into the regular highway department, 
or lost in the maze of incidentals, and that the actual total * 
costs of streets laid out should appear on the town’s books 
in order that the town may not be the loser in the assessing 
of betterments. We also believe that a policy should be 
adopted of building a certain amount of streets in a per- 
manent manner every year, preference tu be given to our 
main highways. Central, Harvard and Dana Avenues were 
built in this manner several years ago, Readville Street in 
1904, and the good results are plainly apparent. If such a 
policy were adopted a marked change would be noticed in’ 
the appearance of our town and lessened cost of repairs 
would result. 


DIRECT APPROPRIATIONS, 


Your committee are of the opinion that it would be to 
the advantage of the town and its citizens, if direct and 
definite appropriations were made in all the departments, 
and that receipts, outside the tax levy, as well as any 
balance existing at the end of the fiscal year, should go to 
a general fund account, from which we could make definite, 
appropriations, frou time to time, as occasion required. 
In making this recommendation, we are aware that certain 
outside receipts must by statute go in certain directions. 
By this method, if a department was voted twenty-five to 
fifty thousand dollars, that amount and that only would be 
available for its use. Ifa policy of this kind were adopted 
we would have a system plainly understood by the voters, 
upon which they could act intelligently, and which for 
purposes of comparison from year to year would be of | 
value. By the present method our voters assemble in ~ 


43 


appropriation meeting, resolved upon a one night stand. 
Matters of moment are rushed through without delibera- 
tion, only a small minority of those assembled knowing 
anything of the matter upon which they are acting. An 
unknown amount of corporation and bank tax is trans- 
ferred to pay for an equally unknown amount of fire 
hydrant service; betterments, excise and franchise tax, 
etc, to highways; dog taxes, to public library ; unknown 
amounts of fines to whichever department can first grab 
them. Meanwhile other balances are lost sight of, and 
we receive but little, if any, present benefit from them. 
The average citizen has but little opportunity or inclina- 
tion to inform himself of balances and outside amounts 
available, and while thinking he is voting to cut expenses, 
may unknowingly be voting to increase them. We believe 
that definite appropriations would be fairer, simpler and 
better, and could be acted upon much more intelligently by 
our citizens in appropriation meeting assembled,

SURVEY OF THE TOWN. 


There should be a complete survey by a competent 
engineer, showing the actual area of the entire town and 
the area of each separate estate. A complete set of plans 

; for the use of town officials is essential. 

4 There should be a new and complete re-assessment of 
the town under the so-called «*‘ Block system,” namely, the 
town be divided into five sections: Section 1st, Clarendon 
Hills; Sec. 2d, Sunnyside; Sec. 3d, Rugby; Sec. 4th, 
7 wount; Sec. 5th, Readville. These five sections be 
_ divided into blocks. Exch block to be numbered. 
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This system was first devised by Mr. Thomas Hills, 
Chairman Board of Assessors city of Boston, for many 
years, and has since been adopted generally by cities and 
towns throughout the United States. Under this system 
no lot of land or buildings thereon can possibly escape 
assessment. 

Each section to be carefully surveyed, and when divided 
into streets and house lots, the area of each sub-division 
to be carefully computed, thereby no land will be over- 
looked, when the assessors complete their work. 

The urgent necessity for the early completion of this 
survey has been recently demonstrated, when the town 
engineer, by order of the Board of Selectmen, surveying 
but a very small section of the town, namely 17 acres, 
found no less than 16,293 ft. that had not been assessed, 
and 1,657 ft. over assessment, leaving an net area of 
14,636 ft. that had escaped assessment, worth at a fair 
market value $16,000—a loss to the town of $208.80 per 
year. 

If this ratio would continue throughout the town, “thé 
annual loss of taxation would amount to $25,000. The 
estimate of the expense of the survey by the town engineer 
is $5,000; this would include a complete set of plans of 
the entire town. 

This committee has gone into the question of values and 
assessments only in a general way, and have not entered 
to any great extent into the detailed workings of the 
department. 

So far as we have made examination of the street hooks 
and office work, we find that the board are entitled to 
great credit for the work done, which has been ant 
under great difficulties during the past year. 


AGaeabut George W. Chapman, having been ill for a 


several months, and finally passing away, leaving the 
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entire work of the year to fall on the two remaining 
members of the board. 

We are of the opinion that the residental property is 
taxed to its full value, and in some isolated cases in excess 
of a fair market value. 

This condition of atfairs may be easily remedied by a 
closer examination by our next year’s board. 

The assessment values of the business district are gen- 
erally well up to a fair market value. 

In the assessment of manufacturing property, great care 
must be used not to make it proscriptive, as their success 
or failure greatly effect the welfare of the town. 

In our examination of the assessors’ department, and 
a close inspection of their street and office books and 
accounts, we have received the cheerful co-operation of the 
board of assessors.

To tHe HonorasLe Boarp oF SELECTMEN : | 
Gentlemen :—The Board of Engineers herewith present 
their annual report for the year ending January 31, 1906. 
The Department has responded to one hundred and 
thirty alarms during the past year, sixty bell, seventy still, 
ten ‘*no school,” four false, one in Milton, one in Dedham. 
The Department has traveled 810 miles, laid 17,900 feet 
of hose, 16,400 feet of chemical hose, raised 4,100 feet of 
ladders, used 7,000 gallons of chemicals. At seventy fires 
we have used the chemical engine only. 
The following table shows property losses, etc.

We have put in five new boxes, one being paid for by 
Mr. W. H. Harlow; have put up four miles of new wire 
and taken down 17,700 feet of old wire, have placed 
key-guards on twenty-one boxes to facilitate giving alarms. 
The care of the fire alarm system is increasing each year, 
and the system should be extended so that it may keep up 
with the growth of the town, and new boxes should be 
added each year. All fire alarm equipment is in good con- 
dition and working satisfactorily. 
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We have added a new room at the Readville house and 
put in the new heater, as voted by’ the town last April, 
San that house in good condition for the present. 

We would recommend that more hydrants be put in, as 
_ in certain localities a very long line of hose is required and 
_ the pressure is thereby reduced.

REPORT OF THE TOWN ENGINEER. 


To THE HONORABLE BoarD OF SELECTMEN: 


Gentlemen: I herewith submit to your Board my report 
as Town Engineer for the year ending Jan. 31, 1906. 


MAIN SEWER CONSTRUCTION. 


Two new connections to the Metropolitan Sewer have 
been made during the year, viz., at the foot of Monponset 
Street in the Holmfield area, and near Newbern Street in the 
Clarendon Hills area. The contract for the Holmfield area 
sewers was let to Mr. P. H. Rooney, who was the lowest — 
bidder of the four contractors who submitted bids. Work 
was commenced early in July and was completed about 
the first of September. The construction of the trunk line _ 
sewer through Metropolitan Park land in this section — 
called for great care in the laying of the pipe, due to the — 
large amount of underground water, and at one polly, the 
double line of fnaaraita pipe was barely able to 
the water level down. The need of the construction « 
these sewers is shown by the fact that three months aft 
the construction of the main, one-third of the honeeeall 
the sewered area were connected to the main sewer. The 
cost of construction of 3,930 feet of sewers in this area ¥ 
$5,050.00. . — 

The contract for laying the main sewer in the Cle ail

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Hills area was awarded to the same contractor, whose bid 
was the lowest of the four bids submitted for the work. 
_ Work was commenced with the completion of the Hom- 
_ field area contract and the contract is completed with the 
exception of a short piece of six inch sewer between West- 
- minster and Arlington Streets, on Hyde Park Avenue. 
_ No house connections have been made to this line owing 
_ to lateness of its completion, but a number of residents on 
Hyde Park Avenue are ready to connect in the spring. 
The building of the 24 inch pipe line in this area had no 
_ especial difficulties except the care and attention necessary 
to lay a line of pipe on a grade of 1 foot in 900 feet. At 

two places on this line we found that the ground level was 
_ lowered with the pumping out of the underground water. 
- Both places were where there was a considerable depth of 
‘ black muck, underlaid by a water-bearing gravel. The 
i 4,570 feet of sewer main built in this area cost $16,200.00. 
| The small amount of leakage in these two difficult sections 


— 


is largely due to the care and oversight of Mr. A. W. 
‘Badger, who was the inspector in charge of the construction. 


“SEWER EXTENSIONS. 


During the year extensions of the sewer mains have 
en made in Folsom Street, Winter Street and Lexing- 
tor Avenue. — These sewers were put in by Mr. T. H. 

rigan under three separate contracts, and upon which 
ne was the lowest bidder. The cost of construction was as 
follows : — Folsom Street $380.00, Winter Street $420.00, 
and Lexington Avenue $1750.00. All three of these

96 house connections were made during the year, with 
an aggregate length of 5,167 feet and receiving sewerage — 
from 667 persons. Total number of house connections to— 
date 895, with a total length of 45,704 feet, or 8.7 miles. —

supervision of the Town Engineer; that no charge sk ould 
be made for superintendence or inspection, and that several 
parties should be allowed to do the work of laying hous 
connections.

In submitting the report of this Board we wish to call 
your attention to the unusual conditions existing during the 
year, from January 31, 1905, to January 31, 1906, constituting 
the financial year, and this report being the 38th annual 
report, embracing the transactions of that period. At the — 
commencement of the term the members of the Board were 
Mr. George W. Chapman and Mr. George E. Haven, the 
decease of Mr. Charles Lewis in the previous fall leaving 
a vacancy which was filled in March by the election of Mr. 
John W, McMahon. The unforeseen and unexpected happened 
in the death of Mr, George W. Chapman, which occurred © 
August 27, 1905, and in the sickness and final decease of 
Mr. George E. Haven, which occurred November 25, 1905, 
leaving the weight of responsibility upon their associate, — 
Mr. John W. McMahon. No appointment was made until — 
October 23, 1905, when Mr. Thomas E. Faunce was appointed 
to fill the first vacancy, Mr. Edwin C. Farwell 
appointed December 21, 1905, to fill the second vacancy. 
will be seen, therefore, that this report must deal chiefly with 
such information as can be gathered from the books ad 
not from our brief experience.

I have fumigated 162 rooms, the High School buildir 
and four carriages used at the burial of contagious cases. 
Some of this fumigation has been done in houses oa 
there have been cases of tuberculosis, I am pleased t 
state that there has been no recurrence of contagious disease 
in a house after the same has been fumigated. 

There have been filed at this office 100 complaints during 
the past year, These complaints are of a great variety, but 
mostly for overflowing cesspools on streets where there are 
no sewers. All of the complaints have been investigated 
and given careful consideration, and as a cence rule settled 
satisfactorily to all concerned.

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REPORT OF GYPSY AND BROWN-TAIL | 
MOTH WORK. | 


To tHe Boarp oF PARK COMMISSIONERS: 

Gentlemen: The following is an outline of the gypsy 
moth work as carried on in this town from the time the 
pests were first discovered here to January 31, 1906. 

In the early part of July, 1905, gypsy moths were 
discovered on Fairmount Avenue and reported by me to 
the State Superintendent. An inspection of that vicinity 
was then made, in company with a representative from the 
state office, resulting in the burlaping of about one hundred 
and thirty trees in the immediate vicinity. These trees 
were looked after by me during the caterpillar season under 
the direction of the State Superintendent. Some spraying 
was also done at that time, and so effectual was this work, 
that no traces from this colony have since been found. 

Shortly after this, the Selectmen were requested by Mr. 
Kirkland, the State Superintendent, to appoint some one to 
take charge of the work here, and in accordance with this 
request, I was appointed local superintendent by them in 
October. ; 

I then started with a small force of men, to make a 
systematic investigation of the town to ascertain to what 
extent it was infested. It has been found to be much more 
seriously infested than was supposed; a number of bad 
colonies of gypsy moths being located, and brown-tails — 
being found over the entire section. 

The owners of all infested property were notified accord-_ 
ing to the law, and required to have their places cleared of 
the moths within a specified time. | 

At the expiration of this time, we inspeeted all these 
infested properties, being required by law to do the work 
on all properties not already cleared, also doing the work 
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on the town property. The work has been carried on 
under the supervision of the State Agent, Mr. Frank A. 
Bates, to whom a weekly report has been made. 

A weekly report has also been given to the Selectmen, 
keeping them informed of the exact condition of affairs 
throughout the winter. 

The cost of the work to date has been $521.92. 

At the town meeting held January 31, by vote of the 
people, the oversight of this work was transferred from the 
_ Selectmen to your board. At this time an appropriation of 
$1,200.00 was made for the work, $200.00 of this amount 
being designated for the payment of bills already due, and 
the remaining $1,000.00 for the carrying on of the work up 
to the annual appropriation meeting in March, 1906. 

The winter work is now being pushed rapidly, that it 
may be completed before the eggs hatch in the spring, as it 
is at this season that the most effectual results may be 
accomplished. 

There will, of course, be much work to be done through 
the caterpillar season, though on different lines than the 
present work. It is very important that property owners 
familiarize themselves with the proper methods of fighting 
these moths, as it is only through the co-operation of all 
that we can hope to successfully combat them. 

It has been clearly shown in other towns what terrible 
ravages these insects will commit, if left undisturbed, and 
with what difficulty and expense they are eradicated after 
having once obtained a foot-hold. ‘Eternal vigilance” 
should be our motto in this work and there seems to be no 
reason why our town may not be kept practically free from 
these pests by the expenditure of a comparatively small 
sum each year.

AUDITOR’S REPORT. 


We have examined the vouchers and accounts of the 
following: Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, School 
Committee, Overseers of the Poor, Trustees of the Public 
Library, Board of Health, and Cemetery Commissioners, 
for the year ending Jan. 31, 1906, and find the same to be 
correct. 

We have noted that the present system of accounting 
does not meet with the best results with regard to proper 
accounting of the appropriations and expenditures. This is 
occasioned, in part, by the different town departments 
being independent of each other, these ditferent depart- 
ments keeping and rendering their accounts as they deem 
proper, and not being responsible to any one head. 

We believe that the best interests of the town demand 
that the citizens consider the advisability of making a 
_ change in the town by-laws, whereby it shall be obligatory 
) for all the various departments of the town to submit all 
bills and orders to a comptroller for his approval, if correct, 
after being approved by departments making the expendi- 
_ tures, and before payment by the town treasurer. 

_ This new office of comptroller, we believe, should be 
created for several reasons. He should audit all bills 
before payment, and keep a proper record of the same. 
He should also keep a balance sheet showing the condition 
of the various appropriations at all times of the year, and 
render a monthly statement of such vouchers to the select- 
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men and various boards having the expending of town 
funds, for their information and inspection. This state- — 
ment could be rendered more frequently if desired. By — 
thus doing, the various boards will be in a position to pass — 
on orders and expenditures in an intelligent manner, with- — 
out being obliged to consult records that may not be 
complete or correct, owing to the lack of a proper system. 
Department expenditures should be so regulated as to — 
come within the limit of the appropriation assigned for each — 
department, and we condemn the system of transferring of 
money from one department to meet the deficiency in — 
another as dangerous. | 
The subject of unexpended balances should be given 
consideration, and the Treasurer should have before him — 
constantly a balance sheet showing the financial condition 
of each department, and the amount of the unexpended 
balances should be shown each year. q 
The unexpended balances from special appropri: 
and other sources (not including moneys that should appear 
as assets of the various departments) should be transferred 
to a general or contingent fund, thereby preventing 
balances being lost sight of, and doing away with much 
book-keeping on the part of the treasurer aud comptroller, 
if appointed. ‘This fund can then be drawn on as the town 


deems proper. a, 
Payment of all moneys by the treasurer should be by 
check, excepting the pay roll accounts. Such checks, 


before being valid, should bear the countersignature of the 
comptroller. In this way, the comptroller will be in 
position to know when each expenditure is paid, and can 8 
enter the same on hisrecords. He should have juris¢ a 
over the systematizing of accounts, and should di ect: a 
instruct all secretaries in the proper way of keeping t a

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To THE CITIZENS OF HYDE PARK: 


We have a splendid corps of teachers, some old in service 
and some new. At the beginning of this school year but 
two new teachers were employed in our grammar schools, 
All teachers who so desired retained their positions. No 
radical changes were found necessary or advisable. Neither 
the Superintendent nor any principal recommended any 
dismissals. Loyalty to superiors and to school work wa: 
everywhere apparent. Those with fresh enthusiasm read} 
to win their way, and those whose hair was white with e 
perience, whose voices have been softened and whose mind 
have been drilled, toned and chastened with service anc 
thought, were alike rewarded by an unanimous re-election 

In December last, we had an enrollment in our Higt 
School of 406 pupils, and we expect an increase next year. 
In December, 1901, the year previous to the completion ot 
the new High School building, the enrollment in that schoo 
was 290, showing an increase of 116, or 40 per cent. Ir 
the same time the population of the town has increased only 
a few hundreds. It is the opinion of the School ¢ ae 
tee that this fine building, which has been equipped wv 
modern conveniences, appliances and apparatus, should b 
made useful and beneficial in every way possible to all « 
children who are seeking an education. The corp 
teachers has in previous years been increased, and ; 
considering the matter with the principal, the Superintl e 
dent of Schools and the Advisory Committee, all agree th 
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if the number of pupils increases as expected, it is wise to 
| add another teacher next year. As this school puts the 
finishing touch on the education of many who immediately 
become breadwinners, and as many enjoy its privileges who 
do not attend our public grammar schools, your School 
Committee feels that its corps of teachers should be large 
_ enough to give all pupils the best instruction in all branches 
ofthe curriculum. It should rank with the best in the 

State, and that means with the best in any State, and it is 
_ confidently claimed that such is its position to-day, 

The time has come to make a beginning in manual train- 
ing. We therefore recommend that a room be fitted up 
for this purpose and an additional teacher employed to give 

instruction. We do not advise any extensive equipment 
immediately. It had better be a growth. 

We do not foresee any necessity for an increase in the 
teaching force of our grammar schools. 

We recommend that the town raise by taxation for cur- 
‘Tent school expenses the sum of fifty-seven thousand six 
hundred dollars ($57,600), divided as follows :

| This is asking for an increase in appropriations over our 
recommendations Jast year of nine hundred dollars ($900)

is appropriated for text books and supplies that no radical 
changes can be made, and that none of us will be quite

-It seems ur 
to make extensive repairs upon the present Damo A OC 
building if it is only to be used for a year or iy 0, as 
sugested by the report of the Committee appoin 
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consider the matter. We do not care to go any further 
: than the suggestions made by the Committee, which have 
been accepted by the town, but we heartily endorse those 
_ suggestions, and hope that during the year the site will be 


selected and the lot purchased. It seems but fair to the 


citizens of Readville to take this step at the present time. 
School accommodations in that district at the present time 


are not satisfactory. 
Frank O. Draper, for eight years Superintendent of 


Schools in our town, received on January first of this year 


an offer of a like position from the School Committee of 


Pawtucket, R. I. He placed upon his acceptance of this 


offer the condition that his term of sérvice in Hyde Park 
should terminate on February 28. That gave the School 
Committee time to select a new Superintendent without 


undue haste. Mr. Draper is so well known to <all our 


citizens, and has so fully identified himself with all our civic 
‘interests, that general regret lias been felt and expressed 
at his departure. He carries with him to this larger field 
of usefulness the hearty good wishes of the School Com- 
“mittee, the teachers, the pupils and the community. As 
his successor the Committee have chosen George E. John- 
son, who was Superintendent of Schools for Tewksbury, 


Tyngsboro, North Reading and Dracut.

My eighth annual report as Superintendent of the Hyc 
Park public schools is herewith respectfully submitted.

_ In looking back over nearly eight years of official con- 
nection with our schools, it is gratifying to realize that the 
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advance along all lines has been constant and that there 
have been no errors necessitating backward steps. 

In my first annual report the following changes were 
recommended: That the separation of the younger and more 
immature pupils of the first grade from the more mature ~ 
pupils of that grade, already effected at the Fairmount 
school, be extended to all the primary schools; that the 
general courses of the High school, as distinguished from the 
college and normal school preparatory courses, be strength- 
ened and broadened and that the length of the commercial 
course be extended ; that indoor sanitary arrangements be 
provided in the Grammar school buildings; that limited 
inspection of the schools by a competent physician be 
provided ; that a supervisor of drawing be employed; and 
that a liberal supply of supplementary reading books be 
purchased. In my second report it was recommended that 
American history be begun in the sixth grade, and in my 
third report, that English history and civics be introduced in 
addition to the study of American history in the eighth 
grade. At various times I have recommended that physical 
exercises and elocutionary drill be provided for the girls of 
the High school during the boys’ military drill periods ; that 
the Grammar school buildings be provided with systems of — 
ventilation ; that modern text-books be introduced in arith- — 
metic, geography, grammar, and primary reading, and that © 
the excessive time and attention devoted to the formal side 
of these subjects be reduced in favor of more educative 
effort; that systematic study of natural forces and laws be 
begun in the eighth grade ; and that the elementary course ~ 
in freehand drawing and cardboard construction be supple-— 
mented in the eighth grade by the introduction of wood- 
working for the boys and sewing for the girls. 

Many of the changes above suggested have been effected. 

The sub-primary class has demonstrated its usefulness and 
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meets with very general approval. While the college and 
normal school preparatory courses have not been allowed to 
suffer, the general courses have been strengthened so 
far as the limited teaching force and equipment of the school 
has permitted, and the length of the commercial course has 
been extended from two years to four years. Drawing, 
under special supervision, is well established. The study of 
American history is begun in the sixth grade, and by recent 
vote of the committee English history, civics, and elementary 
natural science are added to the Grammar school courses. 
A modern basal series of primary reading-books and modern 
text-books in arithmetic, geography, language and gram- 
mar have been adopted. Modern sanitary arrangements 
have been provided in the three Grammar school buildings 
which are regarded as permanent school buildings. 

There are five important recommendations mentioned 
above which await action on the part of the Committee. 

One of these—arrangements for elocutionary and general 
physical training for the young ladies of the High school—is 
under consideration by the High school committee and can 
be carried out with no extra expense, through the employ- 
ment ofa teacher qualified to give such instruction in con- 
nection with work in one of the other departments. 

Another recommendation, that the elementary schools be 
furnished with suitable school literature, has met the 
approval of the Committee, I am sure, and an abundance of 
supplementary reading matter will, I believe, be .supplied 
when it is made possible by an increased appropriation for 
books. 

Two recommendations, for limited medical inspection and 
for the ventilation of the Grammar school buildings, are of 
vital importance. The latter has to do with the health of all 
the children, more than a thousand in number, who attend 
these schools daily. Of the injury, often lifelong in its 
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effects, resulting from the daily confinement of children in 
crowded and unventilated rooms, I do not need to speak. 
It is, I believe, far greater than that arising from the former 
lack of indoor sanitary appliances. The cost may | 
prohibitive, but I earnestly recommend that this matter be 
given early attention by the Committee, The proposed new 
building at Readville, rendered necessary by other considera- 
tions, will reduce by one-fourth the cost of this much-needec 
improvement, The other recommendation, that of medical 
inspection of districts in which there are cases of contagious 
and infectious diseases, and of individual pupils whose 
apparent condition calls for expert examination and ; 
is a matter which relates to the welfare of all the children j 
the public schools and, toa considerable extent, to that of all At 
the residents of the town as well. This is also a subject 
upon which it is unnecessary to dwell at length. Such 
inspection would be an innovation here, but it is not new in 
public school administration, The necessary expense wou 
not be great in proportion to the service rendered, best 
would share in its benefits. - ia 
The last of the five recommendations to which I a sir 
again to call your attention is that instruction be ¢ 
wood-making for the Grammar school boys and in sev 
for the girls. The element of manual training in education 
is not the least important. Our course in freehand drawin; 
and design, with the application of design in cardboar 
construction, has now, under the very efficient direction o 
Supervisor, practically reached the limit of its develop 
along constructive lines until it shall be supplemented | 
advanced manual training. The school department owns 
a limited equipment of wood-working tools used in tl 
summer carpentry school, and the additional expense 
fitting up the manual training-room in the basement of t 
High school building would not be prohibitive. To tt 
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central room the eighth grade classes could go for one 
afternoon session each week without hardship, and receive, 
_ under a competent instructor, training along industrial lines. 


which, from both the practical and the theoretical point of 
view, is of the highest value. For some time to come 
instruction in sewing could be given to the eighth grade 
girls during these sessions by the class-room teachers of 
other grades in exchange with the principals. It seems to 
me that the time has come for this much-needed extension 
of the range of elementary instruction. 

In former reports I have spoken of the faithful and 
efficient work of the teachers in our elementary schools. 
I can say truthfully and from exact personal knowledge of 
the work of each, that all the teachers now in the service 
of the town are giving to the limit of their strength the 
best that is in them for the instruction of the children and 
for their moral training and development. The work in 
our elementary schools will be improved by adding reading 
matter of good literary quality, by the use of modern text- 


books recently introduced and by extensions of the course 


of study; but much of the work now done in these schools 
is of the highest excellence. I hope that future appropria- 
tions will permit a new schedule of salaries for the grade 
teachers in which the maximum will equal that of the other 
suburban cities and towns, in justice to our teachers and 
for the welfare of our schools. 

I have spoken also of the unqualified and very unusual 
excellence of our High school. The fact that.its member- 
ship has more than doubled in eight years, while the 
increase in the population probably does not exceed ten 
per cent., is an indication of the high regard in which it is 
held by the public. For its excellent standing as a prepara- 
tory school and for its high moral standards the town is 
greatly indebted to the personal character and organizing 
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ability of its Principal, as well as to the high schol 
and faithfulness of its teachers. While some of the best 
teachers remain because of family ties or personal pref fe fr 
ence, the frequent loss of teachers who seek higher salar 
elsewhere entails an element of risk which would not t 
incurred so constantly if the maximum salary were r ig d, 
In teaching, as in other callings, the element of remunera- 
tion cannot be ignored, % 

I am glad to commend once more the work of the Supe: 
visors of Music and Drawing, under whose direction these 
departments have attained a standard of excellence deserv 
ing the highest appreciation. Their personal influence a 
example as expert teachers of their special ee ce a 
leaders in educational work, is felt in every pees 0 
the schools. oe 

In closing my last annual report of the condition an 
needs of the schools of Hyde Park, I wish to expre std 
appreciation of the fact that such progress in sche I 
ditions and work as I have been able to bring about, 2 oe :

Dear Sir,—In compliance with your request to report on 
the condition of music in our schools, I take pleasure in 
stating that efficient work is being accomplished in all 
the grades. The interest of the pupils was never better and 
the teachers without exception have given their best efforts 
and at all times have worked in harmony with the Supervisor, 
Individual recitations are given considerable prominence 
and sight reading its share of attention, 

I believe the music is in satisfactory condition and invite 
- inspection.

Report of Supervisor of Drawing. 


Mr. Frank O. Draper, SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS: 


Dear Sir: The Drawing has been carried on as in pre- 
vious years. The Course throughout the grades and the 
High School includes the usual branches, Nature Work, 
Mechanical Drawing and Construction, Freehand Draw- 
ing, and Design and Color Study. 

The Design, including Color, Study, is Cperhasiae the 
most important feature of the work, so far as its lasting 


value is concerned. The Nature Work teaches the child _ 


to be observing of the beauty about him in growing things. 
The Mechanical and Construction Work develop the ability 
to do accurate and careful manual labor. The Freehand 
Work teaches the child to see truthfully, and record that 
truth with his pencil or brush. But Design appeals to the 
higher intellect, and develops in the child ability to choose 
between the good and the bad in the material world, that 
is, to recognize beauty when he sees it. 

The Design this year is based upon Dr. Ross’s theory 
of Pure Design, which is, that certain principles govern 
all good design, no matter to what it may be applied. The 


aim in this work is to develop an appreciation of beauty, — 


but we cannot aim for beauty directly, we must discover 
and teach certain laws of order, or principles, which 


govern all beautiful things. The three principles of Pure 


Design are Balance, Rhythm and Harmony. 


Balance implies the same as physical balance, except 
that we weigh spots of paint instead of solid matter. It 
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is governed by the same laws, that is, that equal opposing 
forces balance at equal distances from the centre. Also, 
as on the see-saw, the lighter person must have the most 
board, so the smaller spot of paint balances the larger at 
a greater distance from a point called the centre. 

The principle of Rhythm carries out the same idea as 
rhythm in music and poetry. It is an easy movement from 
one line to another, from one spot of paint to another. 
The design whose elements carry the eye easily over it 
without interruption or bewilderment is the most pleasing 
to look upon. 

Harmony in design is what the word implies, lines and 
forms which go well together, which have something in 
common in size, shape and color. The Color harmony is 
perhaps the most interesting feature, and it is governed 
by certain definite rules. Cause all the colors in a design 
to contain a common color-element, or to contain grey, and 
through this common element the colors of the design will 
produce harmony. Bring all the colors near together in 
value and they are alike in that respect, andso, harmoni- 
ous. And, lastly, if the pure bright colors are used in 
small quantities and are so mingled as to make a neutral 
effect of the whole, harmony is the result again. The best 
design therefore, according’ to our theory, is one that has 
balance, rhythm, and harmony of form and color. 

_ Of course we do not talk to the little children about 
Balance, Rhythm, and Harmony, but we give them the 
simplest forms -of design, which are governed by these 
principles. For instance, put down two dots and you have 
Balance, add three more at regular intervals and you have 
easy movement or Rhythm, and Harmony because all the 
dots are alike. So when a child puts a single tiny flower 
on evenly dotted paper and calls it a muslin pattern, he 
is following unconsciously the principles of Pure Design. 
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As he becomes older, he elaborates these forms and learns 
to repeat them evenly himself. Finally, in the upper 
Grammar grades and the High school, he is taught the 
principles, and makes up his design, governed by what he 
has learned. If the child understands and grasps these 
simple laws of order and beauty, there will be, in future 
years, fewer ugly and blinding wall papers and draperies 
on the market, and fewer badly arranged and decorated 
houses and public buildings about us. 

If this is-the result of our efforts, is not the mission of 
Design, as taught in onr public schools, a valuable one ? 
Exhibitions of the work in the different branches were 
held in nearly all the buildings last June, in order that 
the friends of the school might see the character of the 
work accomplished during the year. 

The usual exhibition was also held at the High School 
at the time of the teachers’ reception.

Report of the High School Principal. 


Mr. Frank O. Draper, Superintendent of Schools: 
Dear Sir: In accordance with your request, I submit 
herewith my seventh annual report of the High School for 
the year 1905. | 
The enrollment in Decmber was 406. The membership 
was 382. The membership by classes was as follows:

2d year 110 
3d year 75 
4th year 49 
Post-Graduates 14 

Total 382 


In June Miss Margaret R. Brooks resigned to accept 
a similar position in Winchester, and Miss Sadie KE. 
McCready to assist her brother. Later Miss Mabel G. 
Taylor resigned to be married. Miss Lulu I. MacAusland 
of Taunton, Miss Marie A. Goddard of Wellesley Hills, 
and Miss Bertha S. Temple of Waltham, were chosen to fill 
these vacancies. In accordance with the policy of the 
preceding years, Mr. Elmer O. Weld of Mansfield was 
appointed an additional teacher. 

The increase in the number of pupils called for the fitting 
up during the summer of the tenth class room, which is on 
the third floor. The room in the northeast corner of the 
basement, originally intended for Manual Training, is now 
used for Mechanical Drawing. It does not now seem as if 
it would be necessary to provide an additional room the 
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coming year. With the purchase of extra desks and chairs 
all should be accommodated. 

Attention is again called to regularity of attendance and 
its inseparable connection with good school work. We 
wish that all sending pupils to the High school -would care- 
fully study the few statistics presented and notice the 
number of days lost during a school year, fully fifty per 
cent of which are for the most trivial reasons. 

Last year in this report the so-called sucial life was 
touched upon, concerning which there has been much favor- 
able criticism, but we wish that there might have been more 
extended application. This is a matter which must from 
its very nature be almost wholly within the jurisdiction of 
the parent. It is easy for those in control of school 
functions to keep them at proper intervals, but it is 
impossible for them to know whether this young lady or 
that young man has already been out one, two or three 
evenings the same week. It may almost be laid down as a 
rule that pupils cannot be out more than one eveniug a week 
and maintain the proper standard in their school work. 
Then again, it becomes more than a question of school 
standing and health, it becomes a question of morals. 
Pupils with poorly prepared work are tempted to get help 
from others and resort to underhand practices, than which 
there is no more reprehensible thing in all school life. 
Shall we organize a ‘‘trust” of parents to say ‘‘No” ? 

In June the class of 1905 presented to the school two 
pictures to be placed in Room 35, ‘‘The Horse Fair” by 
Rosa Bonheur, and ‘Sir Galahad” by George Frederick 
Watts ; also a cast of the Victory of Samothrace to be placed 
over the west door of the Assembly Hall. 

When asked what would be a suitable piece of statuary 
or painting for this place or that, it has always been difficult 
to answer, but Messrs. Horace K. Turner & Co. of Boston 
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have solved the question. They have made plans of the 
wall space and available niches for paintings or statuary 
in the building, have submitted them to an artist of reputa- 
tion, and have placed in my hands these plans with a list 
and price of the pieces suggested. We are now able to 
recommend with confidence to those desiring to assist 
us in adding to the adornments of an already attractive 
building.

Report of Evening School. 


Frank O. Drarer, EsQ., SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS: 


Dear Sir: I submit herewith the annual report of the 
Evening School for the year beginning October 30, 1905. 
The enrollment, average attendance, and average age 
are as follows :

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The membership and attendance are somewhat below the 
figures of last year’s school. The causes of the decrease 
seem to be chiefly two. 

In accordance with law, employed minors are required 
to possess certain fundamental educational qualifications. 
Lacking these, they must present to their employer, or his 
manager, a certificate showing that they are in attendance 
at some school. Certain of these illiterate minors are 
extremely ambitious and of themselves enroll in our even- 
ing school without coercion. Others, however, are quite 
the opposite and are glad to escape school attendance. 
Last year demands for school certificates were numerous, 
showing, I believe, that existing law was being somewhat 
rigidly enforced. This year, certificates have been called 
for in very few cases, and our attendance has decreased. 
The conclusion is easily drawn. 

The other chief cause of our smaller numbers is due to 
a change in the administration of our courses. Heretofore 
pupils have been allowed to divide their time, if they 
wished, between the stenographic or bookkeeping courses, 
and one of the English courses. This year the teachers 
have complained that such division is unproductive of 
good; that pupils who thus divided their courses per- 
formed but indifferent work in either field, and in some 
cases were careless and idle. Our school year is short, 
and we have none too much time to study one subject and 
do it well. We have demanded, therefore, that pupils 
give their serious attention to one branch of our work. 
Exception has been made in one or two cases. Shortly 
after the beginning of the year, a few idlers, displeased by 
the change in method, left the school. 

The Elementary work in English is ‘being successfully 
carried on by efficient teachers, who are devoting them- 
selves, not only to teaching the first steps in reading and 
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spelling, but, as I have observed, to impressing, where 
opportunity arises, principles of manliness. 

Five teachers, as last year, have been employed in 
the English department. With the beginning of another 
season, there should be two teachers, instead of one, in 
the advanced English room. As it was at the beginning 
of this year, the instruction being largely individual, each 
pupil received attention to the extent of only three minutes 
per evening. Restricted thus, pupils became easily dis- 
couraged. 

We regret the loss to the Business Department through 
resiguation, of our former principal, Mr. B. M. Chittick. 
Fortunately, we have obtained the services of Miss Bertha 
A. Davenport, who has conducted the work along the same 
lines as formerly. Miss Alice Bentley has been added to 
the corps of teachers as assistant in stenography. 

Mr. Carl King of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology is still with us as instructor in drawing. The 
lighting of the drawing room, now situated in the base- 
ment, has been greatly improved. 

Many of the young people of Hyde Park would welcnin 
the establishment of a department of High School studies, 
especially of those studies which cannot easily be taken 
up without instruction by an experienced teacher. Several 
applications for work of this kind have been received, 
and rejected owing to lack of facilities. As it is, three 
students of Algebra, and two of French have been in 
attendance, 

It is also to be hoped that as time goes on, more special 
attention may be paid to instruction in preparation for 
Civil Service Examinations.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


In presenting their thirty-second annual report, the 
trustees are happy to be able to say the Library has done 
its appointed work successfully during the past year. As 
usual, the expenses have been kept within the appropriation 
and in spite of the increased cost of books and material the 
year closes with a small balance on hand in both the book 
account and the current expense account. 

We have fortunately been able to retain the same efficient 
workers that have served so faithfully in the past. In 
addition to the regular assistants, we have had Miss Alice 
Tilley, a recent graduate of the High School, who has 
assisted the Librarians a part of each day in return for the 
instruction and experience she has recieved in library work, 

The publication of the bi-monthly bulletins of books 
added to the Library has continued, but they have been 
greatly enlarged so as to contain not only a list of the 
books, but also, where needed, a brief statement of the 
contents and general scope of the works referred to. 

One subject that has engaged the attention of the 
Trustees has been that of opening the Library for a part 
of the day on Sundays. This is not a matter so easily 
decided as it might seem at first sight. The use of the 
main reading-room by quiet, thoughtful readers has con- 
siderably increased during the part year, and if there is 
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any general demand from readers of this class, we should 
be only too glad to afford them every facility possible for 
self-improvement. 

But there is a class who haunt the Library, who are too 
old to be considered juveniles and are yet too immature 
either to make good use of the reading-room themselves or 
to allow others to do so. These are ‘the ones whd have to 
be requested to leave the reading-room and even to be 
suspended from its use for a time, in order that the well- 
disposed, who are seeking information, may be able to do 
so in peace and quietness. No doubt good-sense and 
propriety will come to these people in a year or two, 
and they will look back and see themselves as others see 
them now ; and it is probable will see another generation — 
following in their footsteps. It is this class that makes the. 
Sunday opening a somewhat difficult problem. Personal 
interviews with the authorities of those libraries that have 
tried the experiment do not give altogether uniform eX- 
pressions of opinion as to its success, and the Trustees have 
decided to make further investigation before entering upon 
it. : - a

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN, 


To THE BoarRD or TRUSTEES OF THE PusuLic LIBRARY: 


Gentlemen: The annual report of the Library for the 
year ending January 31, 1906, is herewith submitted. 

' The work of the library increases steadily year by year. 
It is used more for research each year. 

The circulation has been 73,021, of which number 3,241 
were from the Readville Branch. This is an increase of 
2,814 over that of 1904. 

_ The net increase in the number of borrowers at the cen- 

tral Library was 407. The net increase at the Readville 
Branch was 63. The growing interest at the Readville 
Branch shows the wisdom of its establishment. 

The attendance of adults in the reading-room, especially 
in the evening, has been on the gain. The ‘‘American 
Historical Review” and ‘‘The Engineering Record” have 
been added to the list of periodicals. 

- The bulletin of new accessions has been changed in form 
and contains sixteen pages instead of four. 

Among the more important books purchased are Clifton 
et Gremaux, French-English, English-French Dictionary ; 
Fluegel-Schmidt-Tanger, English-German, German-English 
Dictionary ; Thomas Nast —his period and his pictures ; 
the Burton Holmes Lectures; History of the Moorish 
Empire in Europe; The American Nation, ed. by Albert 
Bushnell Hart; Thesaurus Dictionary of the English 
Language; First Supplement to Poole’s Abridged Index, 
1900-1904; Irish Literature ; World’s Best Poetry.

Through the Library Art Club, the following collections 
of pictures have been exhibited: Plymouth and Miles Stan- 
dish ; Land of Evangeline ; Oxford ; Sicily ; Passion Play of 
1900; Venice, No. 1; India; Florence, No. 4; Australia; 
Amiens. 

The Young People’s Department shows an increase in 
circulation of 311, the number of books issued being 
19,222. 

There has been the same interest and studiousness as 
during the previous year. Seven nationalties are some- 
times represented in the room at the same time. A little 
fellow hugged the ‘‘Story of the Flags” as he took it to the 
desk and Sacracel if the flag of Italy was there, and if he 
might take the book home. Even Benjamin Franklin him- 
self might have been surprised if he had suddealy appeared 
when the Library was being taxed for information about the 
man who used a kite to so good a purpose. 

A leaflet containing a list of good books for vacation 
reading was published in the summer and a similar one for 
winter reading is in preparation. 

There has been a net gain of 156 registrations in this 
department. 

We wish to acknowledge the courtesy of the local papers 
for printing notices and lists of books, also the kindness of 
those who send periodicals for use in the reading room.

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During the year the Town Treasurer, under authority of 
vote of the town June 22, 1898, borrowed for the benefit of 
the sewer works the sum of $5,000. This is in anticipation of 
the issue of bonds, authorized by the Act of the Legislature 
for the year 1808. 


The Town Treasurer has borrowed $25,000 in anticipation 
of the collection of the amount of the tax levy for 1906, which 
remains unpaid. 


The bond issue, to finance the loan authorized for the pay- 
ment of the new Central Fire Station, was not sold during 
the year. This fact is responsible for the Treasurer being un- 
able to pay the temporary loans of the town; about $20,000 
has been paid from treasury funds to meet the obligations of 
the town on account of the new Central Fire Station. 

We herewith submit, for general information, a Table of 
Town Valuations, our annual tax rate, expenses, and the 
town debt from our incorporation, 1868, to February 1, 1907.

BOUNDARY LINE BETWEEN BOSTON AND 
HY DE PARK. 


The undersigned, Edwin C. Jenney, John Johnston, Alfred 
L. Lovejoy and James D. Grant, Selectmen of the Town of 
Hyde Park, and Daniel A. Whelton and Francis R. Bangs, 
Aldermen, Edward J. Donovan, City Clerk, William Jackson, 
City Engineer, and Frank O. Whitney, Chief Surveyor, au- 
thorized substitute for Alderman William Berwin, severally 
thereto duly authorized by the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston, met on the twenty-eighth day of June, 1906, 
and examined the lines and established the boundary marks 
between said town and city, which are described as follows: 


Beginning at a point in the centre of the channel of Ne- 
ponset River, in the boundary line between the Towns of 
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Hyde Park and Milton, where the boundary line hereinafter 
described, running through a stone monument standing on 
the northwesterly side of River St. and a stone monument 
standing on the northwesterly bank of said river, extended 
southeasterly, would intersect the centre of the channel of 
said river; thence running in a northwesterly direction 
through said stone monument, marked B and H P, standing 
on the northwesterly bank of said river to said stone monu- 
ment marked B and H P, standing on the northwesterly side 
of River St., thence continuing in the same direction, cross- 
ing the New England Railroad at a point about one thou- 
sand four hundred (1,400) feet northeasterly from the north- 
easterly side of River Street bridge to a stone monument, 
marked B and HP, standing on the southeasterly side 
of Harvard (formerly Back) St., in Boston and Wood Ave. 
in Hyde Park; thence continuing in the same direction 
to a stone monttment, marked B, HP and WR, stand- 
ing on the northwesterly side of said Harvard St., being 
the junction point of the former boundary lines between the 
City of Boston and the Towns of Hyde Park and West Rox- 
bury; thence continuing northwesterly to a stone monument 
marked B and H P, standing on land now or formerly of EI- 
sie B. and W. Richards 125 feet southwest from the south- 
westerly line of Ashland St.; thence continuing north- 
westerly parallel with and 125 feet from the southwesterly

GLENWOOD AVENUE FOOT BRIDGE. 


In the last few annual reports the Glenwood Avenue 
bridge has been the subject of much comment. At the pres- 
ent time we have to report that the railroad has entered 
upon the execution of its part of the work; and from pres- 
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ent indications this foot bridge across the Railroad and the 
Neponset River will be open for public travel early in the 


spring. 
READVILLE STREET DRAIN. 


During the year the Board of Health adjudicated that the 
land adjacent to Readville Street was a nuisance and re- 
quested our Board to take the necessary steps to have the 
same abated. At the town meeting held December 26, 1906, 
a proper article was placed in the warrant for this purpose 
and the town appropriated $900 therefor. The Board of Se- 
lectmen for next year will take the matter up and cause the 
same to be constructed in accordance with the vote of the 
town. , 


STREET LIGHTING, 


The ten-year contract between the Town of Hyde Park 
and the Hyde Park Electric Light Company expires Jan. 8, 
1908. The town, at the special town meeting held December 
26th, appointed a sub-committee to consider the question of 
our municipal lighting on and after the expiration of the 
present contract; and the town will await their report with © 
much interest. | 


We have installed in our town at the present time under 
contract with the Electric Light Company and by contract — 
with the Gas Company, the following lights:

At the town meeting held December 26, 1906, the towil | 
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authorized the location of twenty-four additional gas or in- 
candescent lights in various parts of our town. These lights 
will be located by the Board of Selectmen as soon as the 
weather permits. 


ASS SORS' PLANS. 


The Board of Selectmen for the vear 1904 authorized the 
Town Engineer to make certain surveys of the town for the 
purpose of aiding our assessors in determining accurately 
the contents of certain sections or areas of our town. The 
result of this work demonstrated so clearly its usefulness 
and great aid in properly assessing property, that we feel it 
should be continued in all sections of the town. The matter 
has been brought forward at the present time by the assess- 
ors and others who have considered the matter, and at, the 
town meeting held December 26, 1906, the town appropri- 
ated the sum of five hundred (500) dollars to be used by the 
Engineering Department to continue the work of making 
assessors’ plans of our town. We trust each year the town 
will be called upon to make appropriations for this purpose. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


Immediately after election we reappointed Clarence G. 
Norris Town Engineer and placed him in charge of the 
Sewer Department. In another part of this report will be 
found the report of the Town Engineer, to which we respecf- 
fully refer our citizens for the work of this department; to- 
gether with work in relation to highways, bridges and 
streets, which is under the general supervision of the Town 
Engineer. 

INSURANCE. 


For some years past the Board of Selectmen have placed 
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all town insurance upon public property, with the exception 
of the Public Library and its contents. Upon the considera- 
tion of the amount of the insurance carried by the town upon 
our public buildings, and particularly school houses, we dis- 
covered that a serious question might be raised as to 
whether the town was carrying the proper amount of insur- 
ance under the forms of the policies in‘force (90 per cent. of 
their value). : 


We caused an appraisal to be made of various public 
buildings and their contents and appointed as appraisers 
Charles Haley of this town and Henry F. Ross of Newton, 
both being men of large experience in this line of work. As 
a result of this appraisal the Selectmen placed $45,000 addi- 
tional insurance upon the town property so as to protect the 
town’s rights in case of loss under the co-insurance clause 
in our contracts: 


In May, 1907, the insurance on our school houses, amount- 
ing to $176,700, expires, and it will be necessary for the 
town to make an appropriation for this purpose at the next 
appropriation meeting. | 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


We reappointed the present Engineers of the Fire De-— 
partment as follows: John H. Wetherbee, John C. Mc-— 
Dougald and Frank Kunkel. In accordance with law the 
Engineers duly organized, with the choice of John H. 
Wetherbee as Chief. During the vear the town, by a special 
committee, has nearly completed a new engine house for 
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JURY: LIST. 


As required by law we herewith present to the citizens 
of this town our selection of jurors for submission to our, 
next annual appropriation meeting. 


moe eo Ok OF BUILDINGS. 


We appointed Edward A. Hawley Inspector of Buildings 
for the year ending May tst, 1907, at a salary of $100 per 
annum. We refer our citizens to his report for the detailed 
workings of this department. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Jason W. Butters served the town as Chief of Police up 
to the time of his resignation, December 22, 1906. We 
placed Robert E. Grant in charge of the department at the 
time of Mr. Butters’ resignation. In another part of this 
report will be found the report of Lieut. Grant, as acting 
Chief of Police, for the past municipal year, to which report 
reference is hereby made for the work of this department. 


ACTIONS AT LAW. 


The petition for the abolition of the grade crossings at 
Fairmount Avenue and Bridge Street is in the hands of the 
Commissioners. The hearings were closed early in Decem- 
ber last, and the Commissioners advise that they have made 
the draft of their final decree and are waiting now for 
tracings of the final plans. We expect the decree will have 
been made before this report is distributed. The town plan 
for Bridge Street was finally adopted. 


The suit of George A. Tillson for injury said to have been

received by reason of an alleged defect in Hyde Park Ave-  , 
nue near Kennedy’s Block, is still pending. This claim has 
not been pressed for several years, and it is believed that 
the same has practically been abandoned. 


Owing to difficulties in settling the Report for the Supreme 
Judicial Court, in accordance with the proceedings in the 
Superior Court, in the cases of Mary D. Hammond and 
J. Forest Hammond, minors, against the town, fully de- 
scribed in previous town reports, these cases were not en- 
tered in the Supreme Judicial Court until the January sit- 
ting of this. year, where the questions of law raised were | 
argued on the 18th of that month. 


The action of Ethel A. L. Smith, claiming damages for 
alleged wrongful exclusion from school during the prevalence 
of small-pox in town, is still pending, and nothing will be 
done concerning the same until the final decision of the 
cases of Mary D. Hammond and others, which are some- 
what of the same character. 


. The Commissioners appointed to apportion the cost of the 
new «bridge over Weymouth Fore River, between Quincy 
Point and North Weymouth, have reported, and their re- 
port has been confirméd. No direct assessment upon -the 
Town of Hyde Park was made of any part of the expense. 


The other actions pending against the town are as fol-

Margaret McDermott, action to recover forean injury — 
claimed to have been received by reason of an alleged de-_ 
fect in West Glenwood Avenue.

Willard Welch, action to recover three hundred dollars,

sale of property, for non-payment of taxes, were defective. 
This action is pending in the District Court for Northern 
Norfolk. 


Town of Hyde Park against Henry S. Bunton, Trustee. 
This is a petition for the assessment of the damage caused 
to the respondent by the taking of land for the new engine 
house. The owner declined to name any price for the same, 
and this left no alternative but to file a petition for the 
determination of the value of the property. This case is 
pending in the Superior Court for Norfolk County, and is 
now on the trial list. 


Louise Marston, Georgia M. Kelty, and the H. D. Cor- 
merais Motor Car Company have brought actions against 
the town. Each claim two thousand dollars in damages, for 
an alleged defect in Hyde Park Avenue, in the method of 
construction of the culvert over Stony Brook at Clarendon 
Hills. These actions are also pending in the Superior Court 
for Norfolk County. 


Suit has also been brought by Draxanner Fairbairn for 
an alleged defect in Hyde Park Avenue, at or near the cor- 
ner of Walnut Street. Damages are claimed in four thou- 
sand dollars, and this action is also pending in the Superior 
Court for Norfolk County. 


John A. Peterson has also brought suit against the town, 
claiming one thousand dollars damages, for an injury caused 
by falling into an excavation in New Damon Street, made 
by the contractor in building the sewer in that street. The 
contractor has been notified to defend the action. This 
action is also pending in the Superior Court for Suffolk 
County. 


While nominally these actions aggregate a large amount, 
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it is not believed that the liability of the town, in any of , 
them, is of a serious character.

REPORT OF THE TOWN ENGINEER. | 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, : 
Gentlemen: I herewith submit to your Board my report 
as Town Engineer for the year ending January 31, 1907. 


MAIN SEWER CONSTRUCTION. 


Main Sewer construction this year has consisted mainly 
in the extension of our existing mains and with the excep- 
tion of the sewer in the Reddy District, were of comparatively 
short length and small sizes. No great difficulties have been 
encountered except in the Reddy District, where we had to 
cut our trench through large quantities of an extremely hard 
rock, and upon Warren Avenue and Elm Place where we un- 
expectedly encountered rock. 

The Reddy District was probably the most needy district 
in town for sewer service and the fact that there have been 
II connections to the main sewer made from a total of 34 
houses in this district or that 32 per cent. of the houses in 
this district where we have built sewers are connected to the 
main sewer, shows that the citizens living there appreciate 
the sewer service. 

Sewer extensions have been made in Hyde Park Ave. 
from Westminster St. south to the summit man-hole, thereby 
completing the contract of Mr. Patrick H. Rooney of last — 
year; in Westminster St., under a contract awarded to Mr. 
Patrick H. Rooney as lowest bidder, from a summit between — 
Hyde Park Ave. and Providence St. to summit near Park 
St.;in Warren Ave. under a contract awarded to Mr. Thomas 
H. Corrigan as lowest bidder, from the intercepting sewer 
near the river easterly to near Beacon St.; in Bridge St. 
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under a contract awarded to Mr. Thomas H. Corrigan, from 
Easton Ave. easterly to the New England R. R. location; 
under contract awarded to Mr. Patrick H. Rooney, Fraser 


St. from Wood Ave. to Reddy Ave., E. River from near the 


Butler School to Rosa St., Reddy Ave. from E. River to its 
end and Rosa St. from E. River to its end; in Elm Place 
under contract with Mr. Thomas H. Corrigan, from Busi- 
ness St. to its end. 

These extensions have all been completed and are in use, 
except Rosa St. which will be completed in the near future. 


A contract has been awarded to Mr. Thomas N. Dwyer 
(whose bid was accepted from those of seven competing con- 
tractors) for the construction of the Sunnyside Main Sewer 
from Clarendon Hills through Metropolitan Ave., Provi- 
dence St., across private land, Summer St. extension, West 


~St., Austin St., Chestnut St., and Beaver St. to Gordon Ave. 


All arrangements have been made and this work will com- 


- mence in the early spring and be pushed rapidly to comple- 


tion. | 

A contract has been awarded to Mr. Patrick H. Rooney to 
construct a sewer from Milton Ave. through Pleasant St. to 
Metropolitan Ave., through an unnamed street from Pleasant 
St. to Beacon St., and in Beacon St. from Metropolitan Ave. 
to the Town Line, and work will be begun under this con- 


tract in the early spring. 


Petitions have been received for the construction of sew- 
ers in Sunnyside St., Metropolitan Ave. near Hyde Park 
Ave., Metropolitan Ave. from Safford St. to Thatcher St. 
and through Thatcher St. to Hyde Park Ave., and for Lin- 
den St., and these petitions are stili under consideration. 

The cost of construction of the sewers built this year has 
been as follows: 

Hyde Park Ave., $452.03: Westminster St., $513.36; 
Bridge St., $245.37; Warren Ave., $228.16; Elm Place, $192.- 
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80; and Reddy Ave., Frazer St., E. River and a part of Rosa 
St., $2,800.00. 

The cost of maintenance this year is higher than ever be- 
fore, owing to our having gone over the whole system, this 
last spring, and giving it a thorough inspection, the first it 
has had since it was built, and to troubles on the Easton Ave. 
line caused by the excess of sewage matter turned into this 
sewer over the water turned into it, causing the sewage to 
flow slowly and so soon block the pipes. I recommend that 
a flush tank be placed at the end of thié line. We have also 
had four sewer connections stopped up owing in three cases 
to material turned into the sewer pipes which should never 
have been turned in, such as tags, egg shells, cans, broken 
crockery and the like, and one stoppage was caused by Elm 
tree roots.

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HIGHWAY WORK. 


surface Water Drains: The surface water pipe drain at 
the junction of Pierce and Walter Sts. has been extended 
through Walter St. by a 12-inch pipe to E. River St., so as 
to take care of the surface water collecting at Davison and 
Walter Sts., and at E. River and Walter Sts. Another 
catch basin was put in at the corner of E. River St. and two 
new basins built at the corner of Davison and Walter Sts., 
and the question of taking care of the large quantities of 
water which gather at these two places seems to have been 
solved. 

At the easterly junction of Maple and Oak Sts. four catch 
basins were built with the necessary pipe connections, and de- 
livering the gathered water to the open gutter on Maple St. 
hill have done away with the wash and deep gutters at this 
junction point. | | 
_ Two catch basins and connections, built in conjunction with 

the rebuilding of Central Ave. between Axlington and West- 
minster, have helped out this spot yery materially. 

Surveys, studies and plans have been made for piping sur- 
face water from the junction of Highland Street and Fair- 
mount Avenue, down Fairmount Avenue to the river; for 
draining the water from the swale to the pipe drain at the 
corner of Readville and Knight Streets; and of Stony Brook 
to properly drain the lower end and to establish grade marks 
at Chestnut Street and at Gordon Avenue. 


BRIDGES. 


_A contract for the furnishing and erecting of the steel 
/ work for the Glenwood Avenue foot-bridge over the Ne- 
ponset river was awarded to the United Construction Co., 
of Albany, N. Y., and is in place ready to receive the plank 
floor as soon as the railroad bridge over the tracks is com- 
pleted. 
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After an examination of the timbers of the Sprague Street 
Bridge, they were reported by this office as in an unsafe 
condition and this report was confirmed by the railroad 
officials after an examination, and following that the floor 
beams were gone over and the poor sticks replaced and all 
the timbers moved closer together. This work was done by 
the railroad men but at the same time the Town renewed 
the plank floor with a 3-inch hard pine floor. 

At the No-name bridge the wearing planks were renewed 
and some of the under lay plank renewed, on the slope sec- 
tion of the bridge, and the same treatment will have to be 
given the level section in the early spring. 

Glenwood Avenue bridge over Mother Brook should have 
been painted this year but bids for doing this work were 
received too late in the year and this work together with the 
replanking of the bridge will have to be done soon. 

Surveys and estimates were made for a proposed bridge 
across the Neponset River at Holmfield. 


STREET WORK. 


Surveys have been made and lines and grades run out 
and established for Massasoit Street, Central Avenue, be- 
tween Arlington and Westminster Street, Milton Avenue 
from the Dedham line to about opposite McBride’s house, 


E. Glenwood Avenue, Maple and Oak and upon portions — 


of E. River and W. River Streets. Grades were established 
for laying the street railway girder rails from Arlington 


Street to the Boston line on E. River Street and from Arling- | 
ton Street to Clarendon Hills Square on Hyde Park Avenue. 

Surveys, plans and estimates of cost of construction have 
been made for acceptance of Huntington, Avenue near the

REPORT of the SUPERINTENDENT of STREETS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen. 

Gentlemen: I herewith submit the following as my re- 
port as Superintendent of Streets for the year ending Jan- 
uary 31, 1907. 

Street Work:—In the line of macadam work there were 
built during the year as follows, 4,156 square yards of Mil- 
ton Street, 1,890 square yards of Fairmount Avenue, and 
1,840 square yards of Central Avenue and we rebuilt with 
stone 2,400 square yards of Washington and Summit Streets, 
6,350 square yards of Hyde Park Avenue, 5,600 square yards 
of E. River Street, and 900 square yards of Everett Street 
making a total-of 7,886 square yards of macadam built and 
15,250 square yards rebuilt. 

In gravel work 2,400 square yards of Massasoit Street 
and 1,200 square yards of Glenwood Avenue were built and — 
12,000 square yards of West and Austin Streets, 900 square 
yards of Maple Street and 13,500 square yards of Wood 
Avenue were rebuilt with gravel, making a total of 3,600 
square yards of gravel built road and 26,400 pres: yards 
of gravel resurfacing. | 

Edgestone:—There has been set of edgestone during the 
vear as follows: 750 feet on Central Avenue, 36 feet on 
Davison Street, 58 on W. River Street, 234 feet on E. 
River Street, 61 feet on Business Street, 26 feet on Harvard 
Avenue, 26 feet on Glenwood Avenue, 36 feet on Prescott 
Street, 36 feet on Neponset Avenue, 16 feet on Walnut 
Street, 28 feet at Central and Webster Streets, and 36 feet 
on Dana Avenue and we have reset 138 feet at Beacon and

feet on Williams Avenue, 231 feet on Business Street, 166 
feet on Central Avenue, 30 feet on Hyde Park Avenue and 
108 feet on Walter St. and we have repaved 24 feet on 
Maple Street, 18 feet on Fairmount Avenue, and 80 feet on 
Everett Street, making a total of 1,751 lineal feet paved and 
122 lineal feet repaved. 

Street Cleaning:—The cleaning of the streets during the 
past year cost $4,000.00 and there were removed 423 double 
loads and 3,763 single loads of refuse from the streets or 


about 3,135 cubic yards. 


Snow and Ice:—The removal of snow and ice cost: us 


~ $1,043.49. 


Fences:—We have constructed during the year about 164 
feet of fence and repaired about 200 feet. 

Street Openings:—128 Permits were issued during the 
year allowing various parties and corporations to open up 
our streets. 

Bridge Repairs:—The cost of repairs made to the various 


_ bridges. in town has been $3,481.36. 


Stone Crusher:—We have expended at the crushing 
plant during the year $4,304.97 and have crushed 4,o11 tons 
of stone. 

Cross-Walks:—We have put down during the year in 
lineal feet of cross-walks as follows: at Water Street and 
Williams Avenue 26 feet, at Central Avenue and Lincoln 
Street 26 feet, at Gordon Avenue 26 feet, at Glenwood Ave- 
nue 35 feet, at Maple Street and Oak Street 75 feet, on 
Hyde Park Avenue 34 feet, on Beacon Street 26 feet, at 
Lincoln Street and E. River Street 28 feet, on Readville 
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Street 26 feet, at Ellis Street and E. River Street 26 feet, 
on E. River Street 68 feet, at E. River and Walter Street 
26 feet, and on Milton Street 30 feet, a total of 452 feet of 
cross-walks put down. 

Street Watering:—Three new water cranes have been 
erected, one at Cleveland Street near Beaver Street, one 
at Metropolitan Avenue near Beacon Street and one on 
W. River Street near Stark Avenue and one crane has been 
removed from Wolcott Square and replaced on Wolcott 
Court. The first watering of the streets this year was done 
on April 9 and it continued until November 25. | 

Ashes and Garbage:—During the year we have col- _ 
lected 4,613 loads of ashes at a cost of about 51 cents per 
load. There were collected by the town teams 6,540 cans 
of swill at a gross cost of collecting of about 21 cents per 
can, and it is estimated that the private contractor who 
collects the swill in one portion of the town, collected 3,000 
cans. 

Catch Basins:—There have been built during the year 11 
new catch basins as follows: 4 at Maple Street and Oak 
Street, 3 on Walter Street, 1 on Neponset Avenue, 2 on Cen- 
tral Avenue and 1 on Mason Street and 4 catch basins have 
been rebuilt, namely: 2 on Williams Avenue, 1 on Hyde 
Park Avenue and 1 on Webster Street. The total number 
of catch basins in town at the present time is 92 and there~ 
was removed from these basins last year 286 single and 40 — 
double loads material. 

Sidewalks:—During the year there were about 11,000 feet 
of sidewalk built and 2,000 feet resurfaced.

REPORT OF THE ENGINEERS OF THE FIRE 
DEPARTMENT. 


Hyde Park, Mass., January 31, 1907. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen. 


Gentlemen: The Board of Engineers herewith present 
their annual report for the year ending January 31st, 1907. 

There have been about the same number of alarms as 
usual, but no serious fires during the year. 

With our new Central Station nearing completion, our 
only house needing repairs is the one at Readville, which 
should be changed to accommodate two horses and the 
wagon purchased this year. The apparatus is in good con- 
dition, and with the exception of new ladders for the truck, 
should require only ordinary repairs for the current year. 

The most serious defect in the department is in not hav- 
ing a sufficient number of permanent men. The town is 
largely dependent on call men and as they are employed in 
different pursuits to earn a livelihood, the department must, 
of course, be given second consideration by them. For this 
reason at the start of a fire there are times when the force 


a  —— 


of men is insufficient. This may prove a serious matter; 


so far, however, the town has been fortunate in not having 
any conflagrations, but this we attribute to the timely dis- 
covery of the fires, the good work done by the permanent 
force and the exceptional interest taken by the call men. 


We hope the town will see its way clear to increase the 
appropriation sufficiently to increase the permanent force, — 
so that when an alarm is sounded we can count on a suffi- — 


cient number to man the apparatus in a proper manner. 
The Department has responded to 1o1 alarms during the 


& 
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past year, 49 bell, 52 still; 8 “no school,” 1 false, 1 in Milton 
and 2 in Dedham. We have traveled 750 miles, laid 16,000 
feet of hose, 14,500 feet of chemical hose, raised 3,200 feet 
of ladders, used 6,000 gallons of chemicals. At 55 fires we 
have used the Chemical Engine only.

We have purchased two new boxes, the N. Y., N. H. & 
H. R. R. have purchased one and connected it with their 
new shops at Readville. We have also purchased two and 
one-half miles of wire and kept the system in repair. With 
the extra, wire and new apparatus which will be installed in 
the new Central Station, the Fire Alarm system should be 
extended and boxes added to cover sections now poorly 
protected. 


We would recommend more hydrants, for with shorter 
lines of hose we get better pressure and can do better work. — 


We have purchased a good, two-horse hose wagon, which 
can be used in the Readville district, thereby giving them 
much better protection than at the present time. We have 
also added two new sets of double harness. } 

The Chemical Engine is being thoroughly repaired and 
painted and fitted with rubber tires, which we believe should 
be done to all the apparatus as soon as possible as it saves’ 
wear to the machines and lessens the chance of accidents. 
when crossing car tracks. | 
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The Apparatus now consists of four hose wagons, one 
chemical engine, one ladder truck, two. five-gallon hand 
chemical tanks, two three-gallon tanks, seven horses, seven 
sets of double, swinging, harness, one single harness, 6,000 
feet of good hose, 500 feet of poor hose, one Eastman 
Deluge Set, storage battery, fifty-two boxes, forty call bells 
on the tapper system, thirty-six miles of wire, with the fur- 
niture in both stations, all in good condition. 

The work of the Department for the past year has been 
very satisfactory to the Board of Engineers and we hope to 
the citizens of the town. The Board of Engineers wish to 
thank the Department for their work, the Board of Select- 
men for their many favors and the citizens of the town for 
the generous manner in which they voted us our new Cen- 
tral Station and equipment. 

The Department now consists of Chief Engineer, who 
gives his entire time, two Assistants, five permanent men, 
thirty-six call men, making a total of forty-four members.

Sixty-six juvenile offenders have been arrested during the 
year, many of them were reprimanded and released. Pilfer- 
ing, particularly of fruit, is the cause of the largest number 
of complaints and is not confined to any one class. The 
question of dealing with this class of offenders is a grave 
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one. We have endeavored to exercise judgment in the 
matter of complaints and have caused prosecution to be 
made only in cases which in our opinion were deserving of 
punishment. 


POLICE SIGNAL SYSTEM. 


The police signal system has given excellent service this 
year; but we recommend that the wires should be covered 
or put underground.

In order to increase the efficiency of this service, we beg 
to recommend that the town purchase a horse and that the 
patrol wagon with horse be installed in the old fire station, 
next door; this would give quicker service to this branch of 
the department. 

Under the present arrangements delays in responding to 
alarms for arrests or accidents are unavoidable, and delays 
of only a few minutes are dangerous and interfere with the 
service. The large number of accident and ambulance cases 
this year show the need of quicker service. Our thanks are 
due the physicians for their promptness in attending to the 
cases cared for by us. . 3 


CRIME. 


Those serious offences against law and order which 
happen in every thickly settled community have been un- 
known in Hyde Park during the year; this condition is all 
the more remarkable when we consider the mixed popula- 
tion of our town. The illegal sale of liquor has been less 
this year. The old kitchen barroom is hard to find, and the 
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few that still remain together with the pocket liquor pedlar, 
had better seek other employment for we are determined 
to rid the town of these pests. 


CONCLUSION. 


We believe the discipline of the force would be better 
maintained if the Civil Service rules were strictly lived up . 
to; and when an appointment is to be made the oldest mem- 
ber should be preferred. | |

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PARK COM- 
MISSIONERS. 


Apart from the Gypsy Moth extermination work there 
have been but few matters which have come before this 
Commission during the year 1906. 

In July we concurred with the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission in an abandonment to the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad Company of a strip of land near Fair- 

| mount Station, twenty feet wide and about six hundred and 
: seven feet long, and in November, in sale of land on Bridge 
_ Street to the Town of Hyde Park. 

| For Camp Meigs for cutting grass, trimming walks, re- 
placing shrubs, painting flagstaff and replacing halyards we 
have appropriated seventy-five dollars, and in addition have 
| approved bills for seven dollars and twenty-nine cents.

Except on land of the Henry S. Grew Estate, the charges 
were small and the average on the whole was but 23 cents 
and made it necessary to keep 491 accounts. 

The rendering and collecting of all these accounts would 
be in accordance with Section 6 of the Act of May 8, 1905, 
which is as follows: 

“The Mayor of every city and the Selectmen of every town 
shall, on or before the first day of November in each year, 
and at such other times as he or they shall see fit, or as the 
State Superintendent may order, cause a notice to be sent 
to the owner or owners, so far as can be ascertained, of — 
every parcel of land therein which is infested with said 
moths; or, if such notification appears to be impracticable, 
then by posting such notice on said parcels of land, requir- 
ing that the eggs, pupae and nests of said moths shall be 
destroyed within a time specified in the notice. 

“When, in the opinion of the mayor or selectmen, the 
cost of destroying such eggs, pupae and nests in lands con- — 
tiguous and held under one ownership in a city or town shall 
exceed one half of one per cent. of the assessed value of said 
lands, then a part of said premises on which said eggs, pupae _ 
or nests shall be destroyed, may be designated in such 
notice, and such requirement shall not apply to the re- 
mainder of said premises. The mayor or selectmen may 
designate the manner in which such work shall be done, but 
all work done under this section shall be subject to the ' 
proval of the state superintendent. 

“Tf the owner or owners shall fail to destroy such eggs, 
pupae or nests in accordance with the requirements of the 
said notice, then the city or town acting by the public officer 
or board of such city or town designated or appointed as

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aforesaid, shall, subject to the approval of said superinten- 
dent, destroy the same, and the amount actually expended 
thereon, not exceeding one half of one per cent. of the as- 
sessed valuation of said lands, as heretofore specified in this 
section, shall be assessed upon the said lands; and such an 
amount in addition as shall be required shall be apportioned 
between the city or town and the Commonwealth in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of section four of this act. 
The amount to be assessed upon private estates as herein 
provided shall be assessed and collected, and shall be.a 
lien' on said estate, in the same manner and with the same 
effect as is provided in the case of assessments for street 
watering.” 

The State Agent advises in our case the abandonment 
of these charges for private estates, saying the towns of 
‘Brookline and Milton have so done and it seems to us de- 
sirable to do so as the cost of clerk work and collecting will 
be greatly reduced. 

The largest amount is on the Grew woods which have 
by the owner been thrown open for some time to the public, 
and the cost of collecting the balance will be in excess of 
receipts. 

It is evident that with any areas in our town where there 
are trees and which are owned by private individuals the 


_ work will necessarily fall upon our trained force who are 


expert in finding the nests and have the necessary tools for 


_ creosoting or removing them, and as a town we are vitally 


interested in preserving the trees on the private as well as 
public lands. 

The report of the superintendent appended hereto gives a 
full account of the work for the current year.

To the Board of Park Commissioners. 


Gentlemen: I submit herewith my report on the suppres- 
sion of the gypsy and brown-tail moths from Jan. 31, 1906, 
to Jan. 31, 1907. 

During the past year this work has been oeuiee vigor- 
ously; an attempt being made to rid the town as much as 
possible of these pests before they secured a strong foothold 
here. 

About one hundred and twenty-five colonies of the gypsy 
moth were located during last winter’s inspection, ninety- 
two being in the residential section and the remaining thirty- 
three in Grew’s Woods, These colonies were all burlapped 
at the opening of the larval season, and carefully watched 
throughout the summer. The street trees, numbering about 
twenty-five hundred, were also burlapped, and this later — 
proved to be a very valuable investment, leading to the dis- 
covery of a number of new colonies which would not other- 
wise have been found. Larvae were also found in one hun- — 
dred and twelve places along the streets, showing the value 
of these burlaps in picking up larvae accidentally transported 
from other towns and carried from place to place on 
vehicles. ; 

About ten thousand trees were burlapped throughout the | 
town, and thirteen thousand, one. hundred and twenty-five — 
larvae were destroyed under these burlaps during the sum- 
mer. Spraying with arsenate of lead and burning with an oil 
burning machine were found necessary in a few cases. | 

About two-thirds of the residential colonies of last year 
seem to have been exterminated, but our town is in a paf-_ 
ticularly bad location to become reinfested from other — 
sources. Especially is this so regarding Boston and cities” 
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and towns to the north of us. About one hundred new col- 
onies, mostly of single clusters, however, have been located 
during this winter’s inspection and are mostly traceable to 
being brought in from other towns. 

Grew’s Woods still seem to present the most serious prob- 
lem, as the infestation here threatens a large territory. 
There is also quite a bad colony at the Boston line near Cal- 
vary Cemetery. Both these places will be thoroughly scouted 
this winter and well taken care of next-summer. The entire 
town, both woodland and residential, is being thoroughly 
scouted this winter and an effort will be made to have worth- 
less patches of shrubbery and decayed trees, especially near 
infested places, cut and burned, and hollows in old trees 
which make harboring places for these insects, stopped up. 

An improvement in this line has already been noted, show- 
ing the increased interest of the owners in their orchards and 
shade trees, and a neater appearance’ generally throughout 


the town. 


Throughout the spring months, I had seven men employed, 
while the clearing-out work in the woods was necessary, and 
through the summer season have had two men besides my- 
self. I now have three regular inspectors, and with the ex- 
ception of a little additional help in the busy spring season, 
T think we will be able to handle the work with this small 


‘force. 


Considerably more burlapping will be necessary this year 
‘than last. The street trees should all be burlapped again this 
coming season, and IT would advise that all property owners 
as far as possible throughout the town burlap their trees 
this year. watching the burlaps and destroying any larvae (or 
caterpillars) found under them. The campaign against these 
pests must be pressed vigorously this vear if we would follow 
up the good work accomplished last year and make it count 
for the most. | | 

I have confined this report mostly to the gypsy moth, as 
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this is the most serious problem. The brown-tails were 
found scattered over the whole town last year, about two 
thousand of the winter webs being cut and burned. This 
work was accomplished so thoroughly that no damage what- 
soever was done by these moths throughout the summer, 
and only a few larvae were found. The winter webs, or 
nests, have been found this winter in far less numbers than 
last year, and it is a much easier problem to keep these 
moths under control if the property owners will co-operate 
in the work. 

I wish to again urge that all property owners and tenailin 
familiarize themselves with these pests, that they may report 
at once anv new infestation by the moths, and in other ways 
assist in the work, by keeping their own places as clean and 
free from them as possible. Information will be gladly given 
at any time from either this or the state office, and the vari- 
ous bulletins issued on the subject will be sent free on re- 
quest. Asa help along this line, I have on exhibition in one ~ 
of the store windows, a complete line of specimens showing 
the various stages and workings of these moths: This — 
seemed to be of great assistance to many. | 

This work has all been carried on under state supervisim, — 
and I have submitted a detailed report of the year’s work, | 
accompanied by two maps, to State Agent F. A. Bates in 
charge of this division. His report to the state supeta-_ 
tendent was very complimentary to our work here, and it 
has been gratifying to note that weshave been credited with 
accomplishing more and better work for the money ex-_ 
pended, than any town in the state. This certainly should 
encourage ts to do even better this coming season. 7 
_ Talso wish to express my appreciation of the general atti- 
tude of the public toward this work, which has been very 
helpful to me; and to each of the Park Commissioners espe- 
cially, as they have so kindly co-operated with me in ne

We present herewith the Annual Report for the year end- 
ing January 31st, 1907. We invite your careful and thought- 
ful consideration, for in it you will find much that is inter- 
esting if not instructive. Immediately after the Annual 
Town Election in March the Board organized, with Mr. John 
W. McMahon as Chairman and Mr. Thomas E. Faunce as 
Secretary. Mr. Franklin C. Graham was appointed Town 


Undertaker and Dr. John A. Morgan as Town Physician, ~ 


At the Appropriation Meeting $8,000.00 was voted for the 
support of the Poor. Realizing the importance cf keeping 
complete records of our proceedings and accounts which 
would show the nature of the transactions, we procured a 
record book in which will be found a record of the business 
transacted at each and every meeting, a letter book, in which 
will be found a copy of all the correspondence and a double 
entry system of accounts showing in detail every transac- 


tion, beside a number of smaller books for general informa-~ _ 


tion. From these books we are able to give facts and fig- 
ures which will enable you to judge of the character of the 
work and the value of business methods. Every case has 


been thoroughly investigated, old as well as new, and put in ~ 


alphabetical order for ready reference. The increased cost 
of food supplies, fuel, in some cases rents, medicines, nurs- 
ing and hospital charges have increased in a measure the

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expenses, while a number of serious cases which could not 
be denied has added largely to the burden. On the other 
hand we have saved many hundreds of dollars by re-exam- 
inations and careful consideration of each case. We find it 
a difficult matter to secure suitable tenements at small 
rental, boarding places in private families and nurses for the 
sick. By request of the Advisory Board, last year we 
omitted in our report the names of those aided by the town, 
with the result that the burden has increased and the work 
of this board made more difficult. We decided, however, to 
give another test and if found to be detrimental to the best 
interests of the town, will in the next report resume the 
practice of publishing the list in full. We have treated each 
case with due kindness and sympathy and given to the whole 
work our best efforts, thought and judgment.

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REPORT OF THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of Hyde Park. 


Under the provisions of the new by-laws recently adopted 
by the town, the Advisory Committee becomes a permanent 
board, with well defined duties and attendant responsibilities. 
Its powers are not administrative but advisory. It investi- 
gates the appropriations for all other departments but re- 
ceives none for itself. It has no absolute authority but its , 
opportunity for inquiry into the methods and needs of the 
various departments is greater than that of the individual 
citizen or the town meeting. It is the medium of communi- 
cation between the departments and the citizens. Its con- 
clusions may sometimes be wrong, but they are at least 
honest, and based upon careful investigation. It appreciates . 
the courtesy and assistance of all town boards and officials 
thus far in its work and also the approval of its recommen- 
dations by the citizens at the recent town meeting. In ac- 
cordance with its duties under the by-laws, it presents at 
this time its recommendations as to the regular depart- 
mental appropriations which will be asked for at the annual 
appropriation meeting. It also offers certain information 
and suggestions which are in line with its duty.

SELECTMEN (POLICE AND FIRE DEPARTMENTS 
EXCEPTED). 


1. ACCOUNTING. An able report was rendered on 
this subject by our predecessors of the Advisory Committee 
of last year. We find the essential features of that report are 
now incorporated in the present town by-laws. The Select- 
men have appointed a town accountant, and that official is 


“now engaged,in perfecting a system-of town accounting con- 


sistent with the by-laws. All balances of this department 
are to be transferred to the General Account at the close 
of the present financial year, so that the estimates herein. 
given are for twelve months covered by the town’s financiat 
year, and do not include or anticipate in addition thereto, 
any unexpended balances. 

By vote of the town, money received from the sale of 
swill is placed to the credit of the appropriation for the col- 
lection of ashes and garbage. We recommend that money 
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so received be placed in the general account, and that a 
suitable article to effect this change, be inserted in the next 
town warrant. We also recommend a discontinuance of the 
practice of appropriating money received for betterments to 
the highway department, at least until the amount of the 
same is ascertained. 

The effect of these changes will be to limit appropriations 
to the known amount stated in the annual appropriations. 

We recommend the opening of a State Aid account, and 
that an appropriation of $2,100.00 be made therefor. The 
town is obliged by law to pay the State Aid, and at the end 
of the year is reimbursed by the state for such sums so paid. 
This recommendation is made to insure accuracy in account- 
ing. 

2. TREE WARDEN. We recommend the arp Oph 
tion of $300.00, the same as last year. 

3. STREEF WATERING. The purchase of the water 
works by the town will relieve the town of paying the item 
for water. We recommend an appropriation of $3,500.00; 
$1,000.00 less than last year. : 

4. ASHES AND GARBAGE. (a) We recommend the ~ 
appropriation of $5,500.00. The amount usually appropri- | 
ated is $5,000.00. There have been certain unexpended bal- — 
ances, as well as money received from the sale of swill avail-_ 
able in addition thereto. The amount recommended does — 
not anticipate any additions thereto. : 

(b) We were asked to consider the ad visaptiey of termi- — 
mating a contract which provides for the performance off 
about a third of the work of this department by an individ- | 
ual, and that that work be performed by the town service. 
~The Selectmen had no recommendation ‘to make thereon. 
We therefore were unable, upon information at hand, tC 
form any substantial opinion as to the merits of the matter. 
We did ascertain the approximate cost of such a change anc 
submit the same.

We recommend an appropri- 
ation .of $13,000.00. The cost of street lights is based on an 
existing contract, and the number fixed by vote of the town. 
A leeway of $200.00 is allowed for such additions to the num- 
ber as may and usually are made during the year. 

6. INCIDENTALS. We recommend the usual annual 
appropriation of $10,000.00. 

The salaries of town accountant ($500) and for the en- 
gineer’s department are included herein. 

7. HIGHWAYS. We recommend a division in pus ap-

We have been advised by the Assessors that the County — 
tax for the year 1907 will be about $2,500.00 less to the — 
Town of Hyde Park. The amount of Hyde Park’s share of — 
the Metropolitan water, park and sewer taxes cannot be 
now ascertained from the state authorities, but it is probable 
that those taxes will advance slightly over the 1906 taxes 
for the same purposes, and probably enough to offset the } 
benefit of the reduction in our town’s share of the County — 
tax. , 


SYSTEM OF ASSESSORS’ RECORDS. 


We have examined the books and records of this depart- 
ment and find them to be kept neatly and accurately. So 
far as the system now in use by the Assessors will allow, 
information that may be desired either by officials or other 
persons interested can be gleaned from their records, but 
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the system is not sufficiently simple to readily meet all the 
demands that are or may be made upon it except after more 
or less needless search. The eventual adoption of the block 
system in its ultimate perfection will render possible an 
errorless record of all Assessors’ statistics, as well as make 
most easily accessible all information required from such 
statistics. As is well known, the adoption of the block 
system has been heartily advocated by earlier Boards of 
Assessors and by Sub-Committees of the Advisory Com- 
mittee who have examined the work of the Assessors and 
their department, and work some time ago was actively 
begun to put that system in operation by way of survey of a 
block of land .in the central portion of the town. Unfortu- 
nately during the last year, from lack of appropriation for 
the purpose, no further surveys have been made of any 
additional blocks of land. At the last town meeting, how- 
ever, an appropriation of $500 was made for Assessors’ plans, 
and work has already, or will shortly be, begun upon the 
survey of a second block comprising the Mount Neponset 
Section of our town. 
Although the benefits and advantages of the block-system 
_ have been so well pointed out heretofore, and at length, by 
earlier committees, that it is unnecessary to go over the 
| same again in detail, it seemed wise to your committee, in 
_ view of some confusion that appears to exist as to the feasi- 
| bility of putting that system into operation before a com- 
_ plete survey of the town shall have been made, to summarize 
the chief reasons for adopting the system. There are three 
| principal advantages from the adoption of that system; first, 
enlargement of the system of recording Assessors’ statistics 
so that information requested or needed in connection there- 
| with may be most readily obtainable no matter how meagre 
| may be the data given as to name of owner of lands, location, 
| ete.; second, the reduction of the possibility of omitting any 
estate from assessment altogether; and third, but rather in 


. | 
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connection with, and in the way .of the perfection of, that | 
system, the accurate determination of all areas in:the town, 
SO that neither an under nor an:over assessment may be 
made upon: the basis of inaccurate areas, and, from the adop- 
tion of the check on areas in each block directly resulting 
from the use of the system; the reduction of the BSS 
of erring as to. areas assessed., | 

From the above it is apparent that the block- Pee i can 
well be inaugurated before a-complete survey .of.the town 
shall have been made. , Indeed, unless the question: of the 
cost of surveying the whole town. is disregarded and the 
work is pushed forward to a-rapid conclusion irregardless 
of cost, it will necessarily be amore or less, slow work. to 
survey and-map all the blocks; but the work may be gradu- — 
ally done under the supervision of the town engineer at a 
very moderate cost; and that is the plan now contemplated; 
and. your committee recommends the policy of appropriating 
sufficient funds from time to time as needed to carry on this 
work. The Assessors, therefore, have prepared a card sys- 
tem for record of their department’s statistics under the 
block system. We. are assured that the 1907 records of 
their department will be put upon these cards as well as 
upon the books and records now kept by them and which 
will have to be continued, of course. If that is done as now ~ 
contemplated the town will.have the benefit of the operation 
of the block system in 1907 except as to the possession of | 
accurate information as to areas, which will be added from 
time to time as obtained. Until such complete survey may 
have been made our town will be in practically the same 
position as Boston, where official surveys have not been 
made of areas, but the block.system is used, and figures as” 
to areas are obtained from various sources, such as plans - 
on record in the Registry. of Deeds, the city atlas, and from 
plans of various engineers made from time to time of vari 
ous parts of the city. i 
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OFFICE AND QUARTERS. 


Your committee, having in mind that other boards and 
officials are seeking new quarters, and having in mind the 
needs of the Assessors as to office accommodations, would 
suggest that when the question is settled as to other boards 
it would be well to arrange that the present office of the 
Assessors, together with the larger of the two safes in that 
room be given over to the exclusive use of the Assessors. 
Other boards use said safe jointly with the Assessors, and 
thereby cramp the latter in the safe-keeping of their records. 
The Assessors meet frequently, and, as they require con- 
siderable space for the examination of their large and bulky 
_ books and records, they should not be hampered in their 
meetings by a joint occupation of their office, nor should it 
be necessary that they have to seek another room at times 
| for their meetings by reason of a prior occupation of their 
office by another board. They should be given the sole 
| occupation of their office.

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REPORT OF TREE WARDEN. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen. 


Gentlemen: Following is a review of the work carried on 
by this department during the past year from March 6, 1906, 
to January 31, 1907. 

Upon being elected Tree Warden, I at once set about to 
ascertain the condition of the town trees, and found upon 
examination that the majority of them were suffering severe- — 
ly from long neglect. The results of improper trimming and 1 
other abuses were manifest in the trees throughout the town, 
some having been killed and many seriously damaged by — 
stubs of branches which were allowed to remain on them and 
rot back into the trees. I found electric wires had done great 
damage to many trees by burning into the branches or 
trunks, after the insulation had been rubbed off; in-a num-— 
ber of instances having killed' them entirely. Some cases : 
of this’ kind I reported to the Electric Light Co. and they © 
were attended to. Many others were found to have been 
injured by linemen, by careless cutting for wires, and were 
practically destroyed. 

I received from the former Tree Warden a 26-foot and a 
38-foot extension ladder, but no tools whatever, so found 
it necessary to purchase at once a few things for practical 
work, including two saws, wire cutters, tree scraper, shovel 
pick, grub hoe and a block and tackle for handling large 
limbs. 

Early in April a complaint was received regarding t 
cutting of some trees on West St. near the Grew estate. 
investigated the matter and found that seventy-three tree 
had been cut along this road, and I submitted to your boa 
a detailed report of the same at that time. 
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Applications have been received to trim trees on Arling- 
ton and Austin Sts., Central Ave., E. River St., Fairmount 
Ave.. Hyde Park Ave., Milton St., Oak St., Prescott St., 
West St., and Williams Ave. It was also found necessary 
to trim trees on W. River, Water and Highland Sts., Fair- 
view Ave., and Wolcott Sq. Other applications are still 
on hand. 

A systematic trimming was started in the fall, but the trees 
were found in such bad shape, and so much’ time was re- 
quired to do even the most important work, that it had to 
be given up on account of the winter weather, but will be 
resumed again as soon as the weather permits. What 
seemed to be the most urgent places were taken first. In this 
way Fairmount Ave., Milton St., Prescott St., the greater 
part of E. River St., and part of Hyde Park Ave. were taken, 

_and one hundred and seventy-seven trees have been 
trimmed. ) 

Many trees were found to be badly wounded and dis- 
_ figured, caused by horses stripping off the bark; and the 
places, not having been properly treated, were left to de- 
cay, and gradually grow worse—even in some cases killing 
the trees. This has been done to an alarming extent, and 
our local dealers and horse-owners should use more care 
in the hitching of their horses, or allowing them to stand 
_ where they can injure the trees. They should be reminded 
that this is a penal offence; that there is a town by-law for- 
bidding the hitching ‘of horses to street trees, and a fine of 
five to one hundred dollars for allowing ai horse to injure 
or destroy a public tree. 

J have treated one hundred and seventy-five trees which 
had injuries caused in this way and there are still many 
others. Many of these will now heal in time, if they con- 
tinue to have proper care, while others, from long-continued 
neglect, will be permanently disfigured. 

I have also found: thirteen trees where wire guards were 


——— 
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left too long on them, and were destroying the trees, kill- 
ing the bark, and choking the life from the tree. The wires 
on these trees, nine of which were on Prescott St. and four 
on Park St., have been removed. 

Large holes have been cemented up or tinned over in 
thirty trees, these cavities being caused by improper trim- 
ming at an earlier date. A few trees have been found dead 
or dying from fungus disease, and a few apparently from 
gas, which is very destructive to the roots of trees and 
remains in the soil long after a leakage has been stopped. 

The disease known as “blight” has affected numerous 
maples here the past season, and the elm-leaf beetle has been 
very destructive to the elms—entirely defoliating a number 
of fine trees in the Fairmount section. If this insect appears 
in such numbers another season, it will be highly important 
to adopt methods of fighting it, if we would save our elms 
in the beauty-of their foliage. The most practical method 
of destroying this pest is spraying the trees with arsenate 
of lead, early in June. Much damage was done by this in- 
sect last year throughout eastern Massachusetts. A number 
of other trees were found to be hampered by not having suf- 
ficient room about their trunks to allow the moisture to pene- 
trate to the roots; the concrete being cemented too closely — 
about the base of the tree. If this is not remedied such trees 
will die of starvation. Many trees are also set too closely to- — 
gether, not admitting sufficient light and ventilation to al- 
low each tree to assume its proper shape and symmetry. 
The growth therefore becomes stunted and distorted. 

I have removed or given permission to remove seven 
trees after the proper hearings had been held, and a number 
of applications are still on file. Permission was also granted 
to the Long Distance Tel. Co. to trim a few trees on Busi- 
ness’ St. and Hyde Park Ave., where branches interfered 
with their wires—this being done under my supervision. — 

The question of not receiving full benefit from our light

ing system on account of shade from the trees, is a serious 
one, and I have given it considerable thought and attention, 
trimming where practicable, with this thought in mind. This 
has alleviated the matter slightly, but I find that in many, 
if not most cases, the trouble cannot be overcome by mere 
trimming, and will require either the removal of whole trees 
or the shifting of the lights. In either case, it is a matter 
involying study and expense, and in view of this fact I would 
respectfully recommend that a committee be appointed to 
work in conjunction with the Tree Warden, and thoroughly 
investigate this matter and see what can be done towards 
improvement along this line. 

The setting out of new trees might also be mentioned 
here. There are numerous places along our highways 
where trees have died, or have been removed for some 
cause, and where new trees might be set out to advantage. 
This, however, is a matter which might well be brought up 
later, and perhaps some special arrangements made for 
such an undertaking. 

The expenses for this work from March 6, 1906, to Jan- 
uary 31, 1907, have been $234.55, leaving a balance on hand 
at this date of $70.88, of the $305.43 which was available after 
the March meeting. The work of proper and systematic 
trimming has, however, been only well started, and the 
balance of this appropriation will soon be exhausted when 


the work is again taken up in the spring. It seems very 


important, therefore, that at least an amount equal to last 
year’s appropriation should be made available for this work 
the coming year. 

In addition to what has been mentioned heretofore, the 
work we have done under the gypsy moth suppression has 
greatly benefited our town trees, and has supplemented in 
many ways the work of this department. 

The time has come when a deeper and more general in- 
terest is being taken in trees, and their proper care and 
development. 
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What would a town be without them? We have about 
twenty-five hundred street shade trees in this town—many — 
beautiful ones, but if we would preserve them we must take 
proper care of them. They must be treated as living things. 
They must be given room to grow and to properly spread 
their branches; they must be allowed proper nourishment 
for their roots; must be trimmed when necessary; 
guarded from accidents or abuse, and their wounds 
properly treated. Then, | am sure that the money and 
time which we expend on them will be many times repaid 
in the continued pleasures and benefits which they bring 
to us, and in the added beauty and charm which they give 
to our streets.

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of.the Town-of Hyde 
Park, Hyde Park, Mass. 


Gentlemen: I hereby submit to you the following report 
of my work as Inspector of Animals for the year ending 
Januarv 31, 1907: 

“Glanders”:—During the year there were reported ten (10) 
cases of horses having symptoms which indicated that they 
were suffering from this disease (Glanders). Upon investi- 
gation five (5) horses were killed and the other five (5) were 
found not to be affected. 

Inspection:—On October 1 instructions were received 
from the Massachusetts Cattle Bureau to make a complete 
inspection of all neat-cattle, sheep and swine within the 
town. This inspection (the same as is ordered each year) is 
made with reference to the existence of contagious diseases, 
to the general physical condition of food-producing animals 
and the cleanliness and sanitary condition of the premises in 
which they are housed. During this inspection twenty (20) 
premises were visited and seventy-nine (79) cows were 
found; none of these cows showed evidence of “Tubercu- 
losis,” and all were found to be in good physical condition, 


_and the majority of stables in which they were kept reason- 


ably clean, well lighted and thoroughly ventilated and pro- 
vided with suitable drainage. 

“Rabies”:—On December 1, 1906, circulars regarding 
the Laws pertaining to “Rabies” were sent out by order of 
the Cattle Commissioners, to be posted in conspicuous 
places and I am pleased to state that, up to date, there have 
not been any cases of “Rabies” reported in this town.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Citizens of Hyde Park. 


We have the honor to present to you the following report 
of the work of this Board for the year ending January 31st, 
1907. 


MORTALITY. 


During the fiscal year there were 8 deaths from diphtheria, 
I from scarlet fever, 5 from whooping cough, 1 from cerebro 


_ spinal meningitis, 15 from tuberculosis, 3 from tuberculous 


meningitis and 2 from typhoid fever. Among’ the deaths 
from other diseases 28 were reported from pneumonia. The 
number of deaths from all causes, of residents of Hyde Park 
during the year was 220. This number of deaths, with an 
estimated population of 14,492, gives a death rate of 15.18 
per 1,000. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


During the year there were reported to the Board 50 cases 
of diphtheria, 29 cases of scarlet fever, 140 cases of measles, 
10 cases of typhoid fever, 14 cases of tuberculosis, I case of 
cerebro spinal meningitis, 17 cases of whooping cough, 16 
Cases of chicken pox, 6 cases of mumps, and 3 cases of 
tuberculous meningitis, occurring as follows:

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS. 


The number of new cases of this disease reported during 
the year was I4, an increase of 9 over last year. Though 
the physicians are more careful to report cases of pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis to the Board than usual, there is reason to 
believe that all cases are not so reported. We urgently 
request co-operation of all physicians in this matter. 


We would again impress upon the minds of all citizens the 


importance of cleanliness, sunshine and fresh air, not only 
to cure the disease, but also as a preventive. As we stated 
in our last report, we are only too glad to fumigate any 
room or house previously occupied by a case of consump- 
tion. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


The number of cases of diphtheria reported to the Board 
was 50, an increase of 25 over last year, with 8 deaths. This 
number of deaths with the use of anti-toxin is large, but can 
be accounted for by the fact that parents do not call the 
physician sufficiently early in the disease. We would im-

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press upon the minds of parents the great importance of at 
once calling a physician in all cases of suspicious throat 
trouble: 


WHOOPING COUGH. 


* There were only 17 cases of this disease reported to the 
Board in 1906. We know that this was only a small per- 
centage of the total number of cases, and would call the 
attention of parents and physicians to the great importance 
of reporting this disease as there were during the year 5 
deaths from it. 


MEASLES AND CHICKEN POX. 


Measles were prevalent to a considerable extent during 
‘April, May and June. Fortunately there were no deaths 


directly attributed to it. There were 16 cases of chicken pox 


reported to the Board, about the same as last year. 


TYPHOID FEVER. 


Ten cases of typhoid fever were reported to the Board, 
with 2 deaths from same. A glance at the table will show 
that the majority, or 5 of the cases, occurred in September, 
at a time when people were coming home from summer 


_ vacations and undoubtedly most of these cases were con- 
_ tracted while away from Hyde Park. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 


The Board is in favor of the Medical Inspection of school 
children. The great majority of cases of deafness in chil- 
dren is due primarily to diseases of the throat. An early 
diagnosis and prompt and efficient treatment will often stop 
the advance of disease gradually stealing in upon its victim. 
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November ist, 1906, the Board received notice from the 
Boston Board of Health that a case of leprosy had been dis-. 
covered at the Massachusetts General Hospital, and that the 
patient had been removed to the Contagious Hospital at 
Gallups Island, said patient being a legal resident of Hyde 
Park. This Board immediately investigated the matter and 
found that such was the case. The dwelling and its contents 
where this man resided were thoroughly fumigated and — 
everything possible done to prevent the infection of any 
other person with this terrible disease. 

The Board visited Gallups Island and found that every- 
thing possible was being done to make the man comfortable. 
Arrangements were made with the State Board of Chari-— 
ties to have the man removed to the leper colony at Pena- 
kese Island, but on accoun of the long trip by land and a 
fifteen-mile sail by water, it was found inexpedient to remove 
him until spring. 


DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE. 


During the summer a petition signed by some 25 residents” 
of Readville, residing in the vicinity of Readville, Milton and 
West River Streets, was received by the Board. The peti- 
tion asked that the nuisance of wet, rotten and spongy land 
in that locality be abated. The Board carefully investigated 
the matter and found that the B. B. & R. Knight Co., own- 
ers of the cotton mill, had certain rights in the matter, also 
the Metropolitan Park Commission. We communicated 
with both parties, but only received answer from the Metro- 
politan Park Commission, who requested that we take ne 
action in the matter until they could come out and look th 
ground over. This was done by them and we received their 
permission providing that when the work was done a pla 
be filed with them showing location of any drains or ditche 
we might propose to put in. 
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This Board then took official action and the following vote 
was passed and sent to the Board of Selectmen. 

That, In the opinion of the Board of Health of the Town 
of Hyde Park, the land in the immediate vicinity of Read- 
ville Street, known as the “Swale,” by reason of its wet, 
rotten and spongy character, is a nuisance and a menace to 
public health. And that a communication be forwarded to 
the Board of Selectmen requesting them to provide such 
drains as are necessary to remedy this condition. 

During the year of 1906, sewers have been placed in Reddy 
Avenue and Frazer Street which will remedy a condition 
that was becoming unbearable. Parts of Holmfield still 
need sewers, as also parts of Readville.

ARTICLE 
Town Meetings. 
Notification of Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Every Town Meeting shall be notified by post- 
ing copies of the warrant calling the same, in not less than 
ten public places in the town, seven days, at least, before the 


day appointed for said meeting.

Annual Town Meetings. 


Sec. 2, The Annual Town Meeting for the election of 
town officers shall be held on the first Monday of March of 
each year. The meeting shall be opened as early as seven 
o'clock A. M., and the polls shall be kept open until sunset. 


Sec. 3. Not approved. 


Sec. 4. Any board or standing committee or officer of the 
town, or any person or persons intending to ask an appropri- 
ation at any meeting of the town, shall file a written notice in 
the office of the Town Clerk of such intention, at least six 
days before such meeting, stating the object and sum of 
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the appropriation intended to be asked. The Town Clerk 
shall thereupon file such notice and inform the Selectmen 
thereof. It shall thereupon be the duty of the Selectmen to 
examine into the subject and be prepared to inform the town 
thereon. If the sum of the appropriation so proposed shall | 
exceed one thousand dollars, a statement of the proposition 
shall be printed and circulated at least three days before the 
meeting; provided, that an appropriation may be asked, — 
without such notice, at any meeting of the town, but, in the — 
absence of such previous notice, the subject shall not be 
acted upon except at an adjournment of said meeting, or at 
another meeting, not less than one week later in either case; 
and during said interim the Selectmen shall cause a printed 
notice of the sum and object of said proposed appropriation 
to be distributed among the voters at least three days before 
such adjourned or other meeting, and shall also fully inform 
themselves upon the subject, and report thereon when it 
comes before the town for action. 


Sec. 5. Any board or standing committee or officer of the 
town or any person or persons intending to ask for an in 
crease of an appropriation at any meeting of the town over 
and above that recommended by any committee of the town, 
town officer or any person or persons and filed with the Towr 
Clerk as provided in Section 4, shall file a written notice in 
the office of the Town Clerk of such intention at least fou 
days before such meeting, stating the additional sum which i 
proposed to be appropriated and for what purpose or pu 
poses, together with the reasons for the proposed increas: 
of any specific appropriation. The Town Clerk shall ther 
upon file such notice and inform the Selectmen thereof. — 
shall thereupon be the duty of the Selectmen to exami 
into the subject and be prepared to inform the town in r 
tion to said increase. — Cnr " 

If the sum of the appropriation and the increase shall 
ceed one thousand dollars, a statement of the proposit 
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shall be printed and circulated at least three days before the 
meeting, subject however to the same provisv as set forth in 
Section 4.

Section 1. At the Annual Town Meeting for the election 
of town officers, the Moderator shall appoint twenty-two,

Sec. 8. In his annual report the Treasurer shall state 
specifically the objects for which the debt of the town was 
increased during the year preceding, and recite the votes 
under which the money was borrowed; and shall render a 
classified statement of all expenditures and receipts of the 
town in such detail as to give a fair and full exhibit of the 
objects and methods of all expenditures. 


Assessors’ Report. 


Sec. 9. The Assessors shall append to their annual report 
a table of the valuation, real, personal and total, the rate of 
taxation, and the amount of money raised. The valuation 
of each building and lot of land which is separately assessed 
shall be shown in the report, every three years, beginning 
with year ending January 31, 1907.

Sec. 11. The Town Clerk shall make a report upon the 
vital statistics for publication in the Annual Report. 

Sec. 12. The Town Clerk shall submit to the Selectmen 
an abstract of the official records of all town meetings, and 
the same shall be published in the Annual Town Report.

Publication of By-Laws. 


Sec. 14. The Selectmen shall publish these By-Laws in 
their Annual Report as often as once in five years.

Section 1. The Selectmen shall have full authority as 
agents of the town, to employ counsel to institute and pros- 
ecute suits in the name of the town, and appear for and de- 
fend suits brought against it, unless otherwise specially — 
ordered by a vote of the town. 


Conveyancing. 


Sec. 2. Whenever it shall be necessary to execute any q 
deed conveying land, or any other instrument required to —

Sec. 2. Not approved. 


Sec. 3. . No town officer and no salaried employee of 
the town or any agent of any such officer or employee, shall 
sell materials or supplies to the town without the permission 
of the Board of Selectmen expressed in a vote which shall 
appear on their records with the reasons therefor. 


Sec. 4. No town officer and no salaried employee of the 
town, or any agent of any such officer or employee, shall re- 
ceive any compensation or commission for work done by him 
for the town, except his official salary and fees allowed by 
law, without the permission of the Selectmen expressed in a 
vote which shall appear on their records with the reasons 
therefor. ! 


Sec. 5. The Board of Auditors in their annual report 


_ shall call attention to any apparent violation of this By-Law 


which may come to their notice. 


Proposals. 


Sec. 6. When the estimated amount of a proposed 
contract exceeds $1,000, proposals shall be called for in the 
manner provided in this section. Such calls for proposals 
shall be advertised in a local newspaper (or by advertising 
in two Boston daily newspapers, not less than three times in 
each, at intervals of two days), the last publication to be at 
least two days before the opening of the bids. The advertise- 
ment shall require such proposals to be sealed and properly 
designated, and shall announce the place, day, and hour at 
which they will be opened. The bids as received shall be 
deposited in a box securely locked, and at the time and place 
named shall be publicly opened in the presence of a majority 
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of the Board of Selectmen, or committee authorized by the 
town to make the contract. No bids shall be received after 
the time advertised for the opening. As far as practicable, 
contracts for less than $1,000 shall be awarded in such man- 
ner as to secure reasonable competition. : 


Sec. 7. Every contract exceeding one thousand dollars 
shall be accompanied by a suitable bond for the performance 
of the same, or by the deposit of money or security to the 
amount of such bond. 


Contracts for Public Buildings. 


Sec. 8. No contract or change of contract, or order for 
labor or materials involving the expenditure of money from 
the appropriation for the construction of any public building, 
shall be valid until countersigned by the Selectmen, and re- 
corded in a book to be kept for the purpose. This section 
shall be written or printed upon every contract for the con- 
struction of any public building. : 


ARTICLE IX. 
Selectmen. 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall exercise a general super- — 
vision over all matters affecting the interests or welfare of — 
the town. | 


Sec. 2. The Selectmen may settle any claims or suits — 
against the town, which in their opinion cannot be defended 
successfully, acting upon the advice of counsel when the 
amount to be paid exceeds one thousand dollars; and they 
may employ counsel in suits against the town and whenever 
they deem it necessary. 


Sec. 3. The Selectmen may appear (either personally 
or by counsel) before any committee of the legislature, or 
board, or commission, to protect the interests of the tow: 
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but are not authorized by this By-Law to commit the town 
to any course of action.

ARTICLE XI. 
Treasurer. 
Sections 1, 2, 3 and 4. Not approved. 


Sec. 5. The Treasurer shall have the custody of all 
receipted bills and receipts, and of notes, bonds, and coupons 
which have been paid. 


ARTICLE XII. 
Town Clerk. 


Section 1. The Town Clerk shall have the custody of the 
town seal. 


Sec. 2. All conveyances under seal, which may hereafter 
be executed by the town, pursuant to a vote of the town or 
_ otherwise, shall be sealed with such seal and subscribed by 
a majority of the Board of Selectmen for the time being. 


Sec. 3. The Town Clerk shall keep a true copy (in a 
book to be kept for such purpose alone) of all deeds or con- 
veyances executed by the Selectmen. 


Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to see 
that every conveyance to the town of any interest in land is 
properly recorded in the Registry of Deeds. 


Sec. 5. The Town Clerk shall keep a file of all town 
reports, reports of all committees chosen by the town, and 
all original documents relating to the affairs of the town 
which may come into his possession; he shall, as soon as 
practicable after any election has been held by the town, in 
addition to the notices he is now directed to give to officers 
who are required to take an oath of office, also issue a 
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written or printed notice to all persons who have been 
elected to any other office, or chosen to serve on any other 
committee, stating the office to which such person has been 
elected, or the duties which such committee was chosen to 
perform.

ARTICLE XIV. 
Accounting Department. 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall annually appoint a com- 
petent Accountant, who shall have the custody of all con- 
tracts of the town and of all bonds of indemnity given to the 
town; shall keep a register of the dates, amounts, and sure- 
ties on all such bonds, and notify the Selectmen whenever 
any such bond expires, or he is of the opinion that it is im- 
paired by the death, insolvency, or other disability of a 
surety; shall keep a complete set of books, wherein shall be 
entered the amount of each specific appropriation and each 
amount that has been expended on account of such appro- 
priation; shall when any appropriation has been wholly ex- 
pended immediately make a report of that fact to the Select- 
men and to the head of the department under whose direc- 
tion the work for which the appropriation was made is car- 
ried on; shall direct to the Treasurer all necessary warrants, 
drafts, or other orders for the payment of money in such 
form as the Selectmen shall approve, but such warrants, © 
drafts, or other orders shall only be valid when signed by a 
majority at least of the Selectmen, or other board or com- — 
mittee authorized to expend an appropriation. 


Sec. 2. Said Accountant shall, within forty- eight hours" 
after the close of the period covered by any pay roll, and after 
examination thereof, if found correct, approve the same, and : 
shall deliver to the Treasurer a warrant or order to pay the 
amount so approved. — : 


Sec. 3. Said accountant shall examine all bills or de - 
mands rendered against the town; shall see that they have 
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been incurred and properly approved by some person duly 
authorized, in exact accordance with such authority, that the 
clerical computations are correct, and that there are on hand 
funds appropriated for such purpose sufficient for the pay- 
ment of such demand or bill; in case of any error or infor- 
mality, he shall make note of the fact and return the bill or 
demand, with his objections, to the officer or board present- 
ing the same; if he approve the bill or demand, he shall cause 
it to be entered ina book kept for that purpose and not later 
than the second Monday of each month he shall sign a draft 
or warrant for the Town Treasurer to pay all accounts en- 
tered therein. When requested by any officer in charge of a 
department, the Accountant may, if he deem it proper so to 
do, audit and issue drafts or warrants for the payment of ac- 
counts at other times. 


Sec. 4. Said Accountant may, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, in a writing deposited with the Town Treasurer, 
appoint an assistant, who shall, for such time not exceeding 
four weeks from the date of such appointment as shall be 
specified in the writing, perform the duties therein required 
of the Accountant, and for his acts the Accountant shall be 
responsible. 


Sec. 5. Said Accountant shall immediately after the 
_ first day of the month, make to the Selectmen a report of the 
amounts of the several appropriations, and of the amounts of 
all drafts on account of each appropriation made, and of all 
receipts during the month preceding the statement, and the 
amounts of such drafts made and receipts since the begin- 
ning of the financial year, and of the balance of such appro- 
priations remaining subject to draft, and shall prepare such 
other financial statements as may from time to time be re- 
auired by the Selectmen. 


_ Sec. 6. Said Accountant shall, in his annual report in- 
clude a statement of all the receipts and expenditures of the 
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town for the past financial year, giving in detail the amount 
of each specified appropriation and the expenditure there- 
from, the receipts from each source of income, the reduction, 
if any, of the town debt. Said statement shall be arranged, 
as far as practicable, to conform to the accounts of the Town 
Treasurer and Town Collector, and shall be accompanied by 
a schedule of the property and assets belonging to the town. 


Sec. 7. The Accountant shall examine the books and 
accounts of the Treasurer and Collector, and of all officers 
and committees intrusted with the receipt, custody, or ex- 
penditure of money, at least twice a year. 


ARTICLE XV, 
Engineering Department. 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall annually appoint a Town 
Engineer at a fixed salary, who shall have authority to ap- 
point such assistants as the town engineering work requires, 
subject as to number and compensation only to the approval 
of the Selectmen. The Town Engineer shall have charge of 
all town engineering, and no person connected with the en- 
gineering department shall engage in engineering work ex- 
cept for the town of Hyde Park, without prior permission in 
writing in each instance of the. Selectmen. The Town En- 
gineer shall have charge of, and shall preserve, arrange, and 
index, so as to be readily accessible to the public, all plans, 
surveys, field notes, records, documents, and inventories con- 


nected with the engineering department of the town. He — 
shall keep an accurate set of books, showing in detail the cost 


of his department and of all work done under his direction, 
all materials purchased and of whom, and all vouchers, 


orders, and letters received and sent. The Town Engineer © 
shall each year submit to the Selectmen, in time for publica- — 


tion in the Annual Town Report, a statement showing in 
detail the work of the engineering department for the year, 


te 
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the names of all persons employed, and a complete inventory 
of all town property in that department. The Selectmen 
shall have power at any time to remove the Town Engineer. 


ARTICLE XVI. 
Fire Department. 


Section 1. The Fire Engineers may make contracts in- 
volving an expenditure of not exceeding one hundred dollars 
($100) and purchases to an amount not exceeding said sum; 
but all contracts involving a larger expenditure, and pur- 
chases to a larger amount, shall be made by them only when 
authorized by vote of the Selectmen, such vote to be made a 
matter of record. 


ARTICLE XVII. 
Department of Wires and Lights. 


Section 1. The department of electric wires and street 
lights shall be in charge of a Superintendent, who shall be 
appointed by the Selectmen annually in April. He shall hold 
office from the first day of May following for the term of one 
year and until another is appointed in his place. His salary 
shall be fixed by vote of the town. The Selectmen may at 
any time remove him. He shall keep a record of the business 
of his department, and submit to the Selectmen in time for 
publication in the Annual Town Report a yearly report of 
such business. 


Sec. 2. He shall have supervision of all electric and 
other wires erected in, upon, over or under any street or 
building, and of all poles supporting wires or lamps and 
street lights, and shall require all persons and corporations 
Owning or operating wires to conform to the conditions and 
requirements of Chapter 166 of the Acts of the Legislature 
of the year 1895. 


Sec. 3. He shall bv virtue of his office be the Superin- 
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tendent of Fire Alarm, Telegraph and Police Signal Systems, 
and all other electric wire systems now or hereafter owned by 
the town. 


Sec. 4. He may, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
appoint and remove such assistants as may be necessary for 
the work to be done, permitted by the appropriation. 


Sec. 5. Any person or corporation operating electric 
or other wires within the town shall, upon request of the 
Superintendent, furnish him with such information as may 
be necessary to the faithful and effectual discharge of his 
duties under this By-Law. 


Sec. 6. The Superintendent shall have access at all 
reasonable times to all wires, appliances, and apparatus in the 
interior of a public building or on private premises, which 
are intended for carrying an electric light or power current, 
and no person shall arrange, affix, or change any such wires 
or apparatus without giving the Superintendent reasonable 
opportunity to inspect such wires and their arrangement and 
fixtures before the same are covered or enclosed; and no per- 
son shall place such wires in any building in process of con- 
struction until gas, steam, sewer, water and furnace pipes 
have been placed in proper position. No person shall con- 
nect such wires in the interior of buildings and on private 
premises with an outside circuit which crosses or runs along, 
over or under, any street or way of the town, without written 
permission therefor having first been obtained from the 
Superintendent. 


Sec. 7. Not approved. 


ARTICLE XVIII. 
Sealer of Weights and Measures. 


Section 1. The Sealer of Weights and Measures shall be | 
paid such annual salary as the town from time to time may 
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vote. He shall account for and pay into the Treasury of the 
town all fees received by him by virtue of his office; but no 
fees shall be charged for services rendered under the provi- 
sions of Section 21 of Chapter 62 of the Revised Laws. 


ARTICLE XIX. 
Construction of Town Ways. 


Section 1. Whenever any way shall have been laid out, 
or altered by the Selectmen, and accepted and allowed by the 
town, no entry for the purpose of constructing any part of 
such laying out or alteration shall be made until all claims 
for damages by reason thereof shall have been finally ad- 
justed or determined, unless such entry shall be authorized 
by special vote of the town. 


ARTICLE XX. 
Relating to Highways. 


Section 1. No person except the Selectmen, the Survey- 
ors of Highways in the lawful performance of their duties, 
or those acting under their orders, except such other persons 
as are or may be authorized by statute, shall break or dig up 
the ground in any street or public way in the town, without 
first obtaining a written permit from the Selectmen; and all 
persons acting under such permit shall put up and maintain a 
suitable railing or fence around the part of the street so 
broken up, so long as the same shall remain unsafe or in- 
convenient for travellers, and he or they shall keep one or 
more lighted lanterns fixed to such railing or fence, or in 
some other way exposed, every night from twilight in the 
evening through the whole night, so long as such street or 
way shall remain unsafe or inconvenient for travellers. 
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ARTICLE XXI. 
Use of Public Ways. 
Management of Horses and Vehicles. 


Section 1. No person excepting drivers of ambulances or 
patrol wagons, or members of the Fire Department respond- 
ing to a fire-alarm, shall drive or ride a horse or other animal 
at a rate of speed exceeding eight miles an hour, through 
any public way, street, or avenue in this town. 


Sec. 2. No person having charge of a truck, cart, 
wagon, sled, or dray, with an animal attached thereto to 
draw the same, shall, when riding, cease from holding the 
reins in his hands to guide and restrain such animal, nor, 
when not riding, cease from walking by the head of the shaft 
or wheel animal, either holding or keeping within reach of 
the bridle or halter thereof. 


Sec. 3. No person shall drive, or take charge of, at the 
same time, in any of the public ways of the town, two or 
more vehicles, drawn by horses or other beasts. 

Sec. 4. No person having the charge of a vehicle in 
any street shall neglect or refuse to stop the same, or to 
place the same when stopped, as directed by a police officer. 


Sec. 5. No person shall permit any horse in his charge 
to be fed on any street or way in the town, except by per- 
mission of the Selectmen. 


Sec. 6. No person having under his care or control any 
vehicle shall permit the same, or the animal or animals at- 
tached thereto, if any, to stand across any public highway or 
street, in such a manner as to obstruct the travel over the 
same, for an unnecessary length of time; no person shall stop 
with any vehicle in any public street so near to another 
vehicle as to obstruct public travel; and no person shall stop 
with any vehicle upon or across any crossing in any street or 
highway in the town. . | 
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Sec. 7. No person shall occupy any part of any public 
street as storage room for carriages or other vehicles. 


Grazing. 


Sec. 8. No person shall suffer horses or grazing 
beasts or swine to run at large in this town, or to feed by the 
roadside, either with or without a keeper. 


Sec. 9. No person shall erect any canopy, awning, shade, 
shade-frame, or shade curtain in any public street at a less 
height than seven and a half feet from the sidewalk, and 
then only by permission of the Selectmen. 


Sec. 10. No person shall allow any gate or door belong- 
ing to premises under his legal control and adjoining any 
public way, to swing on, over or into said public way. 


Use of Sidewalks. 


Sec. 11. No person shall drive, wheel or draw any coach, 
care, wheelbarrow, hand-cart, or any carriage of burden 
or pleasure (except children’s carriages drawn by hand) 
upon any sidewalk in the town. 


Sec. 12. No person shall permit any horse, cattle, swine, 
or sheep under his care, to go upon any sidewalk in the town. 


Coasting. 


Sec. 13. No person shall coast upon a sled upon any 
sidewalk of the town, or upon any street, except at such 
times and in such places as may from time to time be desig- 
nated by the Selectmen. 


Games—Missiles. 


Sec. 14. No person shall throw stones, snowballs, 
sticks, or other missiles, or kick at football, or play at any 
game in which a ball is used, or fly any kites or balloons, in 
any of the public ways of the town. 
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Sec. 15. No person shall shoot or use a bow and arrow 
in any of the public ways of the town. 


Depositing Merchandise and Rubbish on Streets and 
Sidewalks. 


Sec. 16. No person shall place, or cause to be placed 
any lumber, coal, barrel or other obstruction upon any public 
way or sidewalk and allow it remain more than one hour af- 
ter being notified by a police officer to remove it. 


Sec. 17. No person shall sweep rubbish on to any side- 
walk or street in the town. 


Sec. 18. No person shall lay, throw, or place, or cause 
to be laid, thrown, or placed, any ice or snow into any street 
within the town, unless the same be broken into small pieces 
and spread evenly on the surface of such street. 


Use of Streets for Building Purposes. 


Sec. 19. Any person who intends to erect, repair, or take 
down any building on land abutting on any way which this 
town is obliged to keep in repair, and desires to make use 
of any portion of said way for the purpose of placing thereon 
building materials or rubbish, shall give notice thereof to the 
Selectmen. And thereupon the Selectmen may grant a per- 
mit to occupy such portion of said way to be used for such 
purpose as in their judgment the necessity of the case de- 
mands and the security of the public allows; such permit in 
no case to be in force longer than ninety days, and to be on 
such conditions as the Selectmen may require; and especially, 
in every case, upon condition that during the whole of every 
night, from twilight in the evening until sunrtse in the morn- 
ing, lighted lanterns shall be so placed as effectually to secure 
all travellers from liability to come in contact with sgl 
building materials or rubbish. 
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Sec. 20. No person shall use any portion of any way which 
the town is obliged to keep in repair for the purposes named 
in the next preceding section without the permit, in writing, 
of the Selectmen, as above provided, nor having obtained 
such permit, shall fail to comply with the conditions thereof. 


ARTICLE XXII _ 
Miscellaneous Provisions. 
Disorderly Behavior. 
Section I. No person shall behave himself in a rude or 
disorderly manner in any public place in the town. 


Sec. 2. No person shall use any indecent, profane, or in- 
sulting language in any public place in the town or within au- 
dible distance of any dwelling-house or other building 
therein. 

Sec. 3. No person shall be, or remain, upon any sidewalk, 
or upon any door-step, portico, or other projection of any 
house or other building not his own, to the annoyance or dis- 
turbance of any person nor shall any person in a street stand 
or loiter for more than five minutes after being directed by a 
police officer to move on. ° 


Sec. 4. No person shall by any noise, gesture, or other 
means, wantonly or designedly frighten any horse in any 
street or other public place in the town. 


Sec. 5. No person shall stand on any public way in such a 
manner as to obstruct a free passage for passengers. 


Sec. 6. No person shall extinguish any street light, or ex- 
tinguish or remove any light placed to denote an obstruction 
or a defect in any street or way, without proper authority. 


Sec. 7. No person shall swim or bathe in any waters with- 
in the limits of the town so as to be exposed in a nude state, 
to the view of any persons passing or being upon any rail- 
road or street or in any dwelling-house in this town. 
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Sec. 8. No person shall intermeddle with any hydrant, 
gate, gate-box or water pipe placed or located within the lim- 
its of any public way in this town, without permission from 
the Selectmen, Engineers of the Fire Department, or the 
Hyde Park Water Company. 


Defacing Grounds—Injuring Trees. 


Sec. 9. No person shall wilfully deface, or injure any pub- 
lic playground, planting-space, flower-bed, tree, shrub, or 
grass border. 


Sec. 10. No person shall tie a horse to a tree in any street, * 
and no person, except an employee of the town, or of a tele- 
phone, telegraph, or electric light company, shall climb any 
tree on any public way or ground in the town. 


Posters—Circulars—Litter. 


Sec. 11. No person shall post, affix, or in any way attach 
any poster, handbill, notice, advertisement, or placard, or 
paint, draw, or stamp any letter, notice, figure, or advertise- 
ment, upon, or otherwise deface any wall, fence, tree, post, 
building, or structure not his own, within the town of Hyde 
Park, except with the consent of the owner thereof. 


Sec. 12. No person shall distribute papers, circulars, or 
advertisements through the town in.such manner as to create 
a disturbance or litter. 


Sec. 13. Not approved. 
Sec. 14. Not approved. 


Street Bands. 


Sec. 15. No street band shall play upon any of the public 
streets of the town between six P. M. and seven A. M. witl 
out the written permission of the Selectmen. 
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Hawkers and Peddlers. 


Sec. 16. No person shall hawk or peddle any of the arti- 
cles enumerated in Section 15 of Chapter 65 of the Revised 
Laws, until he has recorded his name and residence with the 
Police Department and been assigned a number by him, nor 
unless any vehicle or’ receptacle in which he shall carry or 
convey such articles shall have painted on it in letters and 
figures at least two inches in height the name of the person 
selling, and the number given him by the Police Department, 
and be approved on the first Monday in every month by the 
Police Department. | 


Sec. 17. No person hawking, peddling, or selling, or ex- 
posing for sale, any articles enumerated in Section 15 of 
Chapter 65 of the Revised Laws, shall cry his wares to the 
disturbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of 
the town. . 


Sec. 18. No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any 
articles enumerated in Section 15 of Chapter 65 of the Re- 
vised Laws in any manner that will tend to injure or disturb 
the public health or comfort, nor otherwise than in vehicles 
or receptacles which are neat and clean and do not leak. 


Sec. 19. No person shall hawk or peddle any articles men- 
tioned in Section 15, Chapter 65, of the Revised Laws, until 
he has been licensed thereto by the Selectmen. Licenses so 
granted shall expire annually on the first day of May, and 
may be revoked at the pleasure of the Selectmen. 


Sec. 20. No person, except in accordance with a permit 
from the Selectmen, shall sell from any wagon or other vehi- 
cle, basket or other receptacle, any goods, wares or merchan- 
dise, to any person in any street or public place.

Junk Licenses. | 
Sec. 21. The Selectmen may license suitable persons to be 
dealers in and keepers of shops for the purchase, sale, or bar- 
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ter of junk, old metals, or second-hand articles, in the town. | 
They may also license suitable persons as junk collectors, to 
collect, by purchase or otherwise, junk, old metals, and 
second-hand articles from place to place in the town; and 
they may provide that such collectors shall display badges 
upon their persons or upon their vehicles, or upon both, 
when engaged in collecting, transporting, or dealing in junk, 
old metals, or second-hand articles; and.may prescribe the 
design thereof. They may also provide that such shops and 
all articles of merchandise therein, and any place, vehicle, or 
receptacle used for the collection or keeping of the articles 
aforesaid, may be examined at all times by the Selectmen or 
by any person by them authorized thereto. 


Sec, 22. Every keeper of a shop-for the purchase, sale, or 
barter of junk, old metals, or second-hand articles, within the 
limits of the town, shall keep a book, in which shall be writ- — 
ten, at the time of every purchase of any such article, a de- — 
scription thereof, the name, age, and residence of the person 
from whom, and the day and hour when, such purchase was 
made; such book shall at all times be open to the inspection ~ 
of the Selectmen and of any person by them authorized to— 
make such inspection; every keeper of such shop shall put in 
a suitable and conspicuous place on his shop a sign having 
his name and occupation legibly inscribed thereon in large 
letters; such shop, and all articles of merchandise therein, 
inay be at all times examined by the Selectmen or by any 
person by them authorized to make such examination; and 


shall be sold until at least one week from the date of its pur- 
chase or receipt has elapsed. Such shops shall be closed be 
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thereof and no junk collector shall purchase any of the arti- 
cles aforesaid during such hours. 
Sec. 23. Not approved. 


Numbering Houses on Streets. 


Sec. 24. The Selectmen may order numbers to be affixed 
to or painted on the buildings on any street, in their discre- 
tion. The owner of every house shall comply with such or- 
der within ten days thereafter. | 


ARTICLE XXIII. 
Public Health. 
Vaults—Drains, Etc. 


Section rt. No person shall allow his vault or house or 
stable drain to drain into any sewer without first obtaining 
from the proper authorities the permission so to do. 


Sec. 2. If the Board of Health shall at any time be satis- 
fied that any tenement, used as a dwelling-house, is not pro- 
vided with a suitable privy, vault, and drain, or either of 
them, it shall give notice in writing to the owner, agent, oc- 
cupant, or other person having care thereof; and in case of 
neglect or refusal to obey such notice, the Board of Health 
shall cause such privy, vault, and drain, or either of them, to 
be made for such tenement or other building, at the expense 
of such owner, agent, occupant, or other person; and in case 
any such drain, vault, or privy is constructed as aforesaid, 
for the use of more than one house, then the owner, agent, 
occupant or other person having the charge of each of such 
houses shall be liable to pay a proportional part of such ex- 
pense. 


Sec. 3. Whenever any vault, privy, or drain becomes offen- 
sive or obstructed, the same shall be cleansed and made free, 
and the owner, agent, occupant, or other person having 
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charge of the land in which any vault, privy, or drain is situ- 
ated, the state or condition of which is in violation of the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall remove, cleanse, alter, 
amend, or repair the same within such reasonable time, after 
notice in writing to that effect given by the Board of Health, 
as shall be expressed in such notice. In case of neglect or 
refusal so to do, the Board of Health may cause the same to 
be removed, cleansed, altered, amended, or repaired, as it 
may deem expedient, at the expense of the owner, agent, 
occupant, or other person as aforesaid, who shall also be 
liable to a penalty. 


House Offal. 


Sec. 4. No person except the duly authorized agents and ~ 
employees of the Selectmen shall remove or carry in or 
through any of the streets, squares, courts, lanes, avenues, 
places, or alleys within the town of Hyde Park any house- 
dirt or house-offal, either animal or vegetable, or any grease 
or bones, or any refuse substances from any of the dwelling- 
houses or other places in the town, unless such person so re- 
moving and carrying the same, and the mode in which the - 
same may be removed and carried, shall have been expressly 
licensed by the Board of Health upon such terms and condi- 
tions as it may deem the health and interest of the town re- 
quire. | 


. Sec. 5. No person shall drive, or cause to be driven any 
cart or wagon containing night soil, or any cart or wagon 
used for that purpose, through any public way in the town, 
except of the Odorless Excavating Company, until permis- 
sion has first been obtained from the Board of Health.

Rubbish— Filth. 


Sec. 6. No person shall put or suffer to accumulate on his 


premises any refuse, animal or vegetable matter, rubbish or 
filth, whereby any offensive or obnoxious stench or effluvia

shall be created, and the health or comfort of the citizens be 
injuriously affected, or shall throw any such substances into 
the streams or brooks of the town not laid out by the town 
as common sewers, or shall allow the contents of any vault, 
house-drain, or the refuse of manufacturing or slaughtering pro- 
cess to drain into such streams or brooks. 


Sec. 7. No person shall throw or suffer to fall into any 
common sewer in the town, or into any inlet of the same, any 
dead animals, stones, bricks, sticks, or other substances like- 
ly to obstruct the flow of water in the same. 


Sec. 8. No person without a license of the Board of Health 
shall throw into, or leave in or upon any street, court, square, 
lane, alley, public square, public enclosure, pond or body of 
water, or vacant lot where it would be offensive or injurious 
to health, within the limits of the town, any dead animal, 
dirt, sawdust, soot, ashes, cinders, shavings, hair, shreds, ma- 
nure, oyster, clam, or lobster shells, waste water, rubbish or 
filth of any kind, or any refuse, animal or vegetable matter 
whatsoever. 


Sec. 9. All dirt, sawdust, soot, ashes, cinders, shavings, 
hair, shreds, manure, oyster, clam, or lobster shells, waste 
water, or any animal or vegetable substance, rubbish or filth 
of any kind in any house, warehouse, or other building, cel- 
lar, yard, unaccepted street, alleyway, or other place, which 
the Board of Health may deem injurious to the health of the 
town, shall be removed by the owner or occupant of such 
house, warehouse, other building, cellar, yard, unaccepted 
street, alleyway or other place where the same may be found, 
within twenty-four hours, or such other time as the Board of 
Health may deem reasonable, after notice in writing to that 
effect, or such removal shall be made under the direction of 
the Board of Health. 


Sec. 10. No person shall keep cattle exceeding two, or 
any swine, within the limits of the Town of Hyde Park, ex- 
cept in accordance with a permit from the Board of Health. 
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Sec. 11. No person shall keep any fowl in any part of a 
dwelling-house, or in any place in the town where the Board 
of Health may deem such keeping detrimental to the health 
or comfort of the residents of the neighborhood, and after 
due notices by said board to the owner or person in charge, 
he shall forthwith remove the same or cause to be removed, 
from any place at which the keeping thereof shall be pro- 
hibited by said Board. 


Sec. 12. Owners and occupants of livery and other stables 
within the town shall not wash or clean their carriages or 
horses, or cause them to be washed or cleaned, in the street 
or public ways. They shall keep their stables and yards 
cleaned, and not allow large quantities of manure to accumu- 
late in or near the same at any one time between the first 
day of Mav and the first day of November, and no manure 
shall be allowed to accumulate or remain uncovered outside 
of a stable. 


Decayed Vegetables—Tainted Meat. 


Sec. 13. No person shail bring into town any decayed or 
damaged grain, rice, coffee, fruit, potatoes, or other vegeta- 
ble product, or any tainted or damaged meat or fish, without 
a permit therefor from and in such a manner as directed by 
the Board of Health 


ARTICUR X2OTV; 


By-Laws Relating to the Prevention of Fires and the 
Preservation of Life. 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall annually in April appoint 
an inspector of buildings for the term of one year from the ~ 
first day of May following or until another is appointed in his 
stead, and shall then fix his salary or compensation. The se- | 
lectmen may remove said inspector for cause, after due notice 
and hearing, upon charges previously filed with them. When- 
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ever said inspector of buildings is temporarily unable to per- 
form the duties of said office by reason of absence from town, 
from illness or other cause, the selectmen may appoint an 
inspector of building pro tempore, who shall act as such in- 
spector while such inability continues. He shall keep a 
record of the business of said department, submit to the se- 
lectmen a yearly report of such business, ascertain all facts 
and make all returns which shall be required by law relative 
to steam boilers or other matters connected with this depart- 
ment. He shall grant permits for the erection or alteration 
of buildings but no such permit shall be issued until the in- 
spector has carefully examined the plans and specifications 
of the proposed building or alteration and ascertained that 
the building has sufficient strength and that the means of in- 
gress and egress are sufficient. A copy of the plans and spec- 
ifications of every public building shall be deposited with the 
inspector. 


Sec. 2. Every person intending to build or make any 

alteration in the external or party walls of any building shall, 
_ before commencing the same, file an application for a build- 
ing permit with the inspector of buildings giving a descrip- 
tion of the intended building or alterations. No permit is- 
sued by such inspector shall be in force for a longer time 
than one year. 


Sec. 3. All chimneys in wooden buildings shall be built of 
good hard brick, stone, or other fire-proof, non-conducting 
material. All brick flues shall have mortar joints smoothly 
“jointed” inside from top to bottom or lined with earthen 
pipe, and shall be plastered (outside below the roofing). No 
soft brick shall be used in the construction of a chimney. 
Whenever the inspector so requires, the shells of flues for 
boilers, ovens, ranges, furnaces and heaters shall be of brick- 
work eight inches thick, or its equivalent, to the top of the 
second story floor or to a height of fifteen feet above such 
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ovens, ranges, funaces or heaters, and the inspector shall de- 
termine what constitutes such equivalent. 


Sec. 4. In no case shall chimneys rest upon any flooring 
without a footing of masonry or iron supported by iron 
beams, having a secure bearing of masonry or iron at either 
end, or be more than four inches out of centre of gravity un- 
less the same be attached to a brick wall. 


Sec. 5. All flues shall be topped out at least four feet above 
the roof of the building to which they belong. The brick 
topping out of chimneys shall not have more than two inches 
projection unless covered by a cap of metal or stone properly 
secured. 


Sec. 6. Hearths of fireplaces or grates shall be laid upon 
brick or other trimmer arches, not less than eight inches 
thick, or upon bars of iron supporting eight inches of brick- 
work. 

Sec. 7. Jambs of fireplaces and grates shall not be less 
than eight inches thick and when arched over shall be se- 
curely tied to brickwork of chimney. 


Sec. 8. No woodwork of any kind shall be placed at a less 
distance than one inch from the outside brickwork of any flue. 
In no case shall a nail be driven into the masonry of any flue. 


Sec. 9. No woodwork shall be placed at a less distance 
than one-half inch from any tin or other metal flue or flues, 
pipe or pipes, used or intended to be used to convey heated 
air or steam in any building, unless such flues or pipes shall 
be cased with metal, leaving a free circulation of air all 
around the same. 5 


Sec. 10. No smoke pipe in any wooden or frame building 
shall hereafter enter any flue unless the said pipe shall be at 
least twelve inches from either the floors or ceiling; and in all 
cases where smoke pipes pass through stud or wooden parti- 
tions of any kind whether the same be plastered or not, they 
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shall be guarded by either a double collar of metal, with at 
least four inches of air space and holes for ventilation or by 
a soapstone or plaster of paris ring, not less than three inches 
in thickness and extending through the partition. 


Sec. 11. All frames shall be built with posts, plates and 
girts, properly mortised, tenoned, braced and pinned and sup- 
ported by suitable studding, the posts and girts to be not less 
than four inches by six inches or equivalent thereto, provid- 
ed, however, that ledger boards may be used in place of 
girts, if the spaces back of the same, between the studding be 
filled with joist in such a manner as to prevent draft in case 
of fire. 


Sec. 12. The Inspector of Buildings shall examine all 
shops and other places where shavings or other combustible 
material may be deposited or collected, and at all times be 
vigilant in the removal of the same, whenever in his opinion 
the same may be dangerous to the security of the town from 
fires; and direct the owner, tenant or occupant of said shops 
or other places, to remove the same; and in case stich owner, 
tenant, occupant refuses so to do, shall cause the same to be 
removed at the expense of such owner, tenant or occupant. 


Sec. 13. It shall also be the duty of said inspector to take 
cognizance of all buildings in the town in which any steam 
engine shall be used, and to examine all buildings in town in 
process of erection or alteration and all buildings under ap- 
plication to raise, enlarge, alter, or build upon and for that 
purpose shall have the right of entry thereto, and to make a 
record of the same and of all violations of these building 
laws and of such buildings as in his judgment may from any 
cause be dangerous, and report any dangerous buildings to 
the selectmen forthwith, together with the location of the 
building where such violations are found and the name of 
the owner, lessee, occupants, architect and master mechanic 
and all other matters relating thereto. These records shall 
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at all times be open to the inspection of the engineers of the 
fire department or selectmen of the town. 4 


' Sec. 14. Any alterations or additions to any building al- 
ready erected or hereafter to be built, except necessary re- 
pairs not affecting the construction of the external or party 
walls, chimneys or stairways, shall to the extent of such 
work, be subject to the regulations of these By-Laws. No 
building already erected or hereafter built shall be raised or 
built up in such manner that were such building wholly built 
or constructed after the passage of these By-Laws it would 
be in violation of any provision thereof. 


Sec. 15. No building the exterior walls of which are in 
part or wholly of wood shall be erected upon or within one 
hundred feet of Everett Square so-called; Fairmount avenue 
from River street to the Neponset River; River street from 
the location of the Boston and Providence railroad to Win- 
throp street; Hyde Park avenue, on the easterly side, from 
the northerly side of Oak street to Everett street; Hyde Park 
avenue on the westerly side from the northerly side of Pine 
street extension, so-called, to a point on said Hyde Park 
avenue opposite the southerly line of Everett street; Harvard 
avenue from River street to Winthrop street; Maple street 
from River street to a point one hundred and eighty feet 
southerly therefrom; Central avenue from River street to 
Winthrop street; Davison street from Fairmount avenue to 
a point three hundred feet northeasterly therefrom; Grove 
street; Pierce street from Fairmount avenue to a point three 
hundred feet northeasterly therefrom; Nott street from Fair- 
mount avenue to a point three hundred feet easterly there- 
from; Railroad avenue from Fairmount avenue to a point 
three hundred feet northeasterly therefrom; Station street 
from the Neponset river to a point three hundred feet north- 
easterly from Fairmount avenue; Walnut street from Fair- 
mount avenue to a point three hundred feet southwesterly 
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therefrom; Maple street from Fairmount avenue to a point 
one hundred and twenty-five feet westerly therefrom. 

No person shall move, or cause to be moved, any wooden 
building from without said limit into the same. 

No person shall move, or cause to be moved, any wooden 
building from one place to another within said limits, nor 
shall any person repair or rebuild any building within said 
limits, which has been partially destroyed by fire or other- 
wise, without the written permit of the Board of Selectmen. 

No addition which shall exceed fifteen feet in height from 
the ground to the highest part thereof, or which shall exceed 
‘five hundred superficial feet in area, shall be made to any 
wooden building within said limits, without permission from 
the selectmen after a hearing of which public notice shall be 
given. Provided, however, that the owner, or other person 
interested, may make any necessary repairs upon any wooden 
or frame building already built, if the height of said building 
be not thereby increased; and a flat roof, covered with metal 
or other non-combustible material, may be substituted for a 
pitch roof. 


Sec. 16. Every building or structure, hereafter built in 
the town, of brick, stone, iron, or other hard and incom- 
bustible materials, shall have foundations resting upon solid 
ground, not less than four feet below the surface exposed to 
frost, or upon concrete, piles or other durable sub-structure. 


Sec. 17. Every wall constructed of brick, stone, or similar 
substance shall be properly bonded and solidly built with 
one-half cement mortar. 

Sec. 18. For brick buildings with walls not exceeding 
thirty-five feet in height, the foundation walls, if built of 
common stone, shall be not less than thirty inches thick at 
the bottom, and twenty inches thick at the top, and shall be 
laid in one-half cement mortar, and be built of stone large 
enough to extend through the wall; if built of block stone in 
horizontal courses, the foundation walls shall be not less than 
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sixteen inches thick the entire height, and shall rest upon a 
footing course not less than twelve inches high and twenty- 
four inches wide, and shall be laid in one-half cement mortar; 
and exterior and party walls, of brick, shall be not less than 
twelve inches thick the entire height. 


Sec. 19. For brick buildings with walls exceeding thirty- 
five feet in height, the foundation walls, if built of common 
stone, shall be not less than thirty-six inches thick at the 
bottom, and twenty-four inches thick at the top and shall be 
laid in one-half cement mortar; and be built of stones large 


enough to properly bond the wall; if built of block stone, 


horizontal courses, the foundation walls shall be not less than 
eighteen inches thick the entire height,’and shall rest on a 
footing course not less than twelve inches high and thirty 
inches wide, and shall be laid in one-half cement mortar; and 
exterior and party walls, of brick, shall be not less than six- 
teen inches thick to the top of the first floor, and not less 
than twelve inches thick the remaining height. 


Sec. 20. Party and partition walls shall be built upon a 
footing course of stone not less than twelve inches high and 
twenty-four inches wide. 


Sec. 21. If each of adjoining owners shall erect a wall on 
his own land, instead of a party wall, such wall shall be not 
less than twelve inches thick the entire height, and such walls 
and all party walls shall extend two feet above the roof of 


the highest building of which they are a part, and be coped — 


with stone or iron, securely fastened, and wherever there is 
a projecting cornice on front or rear of a building, it shall 
be corbelled to the outer edge of all projections. Party walls 
shall be built solid the entire height, except when chimneys 
are inserted in them; in which case they shall be not less than 
six inches thick back of the chimneys, to the party line, 


Sec. 22. Every brick building erected hereafter in the 


town, more than thirty feet in width,—except halls, churches, — 
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theatres, railroad stations, or other public buildings,—shall 
have one or more brick partition walls, not less than eight 
inches thick, running from front to rear of building, and car- 
ried up to the top of the second-story floor joist. These 
walls shall be so located that the space between any two of 
the floor-bearing walls of the building shall be not over 
twenty-five feet in width. Iron or wooden girders supported 
upon iron or wooden columns, or brick piers may be sub- 
stituted for partition walls, and shall be of sufficient strength 
to bear safely the weights which they are intended to sup- 
port. The piers or columns shall rest upon levellers one foot 
thick, thirty inches square. 


Sec. 23. In every brick wall, every ninth course of brick 
shall be a heading course; except in bonded walls, in which 
at least every ninth course is a heading course, and except 
when walls are faced with face brick in which every ninth 
course shall be bonded with Flemish headers, or by cutting 
the course of the face brick and putting in diagonal headers 
behind the same, or by splitting face brick and backing them 
with a continuous row of headers. 


Sec. 24. All piers shall be built of good, hard, well burned 
brick, laid in strong cement and sand mortar. 


Sec. 25. All brick walls shall be secured to each floor and 
the roof at intervals of not more than ten feet, with wrought 
iron anchors not less than one-half inch thick, one and one- 
half inches wide, and not less than three feet long, well turned 
up into centre of brick wall and down into floor timbers; and 
where floor and roof timbers are in two lengths and rest on 
partition walls or girders, they shall be strapped together 
with wrought iron straps or tie-irons at the same distance 
apart, and in the same beams as the wall-anchors, and shall 
be well-fastened, so as to form continuous ties across the 


building. or ohatal 


Sec. 26. All roof or floor timbers entering the same party 
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wall from opposite sides shall have at least four inches of 
solid brick work between the ends of said timbers. 


Sec. 27. The butts or ends of all floor beams or rafters 
entering a brick wall shall be cut on a splay of three inches 
in their width, and have bearings on the walls of four inches. 


Sec. 28. Upon application of any person in interest, the 
inspector shall, upon the completion of the erection or altera- 
tion of any building, pursuant to the provisions of these 
building laws, give a certificate so stating. 


Sec. 29. It shall be the duty of said inspector to enforce 
compliance with these By-Laws relating to the prevention of 
fires and the preservation of life and to prosecute all persons 
violating the same. 


BY-LAWS RELATING TO PLUMBING AND 
WASTE WATER. 


Test. 


1.—Every plumbing job which consists of the putting in of 
waste or soil pipe shall be tested in the presence of the 
Plumbing Inspector, by water or other test acceptable to the 
Board of Health. If water test is used, each soil, waste and 
ventilating pipe shall be filled with water to a point above 
the roof and above the highest opening in the building; and 
no work shall be considered ready for test unless the soil, 
waste and vent pipe and traps are in position, except in case 
of provisional opening for fixtures to be put in in the future. 
The same to be furnished with cast iron plug or brass clean- 
out, thoroughly caulked with lead. Notice that work is ready 
for test shall be made in writing, and shall be inspected 
within two working days after notice is given. 


2.—Within twenty-four hours after the plumbing work is 
ready for final inspection the Plumbing Inspector shall be- 
notified in writing to inspect the same, and work shall not 
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be covered in until accepted by him. The water must be 
turned on to all fixtures at the time of inspection. A written 
notice will be given the plumber by the Plumbing Inspector 
after the acceptance of the work. 


Soil Pipe. 


3.—All soil pipe shall be not less than four (4) inches in 
diameter, and shall be carried their full size from a point ten 
(10) feet outside the wall of house up to and through the roof 
at least two (2) feet above the roof and the highest opening 
in the building. All branches of soil pipe four (4) or more 
inches in diameter, and twelve (12) feet or more in length, 
shall be continued out full size through the roof and above 
the highest point in the building, or taken into the soil pipe 
above the highest fixtures in the building. 


4.—All branch lines of waste pipe less than four (4) inches 
in diameter, and fifteen (15) feet in length, must be carried 
up through the roof at, full size, and at least two (2) feet 
_ above the highest opening in the building or to be taken into 
the soil pipe above the fixtures. 


Cleanouts. 


5.—For inspection purposes cleanouts corresponding in 
size to the main drain, with covers of hand holes made gas 
and water tight and of a pattern approved of by the Board of 
Health, shall be provided at intervals of not more than 
twenty (20) feet, and one such opening shall be required on 
each horizontal branch of fifteen (15) feet. For four (4) inch 
soil pipe or less, at the house side of the cellar wall provide 
a four (4) inch extra heavy cast iron Y with heavy brass 
cleanouts and not less than four (4) inches, inside measure- 
ment, connected in the straight end of Y. On branch of Y 
fix a four (4) inch running trap with brass cleanout. Where 
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larger than four (4) inch soil pipe is used the Y ee and 
trap must be the same size as the pipe. 

6.—Where there are four (4) or more closets on the line of 
the soil. pipe, said pipe shall be five (5) inches in size, and 
increase in size as increase in fixtures and usages of the 
building require. 

.7.—Rain water leaders, where they enter the deaths shall 
be trapped with cleanout to trap, and where they run inside 
the building shall be of cast iron, not less than three (3) 
inches in diameter; these branches to join in the main line if 
not less than four (4) inches in diameter, which line shall be 
trapped with cleanouts to trap and connected with the main 
soil pipe on the drain side of the running trap. | 

8.—No rain water leader shall be used for a soil, waste or 
vent pipe, and no soil, waste or vent pipe shall be used for a 
water leader. 

9g.—Drain, waste, soil and ventilating pipes, traps, etc., in 
old buildings may be used in new buildings, alterations or 
improvements of old property only when found by the 
Plumbing Inspector to conform to the rules ibe a 3-3 new 
matertal. 

10.—Soil pipes will not be allowed under the ground unless 
the location of the fixtures and the future che = de- 
mand it. a 

11.—All cast iron pipe must be sound and free from holes 


and other defects, of uniform thickness and what is termed 


extra heavy cast iron soil pipe with fittings all corresponding, 
said pipe and fittings to be stamped as such and mark to be 


in plain sight for inspection, and shall have an ie weight 


not less than below specified, viz.:—

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12.—All soil or waste pipes must be securely fastened to 
the wall, laid in trenches of a uniform size, or suspended 
from the floor timbers with strong iron hangers. Change in 
direction of the soil pipe shall be made with Y’s and 1-8 or 
slow curve bends. Connections with horizontal and vertical 
soil pipe shall be made with Y branch, no saddle branches 
will be allowed for any connection unless it is impossible to 
connect otherwise. If change of direction is made witha Y, 
a brass cleanout must be put in the straight end of the Y. If 
made with bends, a Barrett or other cleanout equally as good 
must be placed in a straight line to pipe between such bends. 
For waste pipes from all fixtures where the pipes run hori- 
zontally it shall not be less than two (2) inches in diameter; 
for water closets nothing less than four (4) inches. 

13.—_No brick, earthenware or sheet metal pipes or chim- 
ney flues shall be used for waste, sewer or ventilation pipes. 
No waste pipe from any fixture shall be less than one and 
one-quarter inches in diameter. 

14.—All waste pipes from sinks, basins, bath tubs, set bowls 
and urinals less than two (2) inches in diameter shall be of 
lead (except that brass tubing may be used of the same in- 
ternal diameter as would be required if lead were used); all 
two (2) inches and larger shall be of cast iron pipe. 


Traps. 


~ 15.—In every hotel, restaurant, boarding house or public 
boarding establishment there shall be a suitable grease trap 
connected with the sink in a place easy of access for inspec- 
tion and cleaning. Each fixture in new, and alterations in 
old buildings shall be properly trapped with not less than a 
_ four (4) inch bottle or other trap with not less than three and 
one-half inch cleanout, placed in all cases where it is easy of 
access for inspection and cleaning. 

Except that one five (5) inch trap may be used for a bath 
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tub and a bowl, or for a sink and set of wash trays provided 
the length of waste pipe from the fixture does not exceed 
three (3) feet. Measurements of the same shall be taken on 
centres between the perpendiculars, and waste from trap shall 
not be less than one and one-half inches in diameter. 

16.—No trap vents shall be connected with earthenware. | 

_17.—All traps must be properly vented except in old build- 

ings where no provision can be made. The size of the ven- 
tilation pipe from each trap to be not less than the size of the 
waste pipe from the fixtures, and shall extend up to and 
through the roof and two feet above highest opening in build- 
ing, or connect with the main line of soil pipe and above the 
highest fixture. No trap shall be placed at the bottom 2 a 
vertical line of soil pipe. 

18.—No fixtures, as a slop sink, ete., shall be set up unless 
it is provided with proper means of flushing. 


Joints. 


19.—Sheet metal and slip joints shall not be used inside of 
any building for waste pipes. All connection of lead and 
iron pipe including the connection with water closet tanks 
shall be with brass or combination ferrule, soldered with — 
plumber’s wiped metal joint where practicable. All joints in 
cast iron pipe shall be made with oakum and molten lead, to 
be caulked thoroughly, and made air and water tight. 
20.—All connections of brass ferrules with cast iron pipe 
must be made with molten lead thoroughly caulked. ne 
21.—Waste pipes from refrigerators shall not be con-— 
nected with a soil, waste or drain pipe or sewer, but shall 
run to the outside of the building or to some receptacle with. 
the end left open or in sight. » | a 
-22,—Where urinals are placed in any hotels or any other 
building they shall have sufficient self flushing automatic 
water fixtures or be furnished with a hot air draft ventilation 
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23.—No steam exhaust, blow-off or drip pipe shall connect 
with any house drain, water or soil pipe or sewer, but shall 
discharge into a suitable tank or condenser from which a 
suitable trap and back vented valved outlet to the house 
drain or sewer shall be provided. All house drains connected 
with a cesspool shall be subject to water or other test and 
other rules, the same as though connected with the sewer. 

24.—Drip or overflow pipes from safes under water closets 
and other fixtures or from tanks or cisterns, shall be run to 
some place in open sight and in no case shall any such pipe 
be connected with the drain. : 


25.—When the Plumbing Inspector finds that the plumb- 
ing and drainage system in any building is not in a proper 
sanitary condition, or any defects in workmanship or in ma- 
terial, the same shall be remedied to conform with the rules 
of the Board of Health. 


26.—When the Plumbing Inspector finds defective work 
and material on any job, the plumber shall, within twenty- 
four hours after receiving notice of the same, remedy such 
defects to the satisfaction of the Inspector; otherwise the 
owner shall be notified of such defects. td 


} 


27.—Wash tubs and sinks shall be of slate, iron, soapstone, 
crockery or other non-absorbent. material; wooden tubs will 
not be allowed. 

28.—Where there is a sewer adjacent to the premises all 
the pipes carrying waste water must be connected with it; 
where there is no sewer, connection must be made with a 
cesspool of a capacity of not less than sixty (60) cubic feet. . 

29.—Waste water shall not be run into any stream or pond 
or upon the ground. 

30.—All diameters of pipes given in these rules are for 
inside measurements. 

31.—Every water closet in the building must be supplied 
with water from a tank or cistern, which is not used for any 
other purpose. 
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'- Except that this requirement shall not apply for water 
thosets substituted for vaults where the same are located out- 
side of the building proper, and such water closets shall be 
arranged so as to receive their supply directly from the main 
with proper fixtures approved by the ieee the water 
company, and the Board of Health. 

The flush pipe to be of lead two and onchilt pounds to 
the foot, and one and one-quarter inches in diameter. In 
every tenement house there shall be at least one water closet 
for.each tenement or family. All water closet rooms shall 
be provided with a window in the wall of the building open- 
ing into the outside air to admit of not less than three (3) 
square feet of air and light, or lighted and ventilated by an 
air shaft or skylight. 7 

All water closet traps except when it is the top fixture shall 
have a separate ventilation pipe either of cast iron or lead as

_For lead pipe where there is one water closet on the main 
line the ventilation shall be one and one-half inches; two to 
four closets, two (2) inches; five closets, two and one-half 
inches; six or more closets, three (3) inches; for cast iron 
pipe one to four closets, two (2) inches; of five or more, 
three (3) inches; the iricheasel acco Maine to the number of 
closets.

Any branch connection from the crown of the traps into 
the main line of the back ventilation pipe shall be made of 
lead not less than one and one-half inches in diameter, except

All floor connections of earthen water closets with trap — 
combined, shall be made with brass flanges soldered to lead — 
bend or pipe and made aa with a rubber Baek eens brass” 
bolts.

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than two (2) inches in diameter for distances thirty (30) feet 
or less, and of not less than three (3) inches for distances of 
more than thirty (30) feet. : 

32.—In all cases where plumbing fixtures, pipes, etc., of 
every description are covered or encased, such casing, box- 
ing, floor, seats, covering, etc., shall be fastened with screws, 
hinges, hooks or any other better manner to enable easy 
access to pipes and fixtures. No casing will be allowed to be 
fastened with nails and in no case shall pipes be plastered in 
between studding or in walls and partitions. 


Penalties Under the By-Laws. 


Whoever violates any By-Law of the town of Hyde Park, 
shall, unless otherwise provided by the laws of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, or by other provisions in these By- 
Laws, be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
one offence. 
| All By-Laws or parts of By-Laws of this town heretofore 
existing are hereby repealed. And these By-Laws of the 
_ town of Hyde Park shall go into effect upon their approval 
by the Attorney-General and complying with the provisions 
of Chapter 344 of the Acts of 1904 as amended by Chapter 
144 of the Acts of 1905. 

The foregoing By-Laws were made and adopted by the 
town of Hyde Park at a meeting of its legal voters held in 
Waverly Hall in said town on April 4, A. D. 1906.

The assessors of the town of Hyde Park submit the follow- 
ing report: 

At the annual town election, March 5, 1906, Meal 
Charles F. Morrison and Joseph J. Houston were re-elected, 
and Edwin C. Farwell was elected to fill the place made va- 
cant by the death of George W. Chapman. | 

The board organized with Charles F. Morrison, chairman, 
and Edwin C. Farwell, secretary. 

Owing to the fact that the tax commissioner called on all 
boards of assessors to make returns one month in advance 
of previous years, and that the new by-laws of the Town call 
for the printing of the total valuation of the Town, in the re- 
port for the year ending Jan. 31, 1907, we were wnable to 
make the progress we wished in the block system. The work ~ 
is begun and will be pushed to completion as fast as possible. 

At the meeting, Dec. 26, 1906, the Town appropriated 
five hundred dollars for assessors’ plans which will enable us — 
to continue the work already begun. It will readily be — 
seen that it will take a long time to make surveys and draw © 
plans, and means that other appropriations will be needed 
from time to time to complete this work. We have no- 
doubt the citizens will be with us in our efforts to make this 
system a success. 
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.-We wish to call attention to the statute requesting tax 
payers to bring in true lists of their polls, real and personal 
property. ; . 

We would request the residents of the Town owning 
stocks in Massachusetts banks or corporations, and espe- 
cially those who are purchasing such stocks, to have their 
residence given as Hyde Park, whatever may be their post 
office address. 

We would like to impress upon the minds of the resi- 
dents of Hyde Park that a dollar gained in corporation tax 
lessens the direct tax by the same amount. |

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of Hyde Park. 


The watchword during the year has been progress. We 
do not expect perfection, but we aim to advance regularly 
and continuously. Our Grammar school teachers have 
labored hard to surpass, if possible, the good results of 
former years. In the High school a spirit of loyalty to those 
in authority is manifest, and great credit is due to the prin- 
cipal for the excellent work he has done. Our Superin- 
tendent has a genius for work and has suggested and carried 
out many improvements. He places a high estimate upon 
the value of education, considers good health a vital part of 
development, and aims to protect and educate our children 
up to the high standards of modern times. 

During the current school year a room has been fitted up 
in the Grew school building for manual training, and all the 
boys in the seventh and eighth grades, about 160 in number, 
are required to go there once a week and receive instruc- 
tion in wood work. The girls of the same grades, number- 
ing about 180, are instructed in sewing in their grammar — 
school rooms. We recommend that this department be 
made permanent and that the appropriations for it be raised 
under salaries and fuel and incidentals. 

We do not expect any large increase in the number of 
pupils in our Grammar schools next fall. We may have to — 
open one new room, but, in any event, we recommend that 
two teachers be added to the Grammar school force for indi- 
vidual work with pupils. We have tried this method for a 
time, and are convinced that they will encourage and tend 
to the promotion of such pupils as have, through sickness 


i a i 
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or any other cause, been unable to keep fully up with their 
classes. They will save the time of such pupils and they may 
do more than that. They may add to their educational de- 
velopment, their enthusiasm and their success in life. 

Since our last annual report there have been quite a num- 
ber of changes in the teaching force of the High school. 
Mr. Merle S. Getchell, the Principal, after a service of seven 
years, resigned at the end of the last school year to take a 
position in the Brockton High School. His place has been 
filled by the appointment of I. Arthur Lee, a graduate of 
Rutgers’ College, a teacher of experience and who, at the 
time of his selection, was at the head of the High School at 
Dover, N. H. Four of our former teachers, in addition to 
the principal, have been called away by higher salaries, one — 
to Brockton, one to Boston, one to Newton and one to 
Groton Academy. This, therefore, forces upon us the ques- 
tion of providing a remedy. We do not expect to rival some 


of our richer neighbors in point of salary, but we hope to 


avoid a like exodus. We, therefore, recommend that three 


hundred dollars ($300) be added to the appropriation to be 


used in raising the maximum salaries of the women teachers 
in the High school. Other excellent teachers have resigned 
for one reason or another, but there are fields of usefulness 


‘sometimes open to our women teachers with which we do 
not care to interfere. 


The evening school can be continued at the same cost as 


last year. 


Our text books were in bad condition at the beginning 
of our fiscal year, and a proper regard for the best interests 


of our pupils requires an increase in the appropriation for 


this purpose. 
; DAMON SCHOOL. 


_ The two thousand dollars ($2,000) appropriated for inci- 
dentals with the understanding that it should be used to put 


. 
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in sanitaries at the Damon School has been expended for 
that purpose. It was not enough and an additional six hun- 
dred and fifty dollars ($650) was appropriated at a special, 
town meeting. If this school building is to be used for 
school purposes it will be necessary to spend as much as 
two thousand dollars ($2,000) for needed repairs during the 
next year, 

Our boys in the High school have military drill. In order 
that our girls may be treated as well as our boys, we think — 
physical training ought to be introduced in the High school. — 
For the purpose of economy, we have required the manual 
training teacher to perform these services. 

Chapter 502 of the Acts and Resolves of 1906 provide for 
the appointment of a school physician. The school com- 
mittee have estimated that it would cost three hundred dol- 
lars ($300) to comply with this statute. The matter was pre- 
sented to the advisory committee in the regular way, and, 
after more than usual consideration for so small an appro- 
priation, that committee voted not to raise anything for this 
purpose. The school committee thought that it would be 
an advantage to have the assistance of a school physician as" 
provided for in the Act, but, of course, it is something we 
can get along without as has been proved by past experi- 
ence, but is not well advised, vet we do not feel like pushing 
the subject further. , 

We recommend that the town raise by taxation for cur- 
rent school expenses the sum of fifty-nine thousand eight 
hundred dollars ($59,800), divided as follows:

Henry S. Grew, one of our best known citizens, alway 
has shown a practical interest in industrial education in thi

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town. This year he gave one hundred dollars ($100) toward 
furnishing apparatus for manual training. In response to 
the advertisement of the committee requesting parties to 
put in bids stating the price at which they would furnish 
coal and wood, Mr. Grew offered to furnish wood of the 
kind required, delivered at the school buildings as ordered, 
free of charge. This bid was accepted and the contract has 
been performed to our entire satisfaction. If other public 
spirited citizens desire to manifest their interest in our 
schools and prefer some different line, we would suggest 
that the High school library needs many additions. Attrac- 
tive pictures upon the walls of our school rooms would make 
them more homelike. If something permanent appeals to 


_you, playgrounds are much needed, and the lot in the rear 


of the High school building can be used to excellent advan- 
tage in enlarging the High school grounds.

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EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS. 


Before discussing the lines of progress along which we ' 
have made noticeable gains during the past year, I desire to 
express my appreciation of the work that has been done in 
former years by the School Committee, Superintendent F. 
O. Draper, and the teachers, and that has made possible the 
progress of the year just past. 

New text books in arithmetic and grammar have been 
purchased in accordance with adoptions previously made. 
Text books in English history and in elementary civics have 
been adopted and purchased for the Eighth Grade classes, 
and spelling books have been adopted and supplied generally 
throughout the schools. One set of good readers has been 
purchased for each class and a considerable number of sup- — 
plementary readers, literary or historical, provided. In 
general, our elementary schools are much improved in the . 
matter of text books, although considerable yet remains to 
be done before they will be adequately equipped for the best 
work. . | ; 

One year ago an appropriation was made for the purpose 
of introducing manual training into our elementary schools. 
A vacant room in the Grew School has been thoroughly 
equipped for classes in wood work. Boys of the eighth grade 
classes receive instruction one full afternoon each week, and — 
boys of the seventh grade classes receive instruction one — 
hour and fifteen minutes each week. Girls of the eighth and — 
seventh grade classes receive instruction in sewing for cor- — 
responding periods. FY 

Since the first of October, instruction in physical training 
has been given to the girls of the high school for the three 
periods a week during which the boys receive drill in mili- 
tary tactics. This instruction has been made possible by the 
engagement of a teacher of manual training who happily is |

also a trained teacher of gymnastics. Each class in the 
elementary schools receives daily instruction in gymnastics 
from the regular teacher and once in two weeks from the 
special teacher of gymnastics, who also supervises the work 
of the regular teacher. 

In this connection it is proper to mention various lines in 


_ which something is being done for the physical welfare of 


school children. The physical training teacher notes indi- 
vidual physical defects of pupils and advises regarding them. 
She notes and reports cases of faulty seating of children, In 
spite of all that can be done at present, we have many chil- 
dren improperly seated. Our regular teachers deserve credit 
for the pains they are taking to obtain the best ventilation 
and lighting possible in our four grammar school buildings 
which lack adequate windows and modern ventilating appa- 
ratus. The lighting in the Grew School, however, has been 
greatly improved during the past summer by the addition of 
one window in each room and by changing of the seats so as 
to bring the light from the left and back of the pupils instead 
of from the back and right. This change of seats has been 
made also in the Fairmount and in the Weld to great ad- 
vantage. Playground apparatus, constructed by the Janitor 
at the Grew, has been an incentive to healthful, active play. 
Acknowledgment should be made the Y. M. C. A. for the 
interest shown in the physical welfare of the boys and: girls 
of the public schools, not only in allowing the use of the 
gymnasium to the high school basket ball team, but also in 
inaugurating, under trained supervision, healthful and proper 
indoor sports for grammar school boys. 

Last summer a-teacher was engaged for the high school 


who, in addition to his class room work, should take charge 


of our high school athletic teams. This is also a gain in 


school management of no small importance. The greatest 


fault in college and secondary school athletics lies not at the 
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door of the boys, but at the door of officials and authorities 
who have failed to show genuine interest and to assume 
responsibility. Without proper oversight high school ath- | 
letics may be a source of serious physical, if not moral, 
injury. 


ATTENTION TO INDIVIDUAL PUPILS. 


One widely recognized weakness of our highly organized 
public school system is the loss of opportunity to recognize 
sufficiently the individual differences of children. To remedy 
this, in a measure, our classes have been divided into two 
divisions, one doing regular grade work, the other advanc- 
ing more rapidly, gaining perhaps one year in three. The 
following diagram represents the scheme, beginning at the 
Fourth Grade. During the first two years of school the 
classes are divided into two or three divisions, and during 
the second two years into two divisions, These divisions do 
such work as is in accordance with the abilities of the chil- 
dren, the work progressing without undue pressure. No 
attempt is made to have a division gain upon its grading 
during the first four years, but the children do more work 
extensively, i. e., read more literature and history, for exam- 
ple. In this way we escape advancing children at too early 
an age into the high school and yet give them work com- 
mensurate with their powers. At the beginning of the 
Fourth Grade (which is our fifth school year) the advanced 
division begins to gain upon the grading, about one year in 
three, as indicated by the diagram. Meantime the work of © 
the advanced division is increased in breadth, more or less, © 
as the ability of the pupils suggests. 

The close relation of the divisions which under this scheme 
are, on the average, about one-third of a year apart, makes — 
it convenient to regrade individual pupils at any time. 
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In every class in school will be found some pupils who, if 
they could have a little more attention than it is possible for 
the teacher of forty or forty-five children to give them, could ' 
successfully complete the work of the grade and win pro- 
motion, but who otherwise must lose a year. There are 
other children, naturally good scholars, who have lost 
ground because of sickness and who may therefore lose 
their class standing. There are others still who, for some 
reason, have lost ground in the past and are somewhat old 
for their grades. Some of them are now doing very good 
work and might, with extra help, win back their grading. 
To aid these children and to bring to them a new hope of 
achievement, we have provided two teachers, one of whom 
divides her time between the Grew and Damon, and the 
other between the Greenwood and Fairmount. These teach- 
ers receive children individually, or in small groups, not do- 
ing the work for them, but encouraging, aiding, explaining, 
treating each according to his individual needs. Already 
encouragement comes from the fact that some children who 
had lost their grading have been enabled to re-enter their. 
former classes and maintain their standing, and that others 
who were falling behind are making noticeable gains in their 
regular work. 

One thing more remains to be said in connection with the 
topic of educational progress. Our course of study needs 
thorough revision from the first year of school through the 
high school. This is a work involving a perspective of the 
whole field of education and must be based upon a most 
complete study not only of the general principles of educa- 
tion, but also of the local conditions that modify the practical 
application of those principles. This is a work of slow prog- 
ress and was begun last spring. Eventually it must enlist 
the interest of many individual teachers in one subject at — 
least, of principals, in a more general way, of business men 
who employ our pupils, of the Committee on Course of 
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Study, more in detail, and finally of the School Board as a 
whole. This matter is mentioned here because the final 
outcome of such a work is the most important matter with 
which we shall have to deal. 


SCHOOL EXPENSES. 


Next to matters relating to educational standards, the 
most important question in connection with school adminis- 
tration is that relating to school expenses. A community 
ought to realize good financial returns from its schools, or, 
at least, ought to receive in return that which is of greater 
worth than anything which the same amount of money could 
purchase if expended in any other direction. It is an inter- 
esting fact, however much or little one may wish to claim 
as to its significance, that in Massachusetts,* where each 
child receives an average of seven years’ schooling as 
against a general average in the United States of 4.3 years, 
the average earning capacity of each person is 39 cents a day 
more than it is in the country at large, or roughly $100 a 
year, per capita, or $275,000,000 for the State, which is 
twenty-three times the total amount raised by taxation for 
school houses and for the maintenance of all public schools 
in this state. 

That there is some connection between the degree of 
education and wage earning power, no one will dare deny. 
If it could be shown that there was a direct relation between 
educational equipment and earning power, we should be 
obliged to admit that we are realizing in money twenty-three 
hundred per cent. on the amount of money invested in edu- 
cation. Granted that only a small fraction, say not more 
than one-tenth of this increased wage-earning power, is due 
to public school education, yet, as Secretary Hill has pointed

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out, we should be realizing great financial returns for the 


money expended. 


While one might urge with justice that a community ' 


makes no investment of money that pays so well financially 
as the investment in its schools, yet it is possible to manage 
a school system extravagantly. It is always a pertinent 
question to ask whether each dollar spent in public educa- 
tion in our town is spent to the best advantage possible; is 
there “the receipt of the value of a dollar for each dollar 
expended?’ No tax payer is likely to complain if he feels 
that the money raised by taxation is wisely expended, nor 
can he be burdened by his taxes if the money is spent to his 
advantage. Let us examine the items of expenditure for the 
maintenance of schools and see whether there is apparent 
any expenditure which does not bring full returns. 

The approximate cost for teachers (not including super- 
visors and special teachers), janitors, fuel, books, and sup- 
plies, per pupil, in the several schools is as follows:

One notices a rather wide range in the cost per pupil in 
the elementary schools, from $17.32 to $26.27, a difference 
of nearly $9, or more than fifty per cent. This difference is 
readily explained. 


In the Weld School was a relatively very low average — 


membership per teacher and a very high relative cost for 


janitor and fuel per school room. The higher cost at the | ; 


Damon is due partly to the fact-that it costs nearly as much

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to care for and heat the Damon School with its four rooms 


in use as it does to care for and heat the Greenwood School 
with eight rooms in use, and partly because a relatively high 
expenditure for books and supplies was necessary. The dif- 
ference between the cost per pupil at the Fairmount and the 


, Greenwood is due to the relatively low average membership 
at the former. While our primary schools have no principals 


receiving higher salaries because they are principals, yet the 
relative cost per pupil is higher than in the larger buildings 
on account of the relatively greater expense for janitors and 
heating. 

The question that arises is whether the cost per pupil in 
any particular school or district, as the Fairmount, could be 
lessened without sacrificing efficiency. It would be quite 
possible for a town with so small an area as Hyde Park and 
with her number of school buildings to so arrange that mem- 
berships in the several schools would be more uniform, and 
occasionally a teacher be saved. The teacher herself is such 
an overwhelmingly large element in the efficiency in any 
school that at present, at least, efficiency would follow larger 


‘Salaries and larger schools rather than smaller salaries and 


smaller schools. The average membership of our individ- 
ual school rooms at present should be not less than 35 nor 
more than 45 pupils. An examination of the table of school 
attendance appended will show how this principle will effect 


several schools. It is of interest to note that the last Re- 


port of the State Board of Education, 1904-1905, shows 
that Hyde Park expended for the maintenance of schools 


‘that year, $19.84 per child between 5 and 15 years of age, or 


$4.70 less per child than the average for the State. But the 
expenditure per child, based on the average membership, 


was $27.67. This is suggestive of two things: First, that 
‘Hyde Park has exceptional opportunities for supporting 
good schools with a relatively low appropriation; secondly, 


that the relatively better showing as regards amount ex- 
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pended per child in attendance may be due partly to reasons 
suggested above. 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 


Just as money should be saved whenever it can be done 
with equal or increased efficiency, so more money should 
be expended whenever a proportionately increased efficiency 
will result. One way in which we should increase expendi- 
ture for the purpose of increasing efficiency is in raising 
the salaries of teachers. 

I wish to discuss this subject from two standpoints, first, 
from the standpoint of business and second from the stand- 
point of ethics. 

Since about 1898-1899, we have had something like &4 
different teachers for 38 positions in our elementary schools. 
Of these thirteen have remained constant. Twenty-five po- 
sitions therefore have had about 71 different teachers in 
eight or nine years, or practically a complete change in the 
25 positions every four years. Within the last few years 21 
different teachers have been called away from two of our 
grammar schools to positions paying higher salaries. Since 
last June we have had to engage ten different regular teach- 
ers and substitutes for our high school. Now there is a 
very active market for strong teachers. The difficulty is not — 
for a strong teacher to get a position, the difficult thing is — 
for us to engage and hold strong teachers at the salaries we 
are able to offer. We go into the teachers’ market and en- — 
gage teachers at $400 and $450 for elementary schools and — 
at $600 or $650 for our high school, while practically all the — 
towns within ten miles of us go to the same market and en- £ 
gage teachers at from $550 to $650 and even $700, for ele- ; 
mentary schools, and $700 to $800 and even $900 and $1,000 
for women teachers in the high school. The following table — 
of teachers’ wages in twenty towns within about ten miles 
of Boston is of interest. 
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An examination of the table above will show that the 
maximum salary for elementary teachers in Hyde Park is 
$90 less than the average for the other towns for Grades I to: 
VII, and $142 less for Grades VIII to IX. The maximum 
salary for women teachers in the Hyde Park High School is 
$226 less than the average for the other towns. 

It would seem that as a matter of business, the inference 
is clear. | 

But there is also an ethical principle involved. The law of 
supply and demand does not and never can apply absolutely 
to the teachers’ market. It would be quite possible to 
change our complete corps of elementary teachers every 
three months and fill the positions without difficulty at a 
minimum salary of $400. However, public sentiment and 
public common sense would soon be an effectual bar to the 
continuation of that sum as a maximum for teachers. Stand- 
ards of education, culture, and living such as we require 
and expect of teachers could not be acquired and maintained 
at that sum. In other words, our own standards far more 
than the number of teachers available fix the salary of 
teachers for us. Can a young woman obtain an educa- 
tion, dress, travel, buy books and papers, live as becomes. 
a teacher of our schools, and pay for these things out of her 


earnings at a salary of $400? It is a pertinent question to © 


ask whether she can at $550. We must have teachers with 
comparatively low educational equipment, standards of liv- 
ing, degree of success, or lose them or retain them by taking 


advantage of home ties that may not be broken. Laborers — 
on the streets of Boston receive $600 a year, a skilled me- — 


chanic receives rarely less than $800 a year, house girls, 
counting their board, receive $500 to $550 and even more. 
Office girls, typewriters and stenographers, may obtain 
considerably more than $600 a year and in some cases $1,000. 
The cost of living for teachers, according to a recent inves-— 
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tigation in Middlesex County, has increased about twenty 
per cent. during the last few years, while salaries have in- 
creased only about ten per cent. One can easily reckon how 
much a teacher might save a year on a salary of $400 to $550, 
with board at $5.50 a week, 52 weeks in a year, as there un- 
fortunately are, and standards of living for teachers being 
as they are. 

In this connection, it is proper to speak of a few of the 
qualifications demanded of teachers. In the first place, a 
teacher must possess excellent health to enable her to do the 
work required of her. Few teachers of whatever grade can 
prepare their work and keep abreast with their profession, 
working less than three or four hours daily out of school. 
Many teachers work from ten to twelve hours a day. To 
do this and keep up the freshness of spirit, vigor, and spon- 
taneity, necessary for the best recitation work, requires un- 
usual physical well-being. 

The intellectual and scholarship requirements of primary 
teachers are frequently underrated. Not only must the pri- 
mary teacher have the native ability necessary for acquiriny 
great skill in one of the most delicate of arts, but she must 
possess an intellectual grasp to enable her to appreciate the 
scientific principles that underlie her art. There is no more 
unsettled period in education than that of children from five 
to nine, there is no time when a teacher needs more an in- 
tellectual grasp of relations, enthusiasm, love and knowl- 
edge of children. Here more than elsewhere is needed the 
“born” teacher. It is pre-eminently the teacher’s period. 
Nowhere else in the school system does a teacher need to 
spend more time in planning and preparing her work, or 
where originality and ingenuity, coupled with good sense 
and pedagogical insight, are at a greater premium. The 
primary teacher needs the broadest kind of scholarship, 
though not necessarily the deepest. Her speech must be 
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faultless, and her language skilful and engaging. She must 
know general history, she must have intimate acquaintance 
with general literature, especially with the folk-literature of 
the world; she needs a wide knowledge of elementary sci- 
ence, and a manual skill in many lines. She must also sing 
and draw Especially she needs to understand the physical 
nature, the laws of growth and development of children, and 
to have that breadth of mind that can appreciate the relation 
of her work to the whole course of instruction. This is the 
barest outline suggesting some of the qualification we de- 
mand of primary teachers. For each period of school life, 
it would be easy to characterize definitely the teacher and 
the qualification demanded, but it is sufficient to speak in 
addition, only of the high school teacher, in this same meagre 
way, for what suggestiveness it may have in the minds of 
those who may consider the salaries of teachers. 

It is expected that a high school teacher shall have pro- 
found and accurate scholarship in the branches she teaches. 
This is an absolute minimum of requirement. But a high 
school teacher is expected also to have a breadth of scholar- 
ship that will enable her to appreciate all branches in the 
course and the relation of her particular subjects to them. 
As a woman, she is expected to possess those qualities of 
mind and character and refinement and culture that entitle 
her to be a model for pupils of high school age. At-no other 


time of life are boys and girls so susceptible to the perma- — 


nent influence of their teachers. Not primary nor college 
teachers, but high school teachers leave, as a rule, the most 
enduring impressions upon pupils. Now is the time when 
the character, especially as related to the emotions and the 
will, that is, to the promptings of the feelings or of the con- 


science and definite decision and action in accordance with 
those promptings, is crystallizing. Now is a new hope for 


every boy and girl, physically, mentally, and morally, and 
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now, too, perhaps the last chance. It is a critical time in the 
life of every pupil. The high school teacher is expected to » 
know this and to have the insight to recognize opportunities 
as they come to her. Therefore the high school teacher is 
expected to have a broad general knowledge of the facts and 


_laws of development from childhood to maturity and an inti- 
-mate knowledge of the period to which her pupils belong. 


She must not only have character, but must be the keen 
judge of character and of moods, firm, courageous, and 
withal full of sympathetic insight which, contrary to the 
impression of many, is never more needed than it is in the 
high school. y | 

As an instructor, she is expected to possess not only the 
clearest arrangement of material in her own mind, but she 
must possess the ability to present it as clearly, and to diag- — 
nose the difficulty which may be in the mind of the pupil, 
which perhaps he is unable to explain. In this sense, the 
teacher is expected to “furnish brains” for her pupils. In 
general she must appreciate the place of her instruction, its 
relations to all previous and all later instruction and to see 
in perspective, the development of the subject from the ele- 
mentary school through to the university. She must know 
the history of the development of her subject from its first 
beginnings among men up to the very latest developments. 
In addition to this, she needs to know the history of the 
methods by which her subject has been taught and pass judg- 
ment upon them. Necessarily she must know logic, ethics, 
and psychology. More than this, she cannot get along with- 
out an intelligent understanding of the relation of her sub- 
ject to the great practical questions of the world, to institu- 


tions, and to the development of every social interest. What 
‘is the ethical, practical, and disciplinary value of a subject to 


the pupil? To society? Is the value of it based on the sur- 
vival of the doctrine of formal discipline, or for what end 
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may the study of it be urged? Besides these, there surge 
upon the high school teacher many other questions of mo- 
ment which she must intelligently answer, questions which ' 
enforce close and constant touch with life, in its broadest 
meaning, today. Can we demand such qualifications of the 
teachers of our primary, elementary and high schools, at an 
average salary considerably less than a telephone girl, under 
the metropolitan system, may possibly receive after several 
years of service? As soon as our telephone system numbers 
one thousand subscribers, the telephone girl of marked 
ability may look forward to a salary considerably larger 
than some of our high school teachers are now receiving and 
very much larger than our elementary teachers can hope to 
receive, no matter how long they may serve. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


The Acts and Resolves of 1906 require a physical exam- 
ination of all pupils of the public schools each year. The law 
also requires medical inspection of schools, -but the amount 
of money to be expended for medical inspection is deter- 
mined by the amount appropriated for that purpose at some 
legal meeting of the town. This is a new subject to many 
and it may not be clear at first just why medical inspection 
is desirable in a town like Hyde Park. To be exceedingly 
brief on this matter, I will submit only the following points: 
Children attend our public schools while sufficiently ill with 
some minor or serious contagious disease to communicate 
that disease, but whose illness has not been noted by the 
parents or the nature of whose complaint is not suspected. 
Fatal cases of diphtheria or scarlet fever, for example, may 
be contracted from cases which are so mild that parents 
have not suspected the seriousness of the disease, if indeed — 
the child is considered sick. Again, some of the mild dis- — 
eases, like measles and whooping cough, for example, prove | 
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to be grave enough when taken by some school child and 
transmitted to a baby brother or sister at home. Extensive 
statistics have shown that 4.55 children out of each hundred 
sick with the measles died when the disease was contracted 
betwen the ages of two and four. Whooping cough becomes 
_ a very) serious menace when brought by a school child into 
' homes where there are young infants. Children are very 
frequently sent to school when they have whooping cough, 
and scarcely one case in ten is reported to the Board of 
Health. There were only 17 cases reported to the Board of 
Health in 1906, and five of those were fatal. The spread of 
epidemics and the great relative increase of contagious dis- 
eases during the months that schools are in session empha- 
size a fact that is evident to anyone who will give it a 
moment’s consideration, that the public school is a most 
favorable place for the spread of disease. The following 
diagram shows the trend of contagious diseases during the 
school menths and is compiled from the records of the Board 
of Health of Hyde Park, covering the years from 1897 to 
1907. During the ten years, there were reported in July a 
total of 70 cases, in August 55, September, the first school 
month, 88, October, 95, November, 93, December, 130, Janu- 
ary, 134, February, 193, March, 209 April, 208, May, 231, 
June, the last and a short school month, 160, the record 
dropping to 70 for the first vacation month and to 55, the 
second.

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


For reasons which your superintendent has endeave 0! red 
to make clear, he would earnestly recommend that _ 
School Committee ask for an appropriation sufficient to 1 
crease the maximum salary of lady teachers in the hig 
school to $800, this maximum to be reached in two yeal 
by those now receiving the maximum of $700; that the max 
mum salary of lady teachers in the elementary scho 
increased to $600, this maximum to be reached in two ye 
by those who are now receiving the maximum of $550. T 
teachers become candidates for larger salaries than th 
mentioned above, under some form of a merit system, 1 vi 
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shall include recognition of exceptional work and an exam- 
ination in certain lines of professional study, outlined by the 
superintendent of schools and subject to the approval of the 
school committee. That a teacher of physical training be 
employed for not less than three full days a week. That 
every effort be made to secure an appropriation under the 
item of Medical Inspection. 

Your superintendent believes that these are reasonable 
lines of progress and not at all revolutionary. It would re- 
quire not over $400 beyond the normal increase to put our 
salaries on the above basis for both high school and ele- 
mentary schools until March, 1908. The employment of a 
physical training teacher and the introduction of medical 

inspection would require an additional appropriation of not 
’ more than $700 or $800. That our school appropriations 
have been increased very moderately in the past is clear 
enough to any one who will examine the Town Reports for 
the last ten years. The following items gathered from the 
reports are conclusive:

THE TEACHING FORCE. 


Changes in the teaching force have been especially numer- 
Ous during the past year. Of the fourteen teachers who 
were on the faculty one year ago, only seven remain. The 
following list covers the changes for the year. 

In January, 1906, Miss Harriet D: Proctor succeeded Miss 
Ruby P. Bridgman. In March, Miss Katherine O. Fletcher 
succeeded Miss Bertha S. Temple. In June, Miss Louise T. 
Wood and Miss Lulu I. MacAusland resigned, the latter 
accepting a position in the Brockton High School. In July, 
the writer was elected to the principalship, succeeding Mr. 
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Merle S. Getchell, who had resigned to accept a position as 
head of the History Department in the Brockton High | 
School. During the summer Miss Jessie B. Caton (Mt. Hol- ' 
yoke) and Mr, Charles S. Huff (Brown) were elected to com- 
plete the corps of teachers. In addition to his academic 
work, Mr. Huff was put in charge of the athletic interests of 
the school, his selection having been made because of his 
special aptitude for this work. 

Late in September, Miss Twigg was elected to a position 
in the Girls’ High School of Boston and was succeeded by 
Miss Bertha Bray (Tufts). Owing to ill health, Miss Bray 
resigned in November and was succeeded, in January, by 
Miss Alice E. Fisher (Smith). In November, Miss Wether- 
bee resigned and was succeeded, in January, by Miss Alice 
C. Riordan (Simmons). In December, Miss Fletcher ac- 
cepted a position in the Newton High School and was suc- 
ceeded, in January, by Miss Bertha F. Munster (Boston Uni- 
versity). In January, 1907, Mr. Weld was elected to a posi- 
tion in the Lawrence Academy, Groton, Mass., and Mr. C.

i COURSE OF STUDY. 


I would recommend the printing, in an inexpensive pam- — 
phlet form, of an outline of the work to be done in each ~ 
course and subject pursued in the school.

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ROOM SEATINGS. 

The arrangement of seats in rooms 22 and 32 in the north- 
west corner of the building was altered in August so as to 
give better light on the pupils’ desks and avoid having a row 
of windows facing the teacher. The change has been bene- 
ficial in every way. . 

In anticipation of a larger enrollment this year than last, 
thirty additional classroom seatings were ordered and thirty 
folding chairs for the assembly hall, matching those already 
in use. While not absolutely needed this year, the extra 
classroom seats have been a great convenience in permitting 
greater flexibility in the distribution of pupils. 


MECHANICAL DRAWING ROOM. 


The room fitted up in the northeast corner of the base- 
ment some time ago for Mechanical Drawing proved to be 
a very unsatisfactory and unhealthful place because of the 
leaking in of surface water. During the summer vacation, 
the soil adjacent to the walls at this corner was removed, the 
walls were thoroughly pointed and a concrete water shed 30 
inches wide was laid on the surface after filling in again. 
This remedy has been a complete success and the room is 
now perfectly dry. 


CLOCKS, BELLS, AND TELEPHONES. 


PThe clock and bel! system in the school has given more 
or less trouble and has been an item of expense ever since 
its installation, this year being no exception. Adjustments 
and repairs have been made repeatedly by the manufacturers, 
with only temporary relief. This year, the batteries have 
given much trouble. Three electricians, when consulted on 
the matter recently, advised the installation of Sampson cells 
in place of the zinc rod cells now in use. The clock com- 
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pany, however, maintains that the change is not necessary 
and advises that the present cells be used till the end of the , 
school year at any rate. 

The clock company has an agreement with some schools 
to keep their system in good order for a stated sum per 
year. This sum, for our equipment of clocks, bells and 
gongs would be about $42. While this figure seems rather 
high, it will probably be the cheapest if we are to secure an 
efficient use of the system. | 

The school telephones, although put in order at the begin- 
ning of the year, are not all in working condition at present. 
These telephones may be cared for, on a yearly basis, at a 
cost of $2 for each telephone, or $42 for the whole equip- 
ment. I question the advisability, however, of spending so 
much on telephones each year. | 


TEACHERS’ DESK LIGHTS. 


In August, electric lights were suspended over each — 
teacher’s desk so as to avoid the necessity of using the large ~ 
ceiling clusters when the teacher needed light only on her 
own desk. This will effect a considerable saving in elec- 
tricity. 


FLOOR DRESSING, 


During the summer vacation, a dressing known as “Sani- 
tair” was applied to the floors throughout the building and 
has been very satisfactory. It facilitates sweeping, prea ) 
accumulation of dust and thus improves the appearance ¢ re) 
the building. 


TYPEWRITERS. 


It is the opinion of our commercial teachers, and, I be 
lieve, of commercial teachers generally, that the Hammont 
typewriter, while possessing some unique advantages, is $ 
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infrequently met with in business offices that it is more ad- 
vantageous for High School pupils to confine their practice 
_to machines which they are most likely to use when they 
secure a position. We have, at present, nine Remingtons, 
two Smiths, two Olivers, and two Hammonds. The Ham- 
monds have been used for several years, and I would recom- 
mend their exchange for two Smith or Underwood machines. 

The room now in use for typewriting is so poorly lighted 
that every possible means should be employed to relieve the 
eye strain of the pupils. To this end, we have experimented 
for some time with the “Right in Sight” copy holder and 
_ find it of great advantage in enabling the pupil to put his 
copy in the best light. This holder has the further advan- 
tage of having a keyboard screen or shield attached which 
is of much value in securing the most effective practice in 
the “touch system” of typewriting, the system which must 
_be employed if the best results on the typewriter are to be 
secured. I would, therefore, recommend the purchase of 
- fifteen of these copy holders with screen attachment. 


DEBATING CLUB AND SCHOOL PAPER. 


In December, a debating club composed of boys in the 
junior and senior classes was organized and meets every two 
weeks. It is hoped that this interest will continue to be a 
popular one among the pupils as the value, to an intelligent 
citizen, of some knowledge of parliamentary procedure and 
some experience in public speaking can scarcely be over- 
estimated. 

The matter of publishing a school paper is now under con- 
sideration. If such a paper is well managed and edited and 
the work involved is entered into heartily by a considerable 
number of pupils, valuable literary and business training is 
secured which is likely to be of benefit to the pupils at some 
time in their careers. If the whole work, however, is made 
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to fall upon a few editors, the existence of such a publication 
is of questionable value to the school. The question as to 
the expediency of establishing a paper is now in the hands 
of a committee and I feel sure that their decision will be in | 
accordance with the best interests of the school. 


ATHLETICS. 


The wisdom of the Committee in appointing, as a regular 
teacher, a man also competent to take general charge of the 
athletics of the school has been fully demonstrated. This 
plan develops cleaner sport, more helpful supervision on the 
part of the school, and better results for the teams. Mr. 
Huff, whose academic subjects are History and English, is 
treasurer of the Athletic Association and coach for all of the 
teams; he also accompanies the teams when games are 
played out of town. 

While the foot ball season was disappointing in Be Te to 
the scores made, we feel that the team and its management 
are to be complimented on their manly, sportsmanlike con- 
duct both in defeat and victory; this makes far more for man- 
hood than merely a favorable score sheet. 

Basket Ball is a regular branch of school athletics this 
year. The Y. M. C. A. gymnasium has been rented for 
Wednesday afternoon games throughout the season for the 
sum of $50. 


MILITARY UNIFORMS. 


In order to keep the military spirit and bearing more con- 
tinually in the minds of the cadets, it has been suggested © 
that the boys have a uniform which may be worn every 
day. There are two ways of making this possible: One is 
to have a second suit of durable and inexpensive material 
such ds khaki in addition to the uniform now worn at drill; 
the second way would be to adopt for a uniform an all wool 


—eS_--- —_ 
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suit, costing about $13 and of such color, cut, weight, and 
trimming as to make it also a very attractive and service- 
able school suit. Such a uniform, ordered in quantity, would 
be much less expensive than a civilian suit of the same qual- 
ity and would do away also with the present- extra expense 
of $5 for a uniform which is usable only at drill. The latter 
plan is most favored and a circular letter will soon be sent 
to the parents requesting their views upon the subject. 


GIRLS’ PHYSICAL TRAINING. 


In October, classes were formed among the girls in Physi- 
eal Training under the direction of Miss Hagelthorn, who 
is also instructor in Sloyd in the Grammar Schools. Three 
classes, of about sixty-five girls each, were formed. Each 
class meets once a week in the assembly hall during the 
periods when the boys have Military Drill. Before the 
classes began work, each girl received a careful physical 


examination by the instructor so that any special weakness 


or lack of development might be noted and proper advice 
given. 

All girls are expected to take part in these exercises 
unless excused for some valid reason. The Swedish system 
of gymnastics is used and the results should be very bene- 
ficial to the girls if the exercises are practiced at all at home 
and the suggestions given by the instructor from time to 
time are followed. 


é LUNCH COUNTER. 


_ About one year ago, a lunch counter was established in 
the basement of the school. Its object was to provide the 
pupils with a suitable variety of healthful and attractive 
food for lunch and thus do away, as far as possible, with the 
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passing of pupils to neighboring stores at recess for lunch 
and then eating it on the streets. 

In very large measure the effort has been a successful one, 
as the pupils now recognize both the convenience and the 
merits of the lufches served in the school. Pupils still have 
the privilege of going to the stores to purchase lunches if 
they choose, but they are not expected to eat them unt 
they reach the school grounds. _ 


In closing, I desire to express to the Committee, Superin- 
tendent, and teachers, my grateful appreciation of their gen- — 
erous assistance and many courtesies which have made the 
opening of my work here so pleasant. 4

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


Mr. George E. Johnson, Superintendent of Schools. 


Dear Sir: The Drawing, or more truthfully the Art Edu- 
cation, in our public schools, has gone ahead smoothly and 
most satisfactorily the past year. The time for the study has 
been somewhat shortened in the upper grades since Sep- 
tember, on account of the introduction of Manual Training, 
but I feel that the time is more than made up by the value 
of having the manual work. 

One part of our course in Drawing, to which only a little 
_time is given but which, I think, deserves mention is the 
Picture Study. This we find not only attractive and inter- 
esting to both pupils and teachers alike, but also most in- 
structive. Each grade is assigned a certain group of pic- 
tures, or one artist and his pictures to study, or I would 
rather say to enjoy. We do not want them too minutely 
studied to detract from the child’s pure enjoyment of them 
as pictures. The little folks study them just for the story 
they tell to them, while the older pupils learn something of 
the artist’s life, and what prompted him to paint what he did. 

Nothing gives children of all ages more pleasure than 
pictures and the aim of this work in the public schools is to 
interest them in the right kind of pictures, to influence them 
to buy a print of 4 Millet, a Corot, or a Rembrandt, rather 
than a gaudy colored print of no merit. 

In the High School I have systematized the study into 
more of a history of painting, from its crude beginnings in 
Italy to its height in the time of the Renaissance, and its 
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progress in the different countries, down to our 2 Alasigh a 
painters. 

Our Boston Art Museum is rich in its Cuneo GE! orig- 
inals by the most noted artists.both past and present, and I 
hope the picture study will lead pupils, parents and teachers — 
to visit the museum and see what a wealth of Diag? Sie and — 
instruction in this line it has to offer.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


Mr. Geo. E. Johnson, Supt. of Schools. 


Dear Sir: Music as taught in the Hyde Park public 
schools is not limited to the teaching of songs. It is our 
purpose to train the pupils in such an effective manner that 
upon the completion of their Grammar School course, they 
will have a good understanding of the principles of this 
subject. 

A knowledge of the principal keys in music, ability to read 
ordinary music at sight, to sing in tune, to sing success- 
fully, songs with one, two and three, and in some classes 
four voice parts, are some of the problems accomplished. 
Great care is exercised to avoid the straining of voices. 

The success of public school music is dependent upon the 
efficiency of the grade teacher. The Supervisor may direct 
and assist, but if the teacher is not qualified, the music in 
that class will be a failure. We are particularly fortunate 


in Hyde Park in that nearly all our teachers are able to 


teach their classes in music, with only two or three excep- 
tions, and in those cases, an exchange of work has been 
arranged with some other teacher. 

There are several cities besides Boston in our state that 
require candidates to pass an examination in music before 
receiving an appointment to teach. The High School are 
studying “The Prophet Psalmist’ by Farmer and have taken 
up the work with much interest. 

I take pleasure in referring to the thorough efforts and 
the “good will” that animates our teachers in maintaining a 
high standard in music.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF EVENING SCHOOLS. ‘ 
| | 


Mr. George E. Johnson, Superintendent of Schools. 


Dear Sir: I submit herewith annual report of the Even- 
ing Schools for the year beginning October 29th, 1906. The 
enrollment, average attendance and average ages in the 
different departments are as follows:

Enrollment: 
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It will be noticed that the enrollment compares favorably 
with that of previous years, while the average attendance is 
somewhat lower. There are several causes for this falling 
off: First, many of the pupils in the drawing classes and the 
English department have been obliged to work one or more 
nights a week, thus greatly reducing the average attendance 
for these classes. Second, it appears that there has been a 
failure strictly to enforce the law requiring illiterate minors 
to attend school; this is evident from the fact that many of 
the pupils who at the time of registration were unable to 
speak or write the English language, attended more or less 
irregularly and then dropped out entirely. School certifi- 
cates have been called for in but few instances, whereas last 
_ year they were demanded in large numbers. 
One of the greatest causes of the lower average attend- 
ance, especially in the upper classes of the English depart- 
ment, is the gradual losing of interest on the part of the 
_ pupil after the first few weeks of attendance. This I believe 
is not due to lack of interest on the part of the teachers, for 
the whole teaching force are giving their best efforts to the - 
work, to make it attractive and profitable; and they are, as 
much as possible, giving individual attention to their pupils. 
I believe that the real reason is to be found in the fact that 
the work under the present system is more or less chaotic. 
In our day schools the work is graded progressively so that 
the pupil feels that he is advancing towards some definite 
| goal, that is, the completion of his course, and the gaining 
of a diploma. He has something to look forward to. This 
is in many cases a great incentive to pupils to remain in 
school and to attend regularly, who would otherwise leave 
after they have reached the age where attendance is no 
longer compulsory. 

If some such system of grading, or partial grading, could 
be applied to our evening schools, it seems to me it would 
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be beneficial in two ways. First, it would be an incentive to 
pupils to attend regularly and to continue in school until 
they have completed the course. As it is now pupils rarely 
attend more than one year, since the second year would be 
practically a repetition of the first year’s work.. Second, it 
would attract to the school many who would not otherwise 
enter, especially those who haye partly completed the course 
in our day schools, and who wish to finish and get the 
diploma. There have been numerous applications this year — 
from such persons. In this connection I wish to repeat the — 
recommendation made in last year’s report regarding the 
‘establishment of a department of high school studies. There — 
have been sufficient applicants this year for such a course 
to form a fair sized class, but they could not be accepted. — 

If these two recommendations could be adopted, it would — 
make the evening school an exceedingly valuable adjunct to” 
our day schools, and would prevent a great deal of hap- 
hazard work and waste of effort that is unavoidable under 
the present system. 

_ This year we have introduced text-books in English espe-. 
cially designed for use in evening schools. They have 
proved very valuable, and it is hoped that a similar series in 
arithmetic and history may be introduced next year. ‘- 

The Draughting department has been conducted very ably 
this year by Mr. Frank Halstead, a graduate of the Mas $a- 
chusetts Normal Art School. It was intended at first to 
give only three evenings a week to this department, but in 
response to a request from members of the class, the time 
was increased to four evenings per week. Some attemp 
has been made to grade the course and to make it progres- 
sive. It is to be hoped that more may be done in this lir 
next year, so that finally a two-years’ course may be 
ranged,:which shall offer the elements of mechanical dray 
‘ing and serve as a basis for a more extended course if th 
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pupil desires to continue the work. In a town like Hyde 
Park where the chief industries are the manufacture of ma- 
chinery, a suitable course in mechanical drawing will be 
exceedingly valuable to young apprentices entering the 
various factories. In fact, the officials of some of the differ- 
ent companies have urged their. employees. to attend this 
schooi. It is expected that in the future they will require 
such attendance on the part of their apprentices; conse- 
quently a much larger class is anticipated next year. If the 
work of this department is to be properly done, better quar- 
ters should be provided. A larger and better lighted room 
and more tables should be furnished. Seats should be sup- 
plied so that the pupils may sit while at their work. This 
has not been done in the past, and as a result many pupils 
whose work requires them to stand during the day, have 
withdrawn, not being able to undergo the fatigue of stand- 
ing at the drawing tables after a day of hard physical labor. 

We have employed nine teachers for part of ‘the year. 


_ One of the teachers in the Business department was allowed 


to go after the Christmas vacation. It is possible that the 
classes of the three rooms in the English department may 
be combined in one room for the rest of the year, under two 
teachers.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Trustees have every reason to be gratified with the 
progress of the past year. 

The Juvenile Room has been especially well patronized 
and the number of books have so greatly increased that it 
will soon be necessary to place additional shelves in that 
room. 

We regret to be obliged to record the temporary absence 
of the genial and efficient attendant in that department on 
account of illness, but trust that needed rest will soon restore 
her health so that she will be able to resume the place she 
has so acceptably filled. 

The bi-monthly bulletins of additions to the Library have 
been so greatly improved that we omit from our annual 
report a complete list of the books added during the year 


and shall not print such a list hereafter unless there shall be 


a pressing demand for it. If the patrons of the Library will 
preserve these bi-monthly bulletins for reference, we hope 
they will not suffer great! inconvenience from the omission 
of this annual list. 

The amount to be received the coming year for the pur- 
chase of books from the Dog Tax will fall short of that re- 
ceived during the current year and unless the present epi- 
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demic subsides, the amount received next year will be very 
much smaller than that available this year, so that the loss 
will have to be made up by a larger general appropriation. 
The statistics of circulation, purchase of books, art exhib- 
its and other like matters will be found in the report of the 
Librarian which accompanies this. A detailed account of 
receipts and expenditures is printed in connection with simi- 
lar reports from other departments of the town.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


—————— 


To the Board of Trustees of the Hyde Park Public Library. 


Gentlemen: Herewith is presented the annual report of 
the Library for the year ending January 31, 1907. 

The number of books issued for home use was 72,478, of 
which 3,515 were issued from the Readville Branch. 600 
books were given out March to, the largest number ever 
issued in one day. The net increase in the number of bor- 
rowers at the central Library was 385. The net increase at 
the Readville Branch was 58. The circulation at the Read- 
ville Branch shows an increase of 274 over that of last year. 

The Reading Room has been supplied with 52 different 
periodicals and newspapers. 690 new books have been 
added to the Library, of which 500 were new titles, including 
128 added to the Young People’s Department. The re- 
mainder were duplicates and succeeding volumes of the same 
titles. There were 94 renewals, making the number of books 
purchased 784. We are beginning to have calls for Italian 
books and a few will soon be purchased. About 3,000 books 
have been repaired and 3,000 covered. 1,163 books have 
been rebound.

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Five bulletins of new accessions, also containing lists on 
special subjects, were published. Through the courtesy of 
the local papers lists of new books often appeared in their 
columns. Through the Library Art Club the following sets 
of pictures were exhibited: Switzerland, No. 1; Prang plat- 
inettes; Alaska; modern German _ sculpture; Salisbury; 
famous pictures, No. 1; Granada and the Alhambra; Ireland, 
No. 1; Siena: Norway, No. 1; English lakes. Sometimes 
there has been no interval between the sending away of one 
exhibit and the coming of another. During intervals we have 
usually substituted pictures of our own.

A small musical collection, previously donated to the 
Library, has been classified and may be borrowed for home 
use. To this collection have been added Bach’s Mass in D 
Minor; Bizet’s Carmen; Haydn’s oratorio, The Seasons; 
Gounod’s Faust: Balfe’s Bohemian Girl; Beethoven’s Mass 
in D; Mozart’s Don Giovanni; Verdi’s Il Trovatore; Wag- 
ner’s Parsival, Valkyrie, and Siegfried.

In the Young People’s Department there was an increase 
in circulation of 268, the number of books issued being 
19,490.

The undersigned, the Board of Selectmen of the town of 


_Hyde Park, hereby submit to the citizens their report for the 


fiscal year ending January 31st, 1908. 


THE TOWN’S FINANCES. 


The funded debt of the town January 31st, 1907, as set 
forth in the last annual report, not including Metropolitan 
and Grade Crossing charges, was as follows:

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During the past year our sewer loan has been increased 
by the issuance of $30,000 in additional sewer bonds under 
authority of the Selectmen, making in all one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars issued for this purpose. | 


The Selectmen at the town meeting held January 2nd, 1908, 
were directed to petition the Legislature for authority to issue 
an additional sum of $100,000. If this authority is given and 
action taken it will make the total authorized issue on ac- 
count of the sewerage loan, $250,000. 


During the past year the Town Treasurer, Eade approval 
of the Selectmen, issued the new bonds for the engine house 
loan to the amount of $32,500.00. 


There is at the present time outstanding on account of 
temporary loans for funds borrowed in anticipation of taxes 
for the year 1907, $45,000. 


The town at the town meeting held January 2nd, 1908, 
accepted the proposed relocation of Bridge Street at the river. | 
This will involve the building of a new river bridge at the © 
town’s expense, and $26,000 has been appropriated for this . 
purpose. | 

The abolition of the grade crossings at Fairmount ARI 
and Bridge Street has been confirmed by the court and it is” 
expected that this work will be commenced in the early sptie 
Under the decree the town of Hyde Park is obliged to Pay 
ten per cent. of the total cost. 

Many of the citizens expect that if authority is given AS 
by the Legislature we should extend our sewerage system in 
some important sections of our town. If this is done ad- 
ditional bonds will have to be issued from time to time to mee 
the payments as the work progresses. ol 

There are many other obligations upon the citizens of ou 
town, that in part at least are not imposed upon other munic 
pal localities located outside of the Metropolitan district. | 
ropolitan charges are fixed by law and are as much an obli 
gation upon our tax levy as any appropriation which may b 

q

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made at a town meeting. For the information of our citizens 
we herewith tabulate the State and Metropolitan charges, and 
the abolition of grade crossings at Readville as follows:

All of the above amounts were charged against the town’s 
finances by the State Treasurer. 

The town recently voted to purchase the Hyde Park Water 
Company which, in our opinion, will be self-supporting as soon 
as the management of affairs can be arranged by our Water 
Commissioners. It is necessary however, until that time ar- 
rives to provide some funds incident to this purchase, which 
action has already been taken. 

We want to guard our citizens as far as possible from 
taking any action which will tend to make our tax rate of 
such size as to be detrimental to the interests of our town. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


Clarence G. Norris was reappointed Town Engineer at a 
salary of $1,500 per year, and he has been in charge of the 
Sewer Department and all engineering work for the various 
departments of the town. 

The amount of work performed and a detailed statement 
of expenses for sewer construction and maintenance, will be 
found in the report of the Town Engineer. 

We have during the past year extended the main sewers in 
the Hazelwood and Sunnyside districts and have also extended 
the same to the important section of Beacon and Pleasant 
Streets. 

We have at the present time on file many petitions for im- 
portant extensions of our sewer service in Clarendon Hills 
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and Sunnyside district. In consideration of this work the 
town at the meeting held January 2, 1908, voted to petition 
the Legislature for authority to issue $100,000 additional sewer 
bonds. This bill is pending in the Legislature and if it passes, 
in all probability the requirements of this service will be met. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


In April we appointed as engineers of the Fire Department 
for the coming year, John H. Wetherbee, John C. McDougald 
and Dennis W. Mahoney. The engineers organized and ap- 
pointed John H. Wetherbee chief. 

During the year the Fire Department has ped possession 
of the engine house at the corner of Harvard Avenue and 
Winthrop Street and in every way it is proving a model build- 
ing for the use of this department. 

We join with all our citizens in congratulating the town 
upon our efficient Fire Department, and refer to the Engineer’s 
report for all information concerning the work of this munici- 
pal department. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Robert E. Grant has continued in charge of this department 
during the entire year. 

The Legislature of Massachusetts passed in the session of 
1907, an act extending the civil service rules to the head of 
the police department of our town. This act was unanimously 
accepted at the town meeting held January 2nd, 1908. | 

There are some questions in relation to the status of cer- 
tain police officers of our town under civil service rules, and we . 
are informed that the Attorney-General will consider the same 
at an early date. P 

A detailed report of Robert E. Grant, officer in charge o 
this department, will be found in another part of this report. — 


ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 


The Advisory Committee have considered during ‘tl 
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past year the various municipal questions which have come 
before our town and have made their recommendations to our 
citizens. A report of their actions and recommendations for 
our municipal expenses will be found in this report. Their 
recommendations for our coming year’s expenses, to be made 
at a later date are of great importance, and our citizens should 
carefully consider the same before attending the next annual 
appropriation meeting. If municipal expenses are allowed to 
increase to a larger percentage than our tax valuation would 
warrant, there is but one result to follow, and that is an in- 
crease in the tax rate. The Advisory Committee in their work 
are performing an important function in our government by 
presenting to our citizens in advance of the town’s action, the 
effect of certain questions and appropriations upon our tax 
rate. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


: The ten-year contract with the Hyde Park Electric Light 
_ Company for the lighting of our streets expired January 6, 
| 1908. Prior to the date of expiration of the contract we ar- 
_ ranged for a continuance thereof for a period of sixty days 
_ from the date of expiration. 

_- The question of making a new contract was referred De- 
| cember 26, 1906, to a special committee, who made their re- 
_ port to the town at the town meeting held January 2nd, 1908. 
_ At this meeting the Selectmen were requested to call a new 
meeting for the purpose of considering the subject matter, 
| 


within thirty days, and your Selectmen in compliance with this 
request duly called a meeting for January 29, 1908. At this 
meeting the Board of Selectmen were made a committee to 
take into consideration the subject matter in making a new 
contract and the location of lights, etc. The Board expect to 
be able to report the result of their investigation at an early 
date, and shall expect the Electric Light Company to further 
extend the present contract for a reasonable time pending our 
full investigation in the matter. 
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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 

Mr. Arthur T. Rogers has been in charge of the repair and 
maintenance of highways of the town under the direction of 
the Selectmen during the past year. We refer to his annual 
report for the work in detail performed by this department. 

The following new streets, having been accepted by the town, 
have been built under the direction of the Selectmen: 


Huntington Avenue from Collins Street to the Boston line, 

Osceola Street, 

West Glenwood Avenue from Hyde Park Avenue to the rail- 
road, . 

Mason Street, 

The part of Norton Street not heretofore accepted, | 

Blake Street, 

Lexington Street, 

A street upon land owned by the town to connect Sunnyside ~— 
and Charles Streets. 


At the town meeting held January 2nd, 1908, the town 
accepted the following streets to be built the coming year. 


Ellis Street, 

Chestnut Street, 

Clifford Street, 

Tileston Street, 

Regent Road, to be hereafter known as a part of Blake Street. 


At the town meeting held January 2nd, 1908, the sum of 
two thousand ($2,000) dollars was appropriated for the oper- — 
ation of the stone crushing plant during the winter months. 
We immediately commenced this work and the results have — 
been very satisfactory. We have now on hand a large quanti-_ 
ty of all sizes of crushed stone which can be used in the early 
spring for the necessary town repairs. We have been able to 
give employment to a large number of our citizens in this work 
and we are firmly of the opinion that the plant has been oper- 
ated to better advantage than it ordinarily has been in the sum- 
mer months, and we recommend the continuance of this policy 
for the future. 
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COLLECTION OF ASHES AND GARBAGE. 


At the last annual appropriation meeting the town author- 
ized the Selectmen to purchase equipment for the removal of 
the garbage from the Fairmount section. Heretofore this 
section has had its garbage collected by a private contract, 
but under the new arrangement which is now in operation, 
the town has permanent men upon the work. 


JURY LIST. 


Under the act of the Legislature of 1907, Chapter 348, the 
method of appointing jurors is amended, and additional legal 
requirements imposed uppon their future appointment. Under 
the new act the Selectmen are required to annually, before the 
first day of July, prepare a list of such inhabitants not exempt 
from jury service, as they think are qualified to serve. The 
list shall include not less than one for every one hundred 
inhabitants, nor more than one for every sixty inhabitants, 
according to the latest census. Hereafter the list of jurors as 
_ prepared under the new act, is not to be submitted to the town 
for its ratification or substitution of names upon the list. Ifa 
person is placed upon the list by the Selectmen he will have to 
serve unless excused by some Justice of the Court. This is an 
important change in our jury system, and our citizens should 
_ note the same. 


INTERURBAN RAILROAD. 


The Legislature for 1906, chapter 516 of the Acts and Re- 
solves, passed an act known as, “An Act Relative to Electric 
Railroad Companies.” Under and by virtue of this law two 
companies petitioned for a location between the citiés of Boston 
and Providence, each passing through our town limits. It was 
necessary under the law for the Railroad Commissioners of our 
Commonwealth to issue a certificate of exigency to one of these 
companies. Favorable action was taken in behalf of the Bos- 
ton and Providence Interurban Railroad Company, who asked 
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for a location through our Sunnyside district and the company 
duly filed with the Selectmen the necessary petition asking that 
this location be granted. The matter is still unsettled at the 
present time and calls for careful consideration on the part of 
our citizens and town officials. 


DRAINAGE. 


At the town meeting held January 2nd, 1908, the town under 
a proper article, voted to cause the necessary drains to be 
constructed in the square at Clarendon Hills to relieve the sur- 
face water which congests at this point. The same action was 
taken to relieve the condition existing on Central Avenue 
and West Street. The drainage of these two areas will be 
taken up in next year’s highway work. 


WIDENING HYDE PARK AVENUE 


Early in the present municipal year the Old Colopy Street 
Railway Company, whose tracks are located on Hyde Park 
Avenue, asked for a relocation of their tracks and for a right 
to lay a double track on said avenue. Proper hearings were © 
held and the board have taken the matter under advisement, 
but up to the present time have taken no action owing to the 
fact that the Boston & Providence Interurban Railroad Com- 
pany have petitioned for a location through our town. It did 
not seem wise that the petition of the Old Colony Railroad 
Company should be acted upon, as it might involve serious 
questions as to the widening of Hyde Park Avenue to accom- 
modate the additional tracks proposed until the question of ad- 
ditional railroad accommodations was settled. 


ACTIONS AT LAW. 


The decree for the abolition of the grade crossings at Fair- 
mount Avenue and Bridge Street has been filed by the com- 
missioners, received the requisite approval of the railroad 
commissioners of the Commonwealth, and a decree confirming 


oa 
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and allowing the same was entered by the Superior Court 
April 2, 1907. The damages caused by the taking of land 
and easements therefor have been substantially all adjusted. 
The suit of George A‘ Tillson for injury alleged to have 
been received near Kennedy’s Block on Hyde Park Avenue, 
is still pending. This claim has not been pressed, and would 
not now be reported as of practical importance were it not for 
the fact that under the town by-laws it is necessary so to do. 
The cases of Mary D. Hammond and J. Forrest Hammond 
against the town, more fully described in previous town re- 
ports, and relating to the alleged wrongful exclusion of the 
plaintiffs from school during the prevalence of smallpox in 
town, have been adjusted in accordance with the contention 
of the defendant, and the action of the school committee was 
fully sustained. The suit of Ethel A. L. Smith, claiming 
damages for an alleged wrongful exclusion from school for 
the same cause, is still pending, but it is believed to be prac- 
tically settled by the decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Hammond cases. 
The other actions pending against the town are as follows :— 
Margaret McDermott, to recover for an injury claimed to 
have been received by reason of an alleged defect in West 
Glenwood Avenue. It is probable that this action will be 
settled very shortly by the payment of a small amount. 
Willard Welsh, to recover three hundred dollars ($300), al- 
leging that certain proceedings, in the assessment and sale of 
property for non-payment of taxes, were defective. The 
terms of settlement have been agreed upon in this action, 
which is pending in the District Court of Northern Norfolk. 
Town of Hyde Park against Henry S. Bunton, Trustee. 
This is a petition for the assessment of damages caused by the 
taking of land for the new engine house, as referred to in the 
report of last year. This action is pending in the Superior 
Court for this county, and is now on the trial list. 
Draxanner Fairbairn, action for damages caused by an al- 
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leged defect in Hyde Park Avenue at or near the corner of 
Walnut Street. This action was also referred to in the report 
of last year. 

The suit of John A. Peterson, claiming one thousand dollars 
for injury caused by falling into an excavation made by a con- 
tractor in building sewer in New Damon Street. The contrac- 
tor has been notified to defend the action. 

Hannah Greenhood and Margaret Kelleher have also filed 
petitions for the assessment of land damages by the construc- 
tion of Glenwood Avenue, between Hyde Park Avenue and the 
river. The amounts involved are not large. 

Bridget Cummings claims damages for an accident alleged 
to have been received on account of defect in sidewalk on 
Harvard Avenue. Louis Schiller also claims damages for an 
injury received while crossing upon a plank over an open 
trench upon Readville Street. ‘ 

The Maryland Casualty Company has also brought suit — 
against the town, claiming a balance due it (for accident in- 
surance) of $74.52. ; 

All of these claims are contested, and are pending in the ; 
Superior Court for this county, except that of John A. Peter- — 
son, which is pending in the Superior Court for Suffolk — 
County. These cases are not considered of a serious character. — 


PURCHASE OF WATER WORKS. : 
Since the town has voted to purchase the property and fran- —

REPORT OF THE TOWN ENGINEER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: I herewith submit to you my report as Town 
Engineer for the year ending January 31, 1908: 


MAIN SEWER CONSTRUCTION. 

The contracts for the construction of main sewers and men- 
tioned in my last report as awarded to Mr. Thomas N. Dwyer 
and Mr. Patrick H. Rooney have been completed and are in 
use. The following streets or ways were sewered under the 
contract completed by Mr. Dwyer, namely, starting at Post 
Office Square, Clarendon Hills, and running with a twenty inch 
pipe through Metropolitan Avenue to Providence Street, thence 
through Providence Street to a point just beyond Stony Brook, 
and there the size of pipe changes to a fifteen inch pipe and 
continues through Providence Street to just beyond West 
Street, where it turns and crosses under the tracks of the 
N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R., and through private land to a point 
on Summer Street extended, and thence through Summer 
Street extended to West Street and through West Street 
to Austin Street, where the size of pipe again changes to a 
twelve inch and runs through Austin Street to Chestnut Street, 
and through Chestnut Street to Beaver Street, there the size 
again changes to a ten inch pipe and continues of that size 
through Beaver Street:to Gordon Avenue, which was the ter- 
minus of this contract. The zeal and fidelity with which Con- 
tractor Thomas N. Dwyer followed this contract to its finish 
even under unforeseen difficulties and adverse circumstances, 
affords a very good illustration of the advantages sometimes 
to be gained by awarding a contract to a contractor whose abil- 
ity and reliability are personally known, rather than to the — 
lowest bidder. k 

The contract completed by Mr. Patrick H. Rooney consisted 
of a main sewer in Pleasant Street, comprised of eight, ten and 4 
twelve inch pipe and running from Milton avenue extended, 
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to Metropolitan Avenue, thence through an unnamed street 
from Pleasant Street to Beacon Street, by an eight inch pipe 
and thence southerly along Beacon Street to Metropolitan Ave- 
nue by an eight inch pipe, and from the unnamed street north- 
erly along Beacon Street to near the town line, with a twelve 
inch pipe. There were no particular difficulties encountered 
in the construction of this sewer, except those caused by deep 
cuts in a narrow street and the necessity of its construction 
is proved by the fact that about 60 per cent. of the houses along 
this new sewer have already been connected to the sewer. 

Outside of these two hold-over contracts there has been 
awarded and built during the year a sewer in Osceola Street 
and a small extension in Harvard Avenue, both of which were 
awarded to and built by Mr. Thomas H. Corrigan, and are in 
use. 

The cost of construction of the sewer through Metropolitan 
Avenue, Providence Street, private land, Summer Street, West 
Street, Austin Street, Chestnut Street and Beaver Street, was 
$20,330. Of the line built through Pleasant Street, un- 
named street, and Beacon Street, the cost was $4,880. The 
cost of the sewer in Osceola Street was $1,375, and the ex- 
tension in Harvard Avenue cost $167.

The total length of main sewers built during the year was 
10,056 feet, or 1.9 miles, and there had been previously con- 
structed 21 miles, which gives us a total of 22.9 miles of sewer i 
mains on January 31, 1908. | r 

The total cost of construction of 6,858 feet of main sewer in 
the Sunnyside Area was $20,330.00, of 2,107 feet in the Beacon 
Street Area was $4,880.00, of 990 feet in the Holmfield Area 
was $1,375.00,and of 99 feet extension on Harvard avenue 
was $167.00. 

The cost of mainteriance for the year has been small and the | 
only trouble encountered has been on the Easton avenue line, — 
and I renew my recommendation of last year that a bush tank ‘ 
be placed on this line. ; 


HOUSE CONNECTIONS. 

One hundred and twenty-two connections from houses or facdll 
tories have been made to our sewer mains during the year and” 
these connections receive sewage from about 1,330 persons and 
have an aggregate length of 7,089 feet. The total number of 
connection to houses or factories up to January 1, 1908 was 
1,140, with a total length of 58,821 feet, or 11.14 miles. ; 
The following table which shows the number of houses and 
the number of sewer connections in different districts in our 
town and thereby gives a good idea of how much the main sew- 
ers are being used may be of general interest to our citizens.

HIGHWAY WORK. 


There has been a large amount of engineering work done 
through this office in connection with the Highway Work of 
the Town as will be clearly seen by the following statements. 

Side lines have been staked out and the grades established 
for the building of the following new highways ; Glenwood Ave 
from Hyde Park Ave. to the N. Y..N. H.& H.R. R., Mason 
St. from Hyde Park Ave. to Park Land, Providence St. from 
Arlington St. to Westminster St., Lexington Ave. from River 
St. to Westminster St., Blake St. from River St. to Regent 
Road, Osceola St. from River St. to Park Land, Norton St. 
from River St. to the end of Norton St., as previously accepted 
and built and an unnamed St. running from Sunnyside St. to 
Charles St. and Huntington Ave. from Collins St. to the 
Town Line. 

Surveys have been run out and plans and estimates made 
’ for the acceptance of the following streets: Clifford St., Ellis 
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St., Chestnut St., Blake St., Tileston St. and Regent Road, 
and for the alterations at Bridge St. 

Along the line of bridge work, plans were drawn and a con- 
crete bridge built under our direction across Stony Brook at 
Huntington Ave. 

Bids were asked for and received based upon specifications 
sent out from this office for painting the bridge over Mother 
Brook at Glenwood Ave., and the contract awarded to and — 
carried out by G. W. Morse & Son, who were the lowest bid- 
ders. Estimates were worked out for the probable cost of 
erecting a concrete arch bridge at Bridge St., over the Ne- 
ponset River. Besides this the question of whether two of 
the Town Bridges were strong enough to carry an anticipated 
load have been referred to us and decisions rendered. 


SURFACE DRAINS :—The Readville St. Surface Water 
Drain running from a drain near Knight St., previously built, 
to a point opposite the Swale, so called, has been well and 
satisfactorily constructed by town labor under the direction ~ 
of the Town Engineer, and within its appropriation, and the © 
stagnant pond which formerly stood at the Swale is a _ thing’ 
of the past. 

Surveys, studies, plans and reports have been made for the 
relieving of the surface water conditions on West St., from 
Hilton to River St.; of Hyde Park Ave. from P. O. Sq. to 
Stony Brook and from Central Ave. along the so-called Jeffer- 
son-St. to Huntington Ave. The question of the former dan- 
gerous spot at the junction of Dell Ave. and Central Ave. has 
been satisfactorily solved~by a judicious arrangement of catc 
basins and under ground pipes. I find that there is no line 
- of permanent improvements which meets with such hearty and 
emphatic approval of the citizens interested as do these elim 
inations of surface water nuisances. 


ASSESSORS PLANS :—Surveys were made in the Spri if 
of a portion of Mt. Neponset and these surveys have bee

plotted and a map drawn of a portion of the hill, but the wor 
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demanded of this office along the other lines above mentioned 
have prevented us from getting as much done along this line 
as we could wish. Conditions as they usually exist would 
have allowed us much more time to devote to this work and 
much better progress would have been shown.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
STREETS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: I herewith submit the following as my report 
as Superintendent of Streets for the year ending January 31, 
1908 : 

Street Work:—In the line of macadam work there were 
built during the year as follows: 10,000 square yards of East 
River Street, 3,800 square yards of Fairmount Avenue, 900 
square yards of Maple Street, making a total of 14,700 square 
yards of macadam built. In gravel work 100 square yards 
of Winthrop Street; 4,200 square yards of Neponset Avenue; 


1,100 square yards of Green Street; 1,150 square yards of Oak 


Street; 1,100 square yards of Loring Street; 1,600 square 


' yards of Cleveland Street; 3,000 square yards of Summer 


Street; 1,200 square yards of Mount Pleasant Street; 400 
square yards of Dell Avenue; 1,300 square yards of Chester- 
field Street; 700 square yards of Regent Street; 4,000 square 
yards of Sprague Street; 1,600 square yards of Walter Street ; 
and 1,150 square yards of Warren Avenue were rebuilt with 
gravel, making a total of 25,700 square yards of gravel re- 
surfacing. 

Edgestone:—The following edgestone has been set during 
the year: 97 feet on Hyde Park Avenue, 131 feet on West 
River Street, 40 feet on East River Street, 66 feet on Win- 
throp Street, 23 feet on Readville Street, 109 feet on Harvard 
Avenue, 80 feet on Glenwood Avenue, 12 feet on Green Street, 
40 feet on Westminster Street, 120 feet on Dell Avenue, 50 
feet on Central Avenue, and we have reset: 100 feet on East 
River Street, 100 feet on West River Street, 79 feet on Hyde 
Park Avenue, 37 feet on Lexington Avenue, 258 feet on 
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Childs Street, 27 feet on Sunnyside Street, 39 feet on Franklin 
Street, making a total of 768 feet of edgestone set, and 640 
feet reset during the year. 

Paving :—We have paved in lineal feet of gutter during the 
last year as follows: 580 feet on Childs Street, 60 feet on 
Gordan Avenue, 200 feet on Harvard Avenue, 403 feet on 
Business Street, 150 feet on Williams Avenue, 150 feet.on 
Hyde Park Avenue, 80 feet on Franklin Street; and we have 
repaved: 125 feet on Webster Square, 100 feet on Milton 
Street, 60 feet on Milton Avenue, making a total of 1,908 
lineal feet paved, and 285 lineal feet repaved. 

Street Cleaning :—The cleaning of streets and catch basins 
during the past year cost $4,938.36, and there were removed 
369 double loads and 4,064 single loads of refuse from the 
streets, or about 3,256 cubic yards. 

Snow and Ice :—Removal of snow and ice cost us $2,054.84. 

Fences :—We have constructed during the year about 500 
feet of fence and repaired about 500 feet. 

Street Openings :—146 permits were issued during the year, . 
allowing various parties and corporations to open up our 
streets. 

Bridge Repairs :—Cost of repairs made to various bridges 
in town has been $1,835.03. 

Stone Crusher:—We have expended at the crusher plant 
during the year $2,703.06, and have crushed 3,100 tons of 
stone. 

Cross-walks :—We have put down during the year in lineal 
feet, cross-walks as follows: Hilton and West Streets 26 feet, 
at Hyde Park Avenue and Mason Street 26 feet, at Busi- — 
ness and West River Streets 49 feet, at Hyde Park 
Avenue and Glenwood Avenue 26 feet, at Hillside and West — 
River Streets 26 feet, on Dell Avenue and Central Avenue 75 
feet, at Webster and Harvard Avenue 26 feet, at Cleveland 
and West River Streets 26 feet, Wilton Street and Hyde Park 
Avenue 26 feet, Metropolitan Avenue and East River Street 
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36 feet, Winthrop Street 26 feet, Providence and*Westminster 
Streets 26 feet, Arlington and East River Streets 36 feet; a 
total of 277 lineal feet of cross-walk put down. 


Street Watering :—Cost of street watering the past year 
was $3,606.28. First watering of streets March 23, 1907, and 
continued until October 26, 1907. 


Ashes and Garbage:—During the year we have collected 
4,650 loads of ashes at a cost of (labor only) about 65 cents 
per load. There were collected by the town teams 7,993 cans 
of swill at a gross cost (labor only) of about 27 cents per can, 
and it is estimated that the private contractors, who collected 
the swill in one portion of the town for a part of the year, 
collected about 3,000 cans. 

Catch Basins:—There have been built during the year 13 
new catch basins as follows: 2 at Huntington Avenue; 1 on 
Glenwood Avenue; 1 on West River Street; 1 on Williams 
Avenue; 2 on Readville Street; 3 on Dell Avenue; 2 on Blake 
Street; 1 on Hyde Park Avenue; and 3 catch basins have 
been rebuilt, namely 1 on Williams Avenue; 1 on Glenwood 
Avenue; and 1 on Perkins Avenue. Total number of catch 
basins in town at the present time is 105. 

__ Sidewalks :—During the year there were about 5,000 feet 
of sidewalk built and 2,000 feet resurfaced. 

Street Signs:—During the year 80 new street signs have 
been put up on street corners.

REPORT OF BOARD OF ENGINEERS OF 
THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Hyde Park, Mass., January 31, 1908. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: The Board of Fire Engineers herewith present 
their annual report for the year ending January 31, 1908. 
There has been an increase in the number of alarms the past 
year but no serious fires have occurred.

It is with sincere sorrow and regret that we record the 
first serious accident in this department, causing the death of 
- one of our drivers and one of the oldest members of the de- 
partment, Mr. Frederick A. Hawley, driver of Hose 3, who 
was killed, while answering a false alarm, on September 13th. 
A faithful member of the department, always ready and will- 
ing. 


With the completion of our new Central Fire Station, the 
center of the town has all the station it will ever require, and 
the other sections of the town should have attention as soon 
as possible. We would again call attention to the necessity of 
increasing the number of permanent men so that all still alarms 
may be answered quickly, without having to wait for the call 
men. 

Our fire alarm system has proved satisfactory the past year, 
every alarm having registered correctly at the Central Station, 
so that no delay has occurred in getting out as soon as the 
alarm was received. This has enabled the Department to do 
good work and keep the loss small. 
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The Department has responded to 134 alarms during the 
past year, 61 bell, 73 still, 13 no school, 4 false, 1 in Milton, — 
and 3 in Dedham. We have traveled 827 miles, laid 18,000 
feet of hose, 17,000 feet of chemical hose, raised 3,100 feet 
of ladders, and used 8,000 gallons of chemicals. At 87 fires 
we have used the chemical engine only.

We have added two new boxes this year, one on Wood 
Avenue, and one at the Locomotive Works at Readville, 
which is a special box owned by the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R. 
We have purchased two miles of wire and have kept the sys- 
tem in repair. We would again recommend more boxes, as 
there are several sections which are poorly protected, and 
every second counts at the beginning of a fire. We would 
also recommend several more hydrants as there are several 
places where they are much too far apart. The list sub- 
mitted to the Selectmen and Water Commissioners by the 
Board of Engineers should be attended to as soon as possible. 

We have repaired and changed the house at Readville to 
accommodate the two-horse hose wagon and the extra man, 
but arrangements should be made as soon as possible to secure 
a lot of land and build a new house that will accommodate a 
truck as well as the hose wagon, so that that important section 
of the town will be more fully protected than it is at the 
present time. 

The apparatus now consists of four two-horse hose 
wagons, one chemical engine, one ladder truck, two five-gallon 
hand chemical tanks, two three-gallon chemical tanks, eight 
horses, nine sets of double swinging harness, one single har- 
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ness, 5,000 feet of good hose, 250 feet of chemical hose, one 
Eastman Deluge Set, a complete, new Gamewell Fire Alarm 
equipment, storage battery, fifty-two fire-alarm boxes, forty 
call bells on tapper circuit, thirty-seven miles of wire, with the 
furniture in both stations, all in good condition. 

The work of the Department for the past year has been up 
to the ustial standard and has been highly satisfactory to the 
Board of Engineers, and we sincerely hope to the citizens of 
the town. The Board of Engineers wish to extend their most 
hearty thanks to the entire Department for their faithful work, 
to the Board of Selectmen for their many favors, and to the 
citizens of the town for the new Central Station and equip- 
ment, which is second to none in the state. 

The Department now consists of Chief Engineer, perman- 
ent, two Assistant Engineers, seven permanent men and thirty- 
six call men, making a total of forty-six members.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF WATER 
COMMISSIONERS, 


To the Citizens of Hyde Park: 


We have the honor to present herewith the first annual © 
report of the Board of Water Commissioners for the eleven 
months ending January 31, 1908. 

At the annual town election held on March 4, 1907, the first 
Board of Water Commissioners were elected to hold office as 
follows: 

Alonzo W. Dunbar until the expiration of three years from 
the next succeeding annual town meeting. 

Robert B. Campbell until the expiration of two years from the 
next succeeding annual town meeting. 

William W. Lewis until the expiration of one year from the 
next succeeding annual town meeting. 

The Commission organized choosing William W. Lewis as 
chairman and Robert B. Campbell as secretary. 

On December 26, 1906, the town voted to buy the franchise, 
property, and rights of the Hyde Park Water Co. On March 
16, 1907, a letter was addressed to the Hyde Park Water Co. 


Stating that the Commissioners desired a conference with the 
officers of the Water Company with a view to arrange for 


the actual transfer of the Company’s property to the town. 

On March 30, 1907, a reply was received from the president 
of the Company declining to deliver possession until the price 
to be paid by the town had been ascertained and paid. 

The matter of taking possession of the works was then 
referred to the counsel representing the town. At present the 
Hyde Park Water Co. is managing the works pending a final 
settlement. Anything out of the ordinary routine business is, 
however, referred by counsel to the Commission for their 
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action. During the year two small matters, such as changing 
hydrant location and one extension of the mains were so re- 
ferred and acted on. 

Under date of July 31, 1907, word was received from the 
Board of Selectmen that Rooms 9 and 10,. Union Block, had 
been assigned to the Board of Water Commissioners. 

The special town meeting held on January 2, 1908, appro- 
priated $200 for furniture and supplies for the office of the 
Board of Water Commissioners. The smaller of the two 
rooms assigned is now being furnished as a Commissioners 
room. It is planned to use the larger room for the general 
business of the department. It will be furnished, when required 
for the actual management of the works.

FOURTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE PARK COMMISSION 


An addition to the duties of our Commission was made in 
June, 1907, at which time we were notified by the Board of 
Selectmen that all public squares and parks within the limits 
of the town be turned over to our Commission for future con- 
trol and management: also the duty of seeing that the same 
are kept in proper condition. This is in compliance with the 
Revised Laws which place the control of such open squares 
and parks within the jurisdiction of Park Boards, and the 
list of such open places is as follows: 


Meigs Memorial Park 

Base Ball Park at the head of Sunnyside Street 

Wolcott Square Green, Readville 

Greenwood Square Green, Greenwood Square 

Webster Square Green, Webster Square 

Green at junction of Metropolitan Avenue and Beacon Street 
Green at junction of Highland Street and Milton Avenue 
Green at junction of Williams Avenue and Prospect Street 


At Camp Meigs we have been much troubled by the lawless- 
ness of people crossing the grounds in any direction, without 
regard to the walks laid out and marked, often making deep 
and irregular paths, and giving the park a slovenly appearance. 
It would seem that our people should have some respect for, 
or pride in this historic ground. We have expended on these 
public grounds the sum of $158.50 for hauling stone, for seats 
and top dressing, and repairs of fence. 

The suppression of the Gypsy Moth is still our most im- 
portant duty, as no reliance can yet be placed on foreign 
parasites for the extermination or suppression of either the 
Gypsy or Browntail pests. It does not yet seem to be under- 
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stood that your Park Commission is prosecuting this work 
under the immediate supervision of the state authorities, 
whose inspector appears on the ground often enough to keep 
well informed as to the amount of money expended and the 
work done. The State Superintendent has full power in the 
matter, and insists that certain work must be done. If the 
town does not do this work, the state authorities will do it 
with its own force at a greater expense to the town. We 
have not made, or used as large appropriations as many towns 
who have to meet similar conditions, but have been accredited 
with accomplishing more than many of them with the same 
expenditure. A serious setback the past autumn and early 
winter was caused by the appropriation being reduced by the 
town from $3,500 to $2,000, the first named sum being neces- 
sary to carry on the. work as in the previous year, and as re- 
quired by the State Superintendent, with the result that prac- 
tically all work had to be abandoned for more than a month 
in the most important part of the year. 
We append the report of our local superintendent of the 

work.

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To the Board of Park Commissioners. 


Gentlemen :—I submit herewith my report on the suppres- 
sion of the gypsy and brown-tail moths from January 31, 
1907 to January 31, 1908. 

During the winter and spring of 1906-07, the entire town 
was thoroughly scouted for egg-clusters of the gypsy moth, 
with the following result. 

Two hundred and ninety-seven colonies of this moth were 
found distributed fairly over the town—the heaviest infesta- 
tion being on the northerly side, in the Hazelwood and 
Clarendon Hills sections, while Readville in the extreme south- 
erly end, was found to be comparatively free from the pest. 

These two hundred and ninety-seven colonies contained 
one thousand, one hundred and three egg clusters, which 
were all destroyed when found. About three-fourths of this 
infestation was in the residential sections of the town. 

Considerable clearing was found necessary to prepare the 
colonies for burlapping, and on account of these colonies, 
twenty thousand, six hundred and eighty-five trees were bur- 
lapped. The trees along the streets throughout the town, 
numbering four thousand, seven hundred and eighty-six, were 
also burlapped, making a total of twenty-five thousand, four 
hundred and seventy-one burlapped trees which were closely 
watched and the burlaps frequently turned throughout the 
summer. 

Twenty-six thousand, seven hundred and ten larvae and 
pupae were destroyed under these burlaps during the sum- 
mer; larvae being found as late as August 27th, and pupae 
as late as August 30th. Many hundred were also killed by 
private owners in colonies on their own grounds. Spraying was 
found necessary in a number of instances, but the principal 
dependence was put upon the burlap method, as was the 
case last year. 

A number of new colonies, mostly small, were located late 
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in the season, and everything possible done to exterminate 
them. mye 

Most of the colonies throughout the town were small ones. 
The most serious one found was the Ewell colony near 
Clarendon Hills square. Here about two hundred egg clusters 
were found, mostly about the ground on rubbish and old 
lumber, and between the floor boards of a partly demolished 
building. This place was sprayed early in the season and 
later about five or six thousand larvae destroyed. — 

Another colony on Elm street contained about thirty egg 
clusters, none of which were found and destroyed, as they 
were all below snow line on our inspection of that territory. 
This proved quite a troublesome colony, being confined al- 
most entirely to rose bushes, and therefore hard to eradicate. 
They were found too late in the season to make spraying 
effectual. 

Another place of quite a serious nature was the edge of a 
tract of about one hundred and fifty acres, lying along the 
east boundary line between Hyde Park and Boston near Ash- 
land street and Calvary Cemetery. Thousands of clusters 
lay just across our border line, and many of the trees were 
entirely stripped during the summer. This made it particu- 
larly hard for us to hold them at this spot, but by cutting 
and burning along this border, and also burlapping a strip 
on each side of Harvard street, which runs from Ashland 
street to Hyde Park, we have succeeded in keeping them 
pretty well under control, being helped somewhat by the 
partial clearing up of the worst places along Ashland street. 

Seven hundred and twenty larvae, and four hundred and ~ 
twenty-two pupae were found along the street trees, aside 
from the colonies, showing the amount carried by travel, and _ 
the advantage of burlapping the street trees. While these — 
were scattered generally throughout the town, by far the — 
greater portion of them were picked up in the northerly and — 
easterly sections, and I am still of the opinion that much of — 


ae 
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our infestation comes from towns to the north and east of 
us, where these precautions are not taken. 

As it was voted in town meeting assembled last April, 
to have all this work done by the town, I have considered it 


as a whole and have not kept individual accounts with private 
‘property owners. This plan of work has many advantages, 


and allows much more to be accomplished in the actual sup- 
pression of the pests. No notices were sent out to property 
owners this fall thus saving an expense of about fifty dollars, 
this action being based on the supposition of the continuance 
of this plan of work. 

Three men were regularly employed throughout the sum- 
mer to attend the burlaps, and I have had one or two extra 
men for clearing work and brush cutting, as occasion required. 

The results accomplished in Grew’s Woods the previous 


_ season were made apparent in the inspection of last spring, 


when only two hundred and sixty-six egg clusters were found, 
as against four hundred and thirty-four of the previous spring 
when but a third of the territory was scouted. Nine thousand, 
eight hundred and fourteen treees were burlapped here, after 
the brush had been cut and burned, and eleven thousand, 
nine hundred and seventy-five larvae and pupae were taken 
under the burlaps. This is still the most serious proposition, 
as it is difficult to keep these pests from spreading, in a tract 
of woodland which is so much frequented in the larval season 
as are these woods. 

The Stony Brook Reservation is infested all along the 
western border of these woods, and the section immediately 
across the Boston line is infested for its entire length and no 


_ work against the moths is being done there. 


At the end of the larval season, the last of August, which 


ends the summer’s work, the street burlaps were all removed 


and burned, but contrary to the usual custom, and at the re- 


quest of the state agent, they were not removed from the 


woods or orchards, being cleaned and left on the trees to see 
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if they would be suitable for use another season. This, of 


course, is largely experimental and it is a question whether , 


it will be more economical in the end. 

The failure of the town to appropriate sufficient money at 
our last annual meeting in April to carry on the work for a 
year has proven to be poor economy. The appropriation 
made at that time to carry on the work until fall was made to 
last till about the first of November, but as the special town 
meeting was not called until January 2, 1908, the work was 
practically held up for two months. This delay, coming in a 
season when more could be accomplished than at any other 
time, has put a serious check on the work and will cause an 
ultimate expense far exceeding the amount asked for last 
April to accomplish the same results as would have been ac- 
complished with that amount, had the work been allowed to 
continue uninterrupted. 

It is expected, however, that at our coming annual meeting, 
this department will be put on the same basis as other town 
departments; unexpended balances to revert to the treasury 
at the end of the fiscal year, and provision made allowing one- 
sixth of the following year’s appropriation to be drawn upon 
to cover the expenses of the two months intervening between 
the end of the fiscal year and the annual appropriation meet- 
ing. Without doubt, appropriations for this department will 
then be made to cover the year’s work, and not for an indefi- 
nite period of time, as all previous appropriations have been 
made. This will be found to be a more practical and business- 
like method, as it is more economical; the special fall meeting 


being very indefinite and uncertain in its appearance, and 


allowing delays in the work, which are always dangerous in — 


work of this nature. 


The unusual open winter and almost entire absence of 
snow, has assisted us greatly in our winter scout for egg-— 


clusters, and while it will be impossible to accomplish the 


work that would have been done had there been no delay, 
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we hope to be able to make up for it in a large degree—our 
success depending considerably on the weather conditions 
between now and the first of April. ? 

I have now four regular inspectors employed for this scout. 
It will probably be necessary to employ one or two extra 
men for the clearing work in the early spring, depending 
on the number and condition of colonies located. Also one 
or two additional men will be needed throughout the summer 
to attend the burlaps. 

In the winter’s scout we have now covered about two- 
thirds of the residential section. Considerable territory in- 
cluding all the wooded sections of the town still remain to 
be gone over, as do also the street trees,—excepting the lower 
parts, or ground work. We continue to find scattered small 
colonies throughout the town, mostly in new locations from 
those of last year, showing conclusively the effect of sur- 
rounding conditions, as we find in the majority of cases that 
our last year’s colonies are clean. 

This must naturally be expected for several years, until our 
woods colonies are wiped out and the badly infested places 
just across our line to the north of us are cleaned up. This 
is an unfortunate condition of affairs, and makes it particu- 
larly hard for us to keep our town clean, as there is so 
much travel through all parts of the town, coming from the 
badly infested areas, that the larvae are unconsciously trans- 
ported in many ways. It will therefore require the continu- 
ance of a most vigorous campaign against these pests, if we 
desire to keep our town free from their ravages, as we have 
succeeded in doing in the past. 

The inspection of this winter has shown the Ewell colony, 


before mentioned as our most serious one of the past season, 


to be exterminated; which I think shows pretty close work 
under the existing conditions. 

‘The brown-tail moth has given us very little trouble here 
the past year, and the necessary work is done in connection 
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with that against the gypsy moth. In last winter’s scout, 
seven hundred and forty-three of the winter webs of this 
moth were cut off and burned, and during the summer there 
has been no trouble from that source. So far this winter they 
have been found in fewer numbers than last year. 

This work is all carried on under state supervision, the 
state agent outlining the work to be done, and a state inspec- 
tor following up the work about twice a week. My annual 
report has been submitted to Mr. F. A. Bates, field agent in 
charge of this division, and itemized monthly reports of ex- 
penditures are now submitted to Supt. Kirkland at the state 
office. 

The expenses of the work for the hes. year just closed 
have been $3871.41. The total amount available for the work 
being $4763.53, this leaves a balance on hand, January 31, 
1908, of $892.17. 


The work of the current year, depending largely on the ~ 


result of this winter’s scout, has been carefully figured out 


and estimates made for the year’s expenses. In all prob- © 
ability many more trees will require. burlapping than last year ~ 
—a conservative estimate being about thirty thousand. This — 
is on account of the increased number of small, scattered” 
colonies, and is in no way traceable to lack of attention to last ‘ 
year’s colonies; being, as I have before referred to, the result “ 
of the unconscious transportation of the larvae, which is one ~ 


of the most serious propositions to contend with in this work. 

The agent has gone over this matter very carefully with 
me with the intention of keeping the expenses down as low 
as possible consistent with effective work, and we have been 


very conservative in our plans and estimates. - | + 


We have figured as a result that the estimated expenses 
of the year’s work will be about $4,650.00. With the balan 
on hand of $892.00 this would require an appropriation 7 
$3758.00 and I would respectfully ask that a sum of at least 
$3700.00 be appropriated at the annual meeting to proper 
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maintain this work for the ensuing year. Mr. Bates who is 
thoroughly familiar with conditions here, has gone over this 
several times estimating-in different ways, and strongly urges 
that at least this amount will be needed to do the work as it 
should be done; and it is well known that where this is 
neglected, in every instance much larger sums are required to 
do the work, than would have been necessary had it been 
taken in time and done properly. 

The present method of carrying on this work as it is done 
in our town, Milton, Brookline, and a few others, has proven 
so successful, and so much more economical considering the 
actual suppression accomplished, that despite the fact that 
the large majority of cities and towns are doing the work 
the other way, and charging the private work to the owners, 
it seems to me by far the wisest, best and most economical 
way for all concerned, to keep these moths in suppression here. 

These pests are a public nuisance, and it is of equal benefit 
to all to have them destroyed wherever they may be. The 
worst infestations are liable to be on the property of a per- 
son who is not in the slightest degree to blame for there being 
there, and he should not, therefore, be compelled to stand 
the expense of removing them. When the money is appropri- 
ated by the town from the general fund, its equal proportion 
falls on all property owners alike, provided the land is as- 
sessed as it should be. Each bears his own part of the ex- 
pense, and all share alike in the benefit for the common good. 

It cannot be denied that a trained force of men can go 
through all the property and do the necessary work in a 
better and cheaper way than it can be done by being left to 
the property owners to do. Furthermore if the work is 
charged up, the town can only collect according to law, an 
amount equal to one-half of one per cent. of the assessed 
valuation of the property on which the work is done. In 
nearly every case the most expensive of our colonies to erad- 
icate have been on land of low valuation and with no buildings 
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thereon. It is only natural from the workings of these moths 
that such would be the case, and in all such colonies, by far 
the greater portion of the expenses must necessarily be borne 
by the town, as the cost of taking proper care of them far 
exceeds the amount which can be collected. 

Again, the work, if left to the property owners is, in but a 
comparatively few cases properly done. Many attempt it, and 
by doing it wrongly or only partially doing it, cause more 
harm than good. If in charge of one force, the superintend- 
ent may know at all times the state of infestation throughout 
the town, and govern his work accordingly. If a colony 
springs up in a particularly dangerous locality he can take 
extra precautions to stamp it out at once, as was done last 
year in the Ewell colony. This is a good example, as the 
necessary work on this colony covered land owned by several 
parties, and such work would not have been done had it been 
left to the owners to do. 

If the work is charged up as the law provides, the owners 
must be given a chance to do their own work. There are 
also many other items of clerical work and unnecessary ac- 
counts which would have to be kept in this way of doing the 
work, which are not now in our present method. It seems 
to me our object should be to keep these pests down as much 
as possible wherever they are, and every dollar possible of the 
amount appropriated, put into actual suppression work. 

This, I believe, can only be accomplished when work is 
done along the present lines, and I have entered somewhat 
fully into this matter, as I know it has been in the minds of 
some to change over the plan of work here, thinking the other 
way less expensive for the town, but I sincerely hope that 
this will not be done. 

To prove that the other method of work has not been 
fully satisfactory in the towns where it has been done ac- 
cording to the present laws, is the fact that there is a bill 
coming up before the state legislature to have all work on 
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private property done by the cities and towns, which is the 
same method as we are now carrying on the work here. 

This method need not interfere in the slightest, however, 
with property owners assisting us in our work. All informa- 
tion and help possible is always cheerfully given by the state 
or town forces, and the owners may be of a great deal of 
assistance by keeping their trees in proper shape, cutting 
down worthless brush, and decaying trees, blocking up holes 
in their trees, and doing such other work as may be outlined 
by the local forces, for the good of the whole. In this way 
much may be done to keep down the expenses of the work. 
With such help there seems to be no reason why these pests 
should ever get the upper hand here, and it is only when 
such co-operation exists that the best results are obtainable. 

This report is accompanied by two maps; one showing 
the location of all colonies throughout the town; the other 
being a special map of Grews Woods, and showing the state 
of infestation existing there.

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FORTIETH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
OVERSEERS OF THE POOR 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hyde Park, Mass. 


The Overseers of the Poor respectfully submit their report 
for the fiscal year ending January 3lst, 1908. In reviewing 
the work of the year we find many lessons to be drawn from 
our experience, of value to us as public servants, of interest 
to you as citizens, not only in the proper distribution of the 
public funds but its effect on the well being and morals of 
those who are recipients of this charity. The thorough in- 
vestigation of each case as it comes before us, involving fre- 
quent visits to the home, that we may know conditions, visits 
to places beyond our limits and quite often long correspond- 
ence, by a continual going over and over all cases in hand, we 
keep in constant touch with every one and obtain the informa- 
tion we seek. In the conduct of the business, we have pro- 
ceeded on strict business lines, but at no time have we lost 
sight of the fact that the worthy poor need our fullest sympathy 
and most courteous treatment. That no one may suffer un- 
justly, the benefit of the least doubt is given, until the real 
facts are revealed, and while deception is sometimes practised, 
evasive answers are made to questions and utter ignorance as 
to simple events, displayed, as a rule we find applicants well- 
meaning and honest. By applying business methods, good 
common sense and a close study of human nature, we believe 
that some of the so-called poverty would disappear. On the 
7th of March, 1907, the Board organized, re-electing its offi- 
cers and re-appointing Dr. John A. Morgan as Town Physician 


and Franklin C. Graham as Town Undertaker. You will find 


in the Overseers’ report of last year an unexpended balance 
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of $1.23 which was credited on our books to the Town, leaving 
us with no funds. As the Annual Appropriation Meeting was 
not held until the 10th of April following, we were thus forced 
to draw on the Town Treasurer, as provided in the Town By- 
Laws, for a sum equal to 1-6th of the amount of last year’s 
appropriation which was $1,333.33, and which would come out 
of what ever sum might be appropriated at the delayed Town 
Meeting. 

NEW ROOMS. 


In our last Annual Report we called attention to the neces- 
sity of providing proper quarters for the Overseers, and in | 
July we received notice from the Board of Selectmen that 
Room 8 of the town offices was assigned to us. We have 
furnished the room in a simple manner and at small expense, 
and although not large enough for all our needs, is a decided 
improvement, and the wisdom of this change is already ap- 
parent. . 


PAUPER. 


On account of complaints made to us we wish to say, that 
it is a shame that this word should be applied to those who are 
compelled to ask aid from the town, and he or she who applies 
it should remember the golden rule. 


CASES OE POY tae 


The causes of poverty are many, but the chief, directly and — 
indirectly, is intemperance. Many of the cases of Pneumonia, — 
Grippe, and Rheumatism and accidents reported to us, upon 
investigation, have been found to be caused directly or indi-— 
rectly by a too free use of alcoholic drinks. Laziness and de- 
sertion figure to some extent and are found to be close com- 
panions of intemperance. 4 

Eliminated, the causes might be reduced to genuine mis- 
fortune and sickness from natural causes. ook

DESERTIONS. 


Of all the cases we have had to deal with, desertion of wife 
and children werethe hardest and most pitiful, but with the 
aid of an efficient police we have been so far successful, as to 
have it very well understood that there is no safe abiding place 
within the limits of this town at least, for such offenders. 


FILIAL DEVOTION. 


In this enlightened age when the spirit of humanity pre- 
vails throughout the universe as it never has before, it is sad 
to know that any man would desert the mother who bore him, 
in her time of need. 

The cry of the aged, “there is no place in this wide world 
for me,” will rise to heaven, and a just God will answer, in 
his way and time. 


MAINTENANCE. 


By the system of accounting planned and adopted by us 
March, 1906, we can determine the expense of maintaining 
each person and family in a few moments, and discover any 
tendency to wastefulness or extravagance, and whether or not 
their calls for necessities of life are warranted, our aim being 
to make them economical, self reliant and self sustaining. 

The increase in the cost of food supplies has had no material 
effect, while the increase in the cost of fuel has added slightly 
to the expense. 

Fospital cases have largely increased, but goodly portion 
has been repaid by other cities and towns. The cost of board- 
ing some of our charges increased on account of necessary 
changes and advancing age, when more care and attention is 
needed, and sickness in the families has been of the ordinary 


kind. 
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OMISSION OF NAMES. 


In regard for the feelings of those who are so unfortunate 
to ask the aid of the town, we again omit the publication of 
names, but may at any time deem it of sufficient importance 
to do so. . 


SETTLEMENTS. 


The hardest and most important work of the Overseers is 
to determine the legal settlement of every applicant. This 
often necessitates many inquiries, long search among records 
of years long passed, visits to other cities and towns and much 
correspondence. The work constitutes in a measure a history 
and is so termed. 

This work if intelligently performed consumes valuable time 
and necessitates expense, and the benefits accruing from a finan- 
cial standpoint are all important. The expense of any person 
aided by the town whose settlement is proven elsewhere, can 
be re-claimed, the expense of any person residing elsewhere and 
whose legal settlement is claimed here, if not proven to the 
contrary or goes by default, must be paid by the town. 

The importance of this work can be better understood per- 
haps, when we say that the cost of supporting some of our 
charges, has run into the hundreds and even thousands of 
dollars. 

The Overseers desire to do this work for the best interests 
of the town but are prevented by conditions over which they 
have no control, and by an inadequate compensation.

On April 16th, 1907, the committee met and effected a 
permanent organization by the choice of Francis W. Darling — 
as chairman and William E. Norwood as secretary. 

The labors of the committee are necessarily confined to a 
short period before each town meeting as the various articles 
to appear in the warrant are not usually prepared and avail- 
able for the committee’s use until ten days or two weeks before 
the meeting. 
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This year we have had two town-meetings in January, 
one warrant containing twenty-seven articles and the other 
three articles. These were both very important meetings, 
the various articles carrying large appropriations. Your com- 
mittee held ten meetings for the consideration of the articles 
in these two warrants. These meetings were largely attended 
and every article was carefully considered. We have been 
pleased to note the almost universal acceptance of our recom- 
mendations by the citizens. 

The holding of a town meeting as late as January 29 
is very unusual and as material for publication in the Town 
Report must be handed in, under the by-laws by February 5, 
the time between these two dates, five week days, was ob- 
viously inadequate for the committee to consider carefully 
the department appropriations for the ensuing fiscal year. We 
realize the necessity of careful scrutiny of the requirements of 
all departments this year. An increase in our tax rate seems 
inevitable but it should be made as small as possible. We are 
not yet in’ possession of any reliable information as to the 
amounts which will be needed for metropolitan charges and 
for state and county taxes. These will not probably be less 
in the aggregate and may be more than last year. 

So far as shown by the reports of our sub-committees thus 
far, all town departments will co-operate with us in effect- 
ing such economies as are consistent with efficient manage- 
ment of town affairs. 

During the next few weeks, the committee will be able to 
devote sufficient time to the consideration of the annual ap- 
propriations and will give the results of its deliberations to 
the citizens before the town meeting.

REPORT OF TREE WARDEN 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen. 

Gentlemen:—I submit herewith my report of the Tree 
Warden work from January 31, 1907 to January 31, 1908. 
As in the year previous, but very little systematic trimming 
could be accomplished, owing to the small amount of money 
available for this work. | 

There have been many calls for trimming where branches 
or dead limbs have caused inconvenience or damage to pri- 
vate property, or where they have threatened the safety of 
pedestrians. These have all been investigated and attended 
to. Trees have been trimmed, cavities cemented, or wounds 
treated on the following streets:—Hyde Park avenue, Gordon 
avenue, Perkins avenue, Summer street, Thompson street, 
Sunnyside street, Huntington avenue, Dell avenue, Williams 
avenue, Pierce street, East River street, Albion street, Web- 
ster street, Water street and Beacon street. 

On these first six named streets the work was taken up in 
regular order, going right through the street and doing the 
most necessary work on each tree. The last street to be 
taken in this manner was Hyde Park avenue, beginning at 
the Boston line and working toward the center of the town. 
Here the trees were in very bad shape, and much trimming — 
and removing of dead wood had to be done. The trees were 
cleaned up in. this way for a short distance when the work 
had to be given up on account of the lack of funds. 

Anyone must realize, on considering this matter, that the 
meager amount of $250.00, which is all that has been available 
for actual work in this department, will do but little in this” 
kind of work; which must necessarily be slow and careful,

requiring a knowledge of the trees and their conditions— 
else more harm will be done than good. Many a fine tree 
has been permanently injured and disfigured simply by care- 
less and improper trimming. 

Many of our trees at the present time are badly in need 
of a thorough going-over to put them in a proper and healthy 
condition. Many others are dying from various causes and 
should be removed; as besides being unsightly and valueless 
for shade or ornament, they are a menace to the public safety. 

The many wires passing through our street trees—princi- 
pally the electric light wires—cause a great deal of damage. 
This has been alleviated to some extent when notice has been 
given of the trouble, but until the Electric Light Company 
can be induced to use more up-to-date methods in the pro- 
tecting and insulating of their wires where they come in con- 
tact with the trees, the damage will still go on. There is 
absolutely no excuse for thus injuring the-trees,—and it has 
been done to an alarming extent—as there are numerous 
and practical devices on the market for proper protection of 
the limbs and the holding of the wires. These may be seen in 
use in Milton, Dedham, Randolph, and other towns about, 
and there is no reason why they should not be used here. 

If the townspeople care anything about our trees and wish 
to preserve them for the future they should no longer be 
neglected as they have been in the past, but should be put in 
proper shape and then kept so,—weeding out the useless ones, 
and replacing them with new growth. 

This cannot be done for $250.00. At least $1,000.00 should 
be made available for this work if really practical results 
‘are to be accomplished. Other towns about us are spending 
much larger sums on this work every year. 

I have not removed any trees the past year, as I have con- 
sidered it my duty to use the money for the trimming and 
other necessary work, which seemed to me more imperative 
for the public good. More than half the amount of the money 
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appropriated would be required to remove the trees for which 
I now have applications. 

During the past year I have received applications for the 
removal of fifteen trees, and after carefully considering the 
existing conditions, and holding a public hearing on the same, 
as required by law, I have granted permission for the re- 
moval of twelve of them. 

Permission was granted the American Tel. and Tel. Co. to 
trim the trees along the line of their wires on Hyde Park 
avenue and Business street, this being done under my super- 
vision. I also supervised the trimming done for the Police 
signal wires in various parts of the town. In both these 
cases, I allowed only slight trimming; in some instances in the 
latter case, requiring the position of the wires to be changed, 
rather than to trim in such a manner as to injure the trees. 

A heavy storm in the nature of a cyclone, swept through our 
town on October 8, uprooting a number of trees and seriously 
damaging many more. The fine large willow tree which 
for so many years has adorned our public library grounds, 
was uprooted in this storm, and had to be removed. 

The elm-leaf beetle has again caused considerable damage 
to many of our elms, practically defoliating them in some in- 


stances. As was mentioned in my last year’s report, the 


most practical method of combatting these pests is by spraying 
the trees with arsenate of lead early in June, and it seems a 
pity that this could not be done. Thousands of the larvae, 
or slugs, of these beetles were destroyed by us later, under the 
burlap bands, in our inspections for the gypsy moth larvae. 
Much good may be done in this way when it is too late for 
spraying, and the larvae which collect in such quantities 
under the burlaps and about the base of the trees, may readily 
be collected and destroyed with strong soap suds or hot water. 
Many of the property owners sufficiently interested themselves 
in the trees in front of their residences to do this daily dur- 
ing the larval season and their efforts in this line have been 
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appreciated. The principal dependence, however, must be put 
on spraying if the foliage of the trees is to be preserved. The 
town of Milton has to spray its elms on account of this pest 
every year, last year spending $1200.00 for this work alone. 
Dedham has also sprayed for the same reason for several 
years past. 

I wish to again call attention to the matter of hitching 
horses to street trees, or allowing them to stand where they 
can eat off the bark or otherwise injure the tree. This is a 
practice of some persons, and has become by far too common; 
in many.cases resulting in irreparable damage to the tree. 
There are state laws prohibiting this, and the violation of 
them is made subject to a fine not exceeding $100.00 for each 
offence, the owners of the horses being held liable for the 
damage done. Similar laws apply to the cutting or otherwise 
injuring of trees; and no person has any right to cut or trim 
a town tree except the tree warden or his deputies, without 
permission in writing from the tree warden. 

Linemen and horse owners would do well to take notice 
of these laws, and they should be rigidly enforced if our trees 
are to be allowed to grow properly and be of any value for 
shade and ornament along our public highways. 

In the matter of improving the lighting system in our 
town, the trees are one of the most important items to be 
considered in the placing of the lights where they will do the 
most good. This matter is soon to come up, and I hope that 
those having it in charge will give.due consideration to the 
preserving of the trees. Many lights are now so placed as 
to be of very little value when the trees are in foliage. I 
have trimmed where practical, with this thought in mind, 
alleviating the trouble to some extent; but in many cases the 
removal of whole trees would be required before any real 
benefit was obtained, when the slight changing of the position 
of the light would accomplish the desired result. In a heavily 
shaded street, lights should be suspended across the street, 
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and hung in the center, low enough to shine beneath the 
branches, and not as many of them now are, placed on the 
sidewalk, fastened to a high pole, and almost completely sur- 
rounded by a network of branches. 

If gas is to be substituted for electricity it will be necessary 
to use great care in the digging of the trenches for the pipes 
so as not to injure the trees by the cutting of large roots. 
Escaping gas is also very disastrous to trees, and there are 
many instances of their being killed by it two years after 
the leakage has been stopped, as the gas permeates the soil 
to such an extent, and remains in the ground so long—I hope 
this fact may also be considered in the lighting question. 
Nearly every tree along Readville street has been killed or 
is now dying, as the result of gas, or, from the effects of a 
drain being put through the street several years ago. One of 
them, a large elm standing in the square near the Damon 
school was one of the largest and finest elms which we had 
in the town.

REPORT OF FOREST WARDEN 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen. 


Gentlemen :—As I was not appointed to the office of Forest 
Warden until early in the fall of last year, and as this is a 
new office for this town, and a comparatively new one through- 
out the state, there is but little to report on this work. 

At the request of the State Forester, notices calling atten- 
tion to the forest fire laws, were posted in conspicuous places 
throughout the town. 

The duties of this office are principally to prevent the spread 
of forest fires on either public or private property throughout 
the town, and to prevent the unlawful setting of fires any- 
where in the open within the town limits. 

There are also other duties; as ascertaining the value of 
timberland on wooded tracts, the reforesting of waste lands, 
and ascertaining the prevalence and extent of insect pests or 
diseases injurious to forest trees; reports on all of these sub- 
jects to be made to the State Forester as often as requested 
by him. 

Forestry, though yet in its infancy in this country, is rap- 
idly coming to the front as one of the most important and 
practical, as well as one of the most Pee problems be- 
fore the American public. 

Much has been recently said and written on this subject 
to arouse the public sentiment throughout the state, and the 
recent stringent laws regarding the setting of fires has done 
much to assist in the preservation of our fast diminishing 
wooded tracts throughout the state. 

I wish to call the attention of our residents to the following 
section of these laws, which is to be rigidly enforced: 
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“No fire shall be set in the open air between the first day 
of April and the first day of October, unless by the written 
permission of the forest warden. ‘The forest warden shall 
cause public notice to be given of the provisions of this sec- 
tion, and shall enforce the same. Whoever violates the pro- 
visions of this section shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars, to be divided equally between the 
complainant and the town, or by imprisonment for not more 
than one month, or by both such fine and imprisonment.” — 
(Extract from Revised Laws 32, Section 24.) 


It is hoped that this will prevent the careless setting of 
brush fires, and that the people will interest themselves and 
do what they can to co-operate in the enforcement of these 
laws, which are for the best good of all CONGEST

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


To the Honorable, The Board of Selectmen of the Town of 
Hyde Park, Mass. 


Gentlemen: I hereby submit to you the following report 
of my work as Inspector of Animals for the year ending 
January 31, 1908. 

Glanders :—During the year there were reported eight (8) 
cases of horses having symptoms which indicated that they 
were suffering from this disease. Upon investigation four (4) 
of these horses were killed and the other four (4) were found 
not to be infected. 

Inspection :—On October 1, instructions were received from 
the Massachusetts Cattle Bureau to make a complete inspec- 
tion of all neat-cattle, sheep, and swine within the town. This 
inspection, as ordered each year, is made with reference to the 
existence of contagious disease. To the general physical con- 
dition of food-producing animals and the cleanliness and san- 
itary condition of the premises in which they are housed. 
During this inspection twenty (20) premises were visited and 
seventy-nine (79) cows found, none of these cows showed 
evidence of tuberculosis, and all were found in good physical 
condition, and the majority of stables in which they were kept 
reasonably clean, well lighted and ventilated and provided with 
suitable drainage. 

Rabies :—There have been several cases reported to me of 
dogs having symptoms of rabies, but upon investigation none 
were found to be suffering from this disease. 

In October a case was reported to me by the police, of a 
butcher exposing and offering for sale meat that had not been 
inspected. This case was prosecuted and the party found 
guilty.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


To the Citizens of Hyde Park: 


We have the honor to present to you the following report 
of the work of the Board for the year ending January 31, 1908. 


MORTALITY. 


During the fiscal year there were 3 deaths from diphtheria, 
3 from scarlet fever, 1 from whooping cough, 3 from cerebro- 
spinal meningitis, 21 from tuberculosis, 1 from typhoid fever. 
Among other diseases 22 died from pneumonia and 13 deaths 
resulted from accidents. The number of deaths from all 
causes reported to this Board was 180, not including 21 still 
births. This number of deaths with an estimated population of 
_ 14,492 gives a death rate of 13.89 per 1,000 inhabitants. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASE. 


The following table will show the number of cases of 
contagious disease reported to the Board during the year of 
1907. Comparison with the table of 1906 shows a large 
decrease in the total number of cases, but where last year’s 
table showed 142 cases of measles, this year there were but 10. 
Nineteen hundred and seven shows an increase of 23 cases of 
diphtheria, and 17 cases of scarlet fever over last year. 
The increase in diphtheria being accounted for by the large 
number reported in April, the source of infection being a Milton 
dairy. Five of the scarlet fever cases were traceable to one 
case not reported to the board, the child being so slightly 
ill no physician was called. How many other cases came from 
this source we are unable to say. 

We would again urge upon parents the importance of con- 
sulting a physician early in any suspicious or sudden illness

We again remind our — 
citizens that we fumigate any room or house previously occu- 
pied by a case of consumption.

261 rooms and 2 hacks have been fumigated with formalde- 
hyde gas, including two large school rooms. This is a large 
increase over last year but is accounted for by the amount 
of fumigating now being done in cases of tuberculosis (con- 
sumption).

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ASSESSORS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Hyde Park: 


The work of the assessors for the past year has been one 
of earnest effort to arrange a system which shall be com- 
plete and easy of access, giving a correct record of the valua- _ 
tions and property owners of our town. | 

To carry out this idea each individual item has been placed 
on a separate card with full description, giving owner’s name, ~ 
street, and lot numbers, where they can be obtained. These 
cards are arranged by streets and give a chance of compari- 
son, which has never been had before. Over four thousand 
cards have been filled in for this purpose, and a case obtained 
for filing them. All who have seen this system have expressed 
themselves as pleased with the working of it. ; 


A thorough canvass was made for the poll tax payers. 
These have also been arranged on cards giving name, res- 
idence, age, occupation, owner of house, residence previous 
year, number in family, whether liable to poll tax, or militia, 
owner of horses, cows or dogs. Over four thousand of these 
cards also have been written and arranged in alphabetical or- 
der, giving a complete list of all men in town. In connection 
with obtaining these names we would call attention to Chaptet 
12, Section 33, of the Revised Laws.of Massachusetts, whic 
reads as follows: “Keepers of taverns and boarding houses 
and masters and mistresses of dwelling houses, shall upon” 
application of an assessor of the city or town in which thet 
house is situated, give the names of all persons residing ther 
in who are liable to be assessed for taxes. Every such keepe 
master or mistress refusing to give such information, or kno 
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ingly giving false information, shall be punished by a fine of 
twenty dollars for each offence.” 


Owing to the changes that have been made, we feel that the 
work has been more satisfactory this year than ever before, 
and we are still looking for suggestions that will help in accu- 
racy and efficiency. Our aim is fairness to individuals and 
justice to the town. 


In the reports for the last two years of the advisory board, 
and also of the assessors, attention has been called to the need 
of plans and maps of the town.. This need still exists, as al- 
most nothing has been accomplished in that line. This matter 
should be placed in the hands of some competent person who 
can push the work to an early completion. 


We need very much a large map of the town, copies of 
which would be useful to other departments ; also the different 
sections of the town laid into lots with area and lot numbers. 
The latest publication we have is an atlas nine years old 

. and very inaccurate. We would indorse the suggestion of the 
Town Engineer that the town be divided into four sections and 
plans, large enough for hanging upon walls, be made from 
drawings already in hand, which would give lots and numbers 
and dimensions. These could be made in about three months, 
at a cost of about five hundred dollars, and would be of great 
use to us the coming year. 


We received a visit from the First Assistant Tax Commis- 
sioner, Mr. A. B. Fales, of Somerville, who is making an official 
Visitation to all cities and towns. He expressed himself as 
much pleased with what he saw and said that Hyde Park was 
up with the best in method and work. 


Owing to the increase in State and Metropolitan Taxes, and 
an amount raised for the payment of interest on the Sewer 
Bonds above the regular appropriation, we had over twenty- 
three thousand five hundred dollars more to raise this year 
K than last, which accounts for the increased tax rate this year.

SCHOOL COMMIT TEE’S REPORT, 


To the Citizens of Hyde Park :— 


For the first time in many years death has removed a 
member of the Board. Edward S. Fellows, Esq., our Sec- 
retary, died on the first of May, after a brief illness. He was 
positive in character, active and efficient in his work as sec- 
retary and as a member of the School Committee and honest 
and sincere in the performance of his duties as a citizen. We 
wish to place upon record our deep appreciation of his worth. 

In all departments of a large and modern New England 
town, such as ours, difficult problems arise from time to time, 
and the school department is no exception to the rule. The 
demand for kindergarten methods, manual and physical train- _ 
ing, special teachers to aid in the promotion of those who have — 
not been ranked up, or to assist those who, by reason of sick- 
ness, non-attendance or other causes, have not been able to 
keep up with their classes, elective studies and a business 
course in our High School, and the manifold social duties of 
our pupils, all tend to make the problem of a modern edu- — 
cation more complex than in the days of our ancestors. 

Our citizens not having to use their surplus energy in 
building round houses and dodging Indians, or in clearing 
‘forests and spinning flax, have more time to consider the 
educational needs of their children. All not only desire but 
demand modern methods. That is right. We are living in 
the twentieth century, not the eighteenth. Our children must 
keep up with the times and sharpen their intellects to solve 
the problems which beset their generation. The tomahawk 
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question kept our ancestors busy, but it does not trouble us in 
the least. Yet, there are serious problems confronting our 
school department,—serious because they affect the welfare 
of our children and nothing can be of greater importance than 
that. Where are the parents who will not sacrifice themselves 
for their children? Surely they are not in this vicinity. 


SCHOOL PHYSICIAN. 


Shall we, in accordance with the law passed in 1906, have 
a school physician to look after the pupils and in case of con- 
tagious or infectious diseases to act promptly? ‘The School 
Committee unanimously says yes, but it costs money and that 
money must be appropriated by you. It is urged that this 
is an office recently created and really unnecessary as is proved 
by the fact that it never existed until September, 1906. Well 
meaning citizens say why do we need it. It is true the 
Pilgrim Fathers had no such officer; it is likewise true that 
they had no superintendent of schools; paid for their own text 
books and generally conducted their schools in a different 
way from what this century sanctions. The tallow dip is a 
thing of the past; we are living in the days of the electric 
light. The pupil in the little red school house on the hill 
never heard of a furnace or a steam heater, and he roasted 
on one side and shivered on the other as he stood before a 
roaring wood fire or a red hot stove. Possibly the outdoor life, 
forced upon the children by their surroundings, lessened the 
need of medical inspection. But the school committee are 
satisfied that the law saying, ‘““The school committee of every 
city and town in the Commonwealth shall appoint one or more 
school physicians, shall assign one to each public school within 
its city or town and shall provide them with all proper fa- 
cilities for the performance of their duties as prescribed in this 
act,” is a good one and we recommend that a reasonable sum 
be appropriated to comply with its provisions. ~ 
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SCHOOL INCIDENTALS. 


Our school buildings were constructed before we had town 
water or sewerage system, before the State passed laws touch- 
ing ventilation and sanitation. Some of them did not pro- 
vide the amount of light now considered essential. We have 
complied with the state laws in all respects, and one by one 
adjusted our school buildings to modern ideas, upon these 
subjects, but the Fairmount and Damon schools are reported 
to require more windows in some of the rooms. They are as 
good as they ever have been, but just the same, it is reported 
to us that their present condition is injurious to the eyes of 
the pupils occupying some of the rooms in those buildings. 
We are unwilling to bear the responsibility of injuring the 
eyes of any chld in Hyde Park, by improper lighting, but it 
costs money to put in those windows, and is an extra just 
the same as the repairs on the Damon school building were 
an extra last year. If you will give us the money, we will 
give the children more light. 


SALARIES. “a 


The question of salaries is usually difficult. Teachers de- — 
serve adequate compensation, but the financial test is what 
are our neighboring cities and towns paying,—what are our 
teachers worth to them. ag 

The State Board of Education says “Massachiisettill has 
always led in educational salaries until within ten years; 1 now 
we lag behind. We pay our normal school principals — the 
price of an assistant in several normal schools of the West, 
while their principals receive from 30 to 100 per cent. more 
than ours. There are several cities, not large nor wealthy, 
whose salaries of grade teachers are 50 per cent. higher thar 
in cities of the same size in Massachusetts, and many States 
have a minimum salary law.” via 

Hyde Park does not pay as high as most of the cities” s 1d 
towns in greater Boston. Fortunately, the amount of tl 
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salary does not determine the ability or quality of the teacher. 
We have succeeded in securing and keeping a corps of 
teachers we feel sure will bear favorable comparison with 
the teaching force of any of our neighbors. 

Shall we increase their pay out of the fullness of our hearts, 
or keep them where they are out of the emptiness of our 
pocket books? 


TEXT BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


In order to make such changes as have been recommended 
and as seem advisable an increase is necessary in the appro- 
priation for text books and supplies. 

The School Committee recognizes the necessity of economy, 
as an examination of its expenditures as compared with other 
departments of the town in recent years will prove, but the 
cost of living, of wages, of everything we buy has increased. 

There seem to be sufficient problems before us in the ordi- 
nary way, and we may be permitted to express the hope that 
no unnecessary burdens will be thrown upon us during the 
year. 

We wish to thank our local press for omitting from its 
columns anything sensational or derogatory to our schools. 
We need the co-operation of the public, especially of parents, 
to aid our schools in every way. It is decidedly harmful to 
the pupils to spread abroad any stories against the schools. The 
usefulness of a good teacher may be destroyed by the talk 
of citizens who have no intention of doing an injury. If a 
teacher deserves censure, the best way is to report to the 
Superintendent in confidence and he will investigate with 
fairness. 

In accordance with our promise, $2000 has been taken from 
incidentals and used to make repairs upon the Damon school 
building. 

It is with great regret that we have to report that George 
E. Johnson, Supt. of Schools, resigned at the close of the last 
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school year. Though he had been with us less than two 
years he made a strong uplift in educational affairs. .He had 
declined to accept one offer when the salary was much higher 
than we could afford, but the call to Pittsburg, Pa., to superin- 
tend the public play grounds and summer schools was exactly 
in the line of his tastes. We wish him every success. Horace 
L. Brittain, Ph. D., in whom we have every confidence, was 
elected as his successor. 

We do not expect much of an increase in the number of 
our pupils in our grammar and primary schools next year, and 
none whatever in the high school. 

The pupils in our schools are furnished abundant oppor- 
tunities to fit for life work or for higher education. The 
“good old times” did not compare with them. It is worth all 
it costs. The trend is upward, but the ideal is still ahead, and 
always will remain in that position. We aim in our school 
affairs to remain true to the thought expressed by our own 
poet, Longfellow, 


“To act that each tomorrow < 
Find us farther than today.”

The tenth annual report of the Superintendent of the Hyde 
Park public schools is herewith respectfully submitted.

. -IMPROVEMENTS. ) 

During the last months of Mr. George E. Johnson’s in- 
cumbency, several notable improvements were adel in t th e 
mechanical arrangements of our schools. In the sun i € 
vacation, eight new horizontal windows were put into the 
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for all purposes by from one quarter to one third, and for 
classes in writing which use the light mainly from one side, 
by one third to one half. 


Before reporting the changes made since September 1, 
1907, when the present incumbent entered upon the duties of 
superintendent, I wish to express my appreciation of the fine 
work done for the schools in the past by the School Com- 
mittee and by their educational advisor, my predecessor, Sup- 
erintendent George E. Johnson. The most important change 
in our school system made since September 1, 1907, was the 
founding of an ungraded school in the Amos Webster build- 
ing, for the instruction of pupils, living anywhere in Hyde 
’ Park, who through the effects of illness or other cause, were 
temporarily or permanently in need of more individual at- 
tention than could be given them in the grades. Results 
have justified the action of the Committee. Already five chil- 
dren have been dismissed from the ungraded school to a 
regular grade, after having made sufficient progress to war- 
rant the promotion. 


During the first term of the academic year, 1907-1908, 
teachers and superintendent have largely focused their at- 
tention on the teaching of Reading, English Language 
and English Grammar, which all concerned have recognized 
as being .especially in need of improvement. Three well 
attended teachers’ meetings have been held which discussed 
these related topics at length. During November all the 
teachers of the grades visited the schools of Newton or Brook- 
line or both with a view to observing the methods in language 
instruction there employed. As a result of discussion and 
observation, already very noticeable advance has been made 
in teaching these most important subjects of the curriculum. 

In connection with this effort to improve the reading in 
our schools, a new series of readers have been introduced and 
a new teacher’s manual has been put in the hands of every 
primary teacher to be used in conjunction with Mr. George 
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E. Johnson’s manual already in use. It is believed that the 
introduction to a greater degree than formerly of the motor 
element will vivify the first stages of teaching reading and — 
make the process much more interesting to the child. 

After reading attention has been given to writing. Teach- 
ers felt the need of a graded system of copies. Our present 
most excellent:Cadmus, while suitable for the higher grades, 
besides lacking variety of material, did not contain copies in 
a hand large enough for beginners. A new graded system 
of copy books has been adopted for use in the schools and 
will be put into general use in February, 1908. 


The physiologies now in use are to be discontinued, and. 
hereafter instruction in practical hygiene is to take a larger 
place than formerly. The syllabus of the state board will be 
taken as the basis of instruction and text books will be put 
into the hands of the teachers only. 


In the high school, new text books have been adopted in 
the history of English literature, rhetoric and geometry. 
By the appointment of a school physician, the School Com- 
mittee not only complies with the state law, but places Hyde 
Park in line with the most sane and advanced educational 
thought. The exclusion of children from the school by teacher 
or other school officer on suspicion of having contracted a 
contagious or infectious disease was at best a makeshift. The 
responsibility, except in cases of emergency, is now placed ~ 
where it should belong, upon the medical officer of the board. — 
Having chronicled the progress that has been made during 
the past year, I would like to indicate some lines which, in 
my judgment, future advances should follow. One of the 
first things, it seems to me, that the board should grapple 
with is the ie 
OVERCROWDING AND UNDERSTAFFING OF THE > 
LOWER GRADES 
which in some schools is accompanied by a meagre attend- 
ance in the upper grammar grades. 
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The accompanying diagram (A, p. 256) will show in graphic 
form the average number of pupils per teacher in the differ- 
ent grades, not the average number of children in each grade, 
since some rooms have several grades. S stands for sub- 
primary. The diagram then shows that each teacher who 
has any sub-primary pupils in her room has to teach 47 
children on the average, while the average number of pupils 
for the grade eight teacher is but 35.8. A fairer proportion 
would be 30 or less for the sub-primary, and 45, or, better, 
40 for grade eight. 


The heavy line indicates the rate of decrease in the number 
of pupils per teacher from the sub-primary to the 8th grade. 
The dotted line indicates what would probably be a fairer 
proportion of pupils for the teachers in the different grades. 

Again the number of grades per pupil is much higher in 
the lower than in the upper grades, so that primary teachers 
not only have to teach more pupils, but pupils in a greater 
number of classes. This makes the highest efficiency im- 
possible in the grades where efficiency is most imperatively 
demanded. 


@ne reason why we sometimes get slipshod writing, exe- 
crable spelling, and inaccurate work in arithmetic in the upper 
grades, is because there has not been sufficient opportunity, 
owing to lack of time, for drill in essentials in the lower 
grades. Diagram B, p. 256 presents graphically the condition 
mentioned. 


For this undesirable state of affairs I believe there is at 
hand a partial remedy which will involve little or no expense 
to the board. This remedy hinges upon an alteration in the 
status of the sub-primary classes. This change demands the 
attention of the Committee still more urgently on its own 
account.

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THE SUB-PRIMARY. 


The sub-primary was begun with the idea that its name 
suggests, but has in the process of years become a first grade 
a little below the average in scholastic results. As applied to the 
schools of Hyde Park, the word sub-primary is a misnomer and 
works injustice in two ways: first, it gives some parents the 
impression that the sub-primary is a kindergarten and leads 
to the sending of young children to school who otherwise 
would be kept at home on grounds of health; secondly, when 
a child leaves Hyde Park for another town, he is apt to be 
given a standing one year lower than he should receive, since 
we really have nine grades in Hyde Park instead of the nomi- 
nal eight. 

The Committee might deal with the matter in any one of 
four ways. 


I. The present system might be continued virtually as it 
is, simply renumbering the grades, calling the sub-primary 
_ the first grade; and so on through the series, the ninth grade 
being the last. This, in my judgment, while obviating the 
two objections above noted, involves the entrance of chil- 
dren upon regular school work at an age altogether too tender. 

II. The change just mentioned might be made and in ad- 
dition the age of entrance raised from five to six years. From 
the educational standpoint this is preferable, but some hard- 
ship and even injury might result by shutting out children 
whose parents through ill health or from other cause are 
unable to properly attend to the little ones during the day. 


III. The sub-primary might be abolished entirely and a 
straight eight grade system established. If the age limit 
were placed at five years, the same objection would hold as 
holds against the first proposition. If the age limit were 
raised to six years, this proposition would be open to the same 
criticism as the second. 

IV. The sub-primary might be made a real sub-primary, 
confining its attention to sense training, the development of 


* 
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manual and muscular dexterity, and the acquisition of proper 
habits of speech, i. e. oral language. Since the methods of 
discipline and teaching, and the subject matter of instruction 
are so different in the sub-primary from those used in the 
grades, it will be necessary to teach the sub-primary classes 
in separate rooms. Failure to do so in the past has resulted 
in the present conditions. This, it seems to me, is the true 
solution of the difficulty. It would be impossible to have 
eight sub-primary classes throughout the town. This would 
entail too great expense; but if five were established in suit- 
able places, all applicants could be accommodated, and with 
some rearrangements, no increase would be needed in the 
teaching force. The age of admission to the sub-primary 
might be fixed at five and to grade one at six. 


Some of the advantages of this system are as follows: 


I. Parents might enter their children in the sub-primary at 
five or the first grade at six as they wished. As the sub- 
primary would not teach reading and writing, those entering 
the first grade at six years of age would be at no disadvan- 
tage in comparison with those who had the sub-primary train- 
ing as far as formal school instruction is concerned. Certain- — 
ly children between five and six would be better at home if 
properly cared for and trained. a 

II. It would prevent a large amount of overpressure. __ 

III. It would prevent injustice to children going inti 
other schools. Pe 

IV. If proper centers were chosen, it would largely : 
arate the little ones from their elders and delay those vil 
communications which are incident to play groundaa™ even. 
under the best of conditions. ¥ 

V. It would provide a partial solution for the overcroy 
ing in grades one, two and three, and would decrease the _ : 
ber of grades per teacher. In the sub-primary, where th 
work would consist largely of free play arranged for educ 
tional ends, where the demands of discipline would not b 
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so exacting as in the grades, and where the teaching would 
largely be concerned with manual occupations, 50 children 
could be taken care of in each room, or 250 in all. Even if as 
many children as at present were sent to the sub-primary, 
which is doubtful, this would account for: all. 

One objection which might be urged is that the substi- 
tuting of five sub-primary centers for eight would compel 
some children to travel farther than at present. This is offset 
by the fact that frequent absences from the school would not 
be of such serious moment as if instruction were being given 
in regular scholastic branches. During bad weather the little 
ones might very well be kept at home with little disadvantage 
and perhaps in some cases to some advantage. If the sub- 
primaries were located in the Trescott, Weld, Hemenway, 
Grew and Greenwood, little crossing of the tracks would be 
necessitated, and after the putting in of the new crossing at 
Fairmount Avenue, none whatever. 

The town of Hyde Park is very compact, no point being 
over a mile from the center. It will be readily seen that no 
child would have to walk an undue distance to get to a sub- 
primary school. In fine weather a little extra walk would 
be an advantage. 

I trust that the Committee will settle this matter one way 
or the other within a short time, as until this is done, it 
will be impossible to go further with the outlining of the

now in progress. The working out of a uniform curriculum, 
as Mr. Johnson stated in his report for 1906-1907, is of prime 
importance. The outline now in use is so meagre that 
it tells little to a new teacher just coming on the staff, 
and so indefinite that it has not prevented great diver- 
" sity in results in the different subjects in the various school 
districts. We have practical uniformity in those subjects only 
which have special supervisors or teachers, i. e. sewing, 
manual training, music and drawing.

Now a system which makes no allowance for the individ- 
uality of teachers and the varying needs of pupils is a bad 
one. But in a town the size of Hyde Park, with but one one 
High School and one superintendent, it is essential that there — 
shall be a certain amount of work in each subject in each 
grade which shall be sine qua non for admission into the next 
grade. This should be an amount well under the capacity of 
the average pupil of the grade, so that the teacher may find 
time to teach such other things as may be desirable from 
her standpoint or that of the pupils. 

In connection with the outlining of the curriculum it would — 
be well to consider whether in the past enough consideration 
has been given to the teaching of manual as opposed to book 
subjects. Our Supervisor of Drawing has done much in the 
way of manual instruction in the grades, but more material and 
a literary educationa more assured status is required. The ui 
a more assured status is required. The curriculum of our 
schools is too exclusively literary. It is a fair question why 
a literary education should be regarded as the only general 
one, the only one having a culture value. As it is, to too large 
a degree, our elementary grades prepare for the grammar 
grades, the grammar grades for the high school, and the 
high school for college. Preparation for life is an end which 
often does not seriously engage the minds of teachers or edu-. 
cators. 

The following is taken from a report by Mr. George Ha 
Martin, Secretary of the State Board of Education :— : 

“The most effective agency in the intellectual develc pmen ihe 
of a boy is not books. It is experience in some form of pro o- 
ductive industry. It is making something or doing s ome- 
thing that has a value in itself when it is done 
The man who goes back to the old farm, ‘and says, 
he looks about, ‘Father and I cleared that wood- 
that’s the wall we laid; how well it has stood! 1 
made that old harrow and that ox-sled, and we built 


old hen-house,—-got out of that experience tired but deft 
hands, a brain to plan and a will to execute. . . .” = 
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Time was when the average boy got all the instruction in 
manual arts necessary for his development outside of school. 
The result was that when he went to school he was able to 
profit by instruction. 

Times have changed and what the home life once pro- 
vided, the school must now provide. If not, the mental and 
moral fibre of our children must deteriorate. 

In connection with this subject of hand and eye training 
should be considered the cognate subject of nature study, 
which should never be divorced from the actual handling of . 
natural objects, particularly living things. As it is, the whole 
world of nature, as far as our curriculum is concerned, is a 
closed book to the child. The child or man who has reared 
a plant or animal is the better for so doing, morally as well 
as physically; and I believe it is the duty of our schools to 
encourage the keeping at home by the pupils of well ordered, 
though small, gardens where they may learn invaluable les- 
sons of thrift, neatness and economy, as well as get more 
closely in touch with mother Nature. The reaction upon the 
homes would be great, particularly in those districts where dirt 
and disorder reign. 

The work in gardening might be almost entirely outside 
the regular school work and school hours, such teachers as 
are willing, merely giving occasional supervision to the work 
of the boys and girls at home. Two or three premiums might 
be offered for well kept gardens. | 

I recommend that the land about the Butler school be 
put into a suitable condition for a garden, so that if any 
teacher or teachers should be willing with the aid of their 
pupils to make a central garden to serve as a model for the 
home gardens, there might be opportunity so to do. The 
expense to the Committee need not be over $15 or $20. Ifa 
taste for nature, gardening, and clean surroundings could be 
implanted where such tastes did not formerly exist, the forces 
working against immorality and disease, especially tubercu- 
losis, would receive a great impetus. 
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The beneficial effect of hand training upon morals, though 
not evident at the first glance, is of prime importance. Our 
nervous system we inherit from a long line of ancestors who 
for the most part were concerned in manual pursuits. Manual 
training, in a broad sense, tends to preserve the balance of the 
nervous system, so essential to moral health. It provides an 
opportunity of keeping the child at work all the time without 
overpressure while at the same time he follows the bent of 
his interests. Work is the great remedy for moral disease. 
It creates habits of industry, and enables the child to become 
more readily a self-sustaining man, free from poverty, squalor, 
and therefore from many incentives to vice. It creates an 
attitude of respect for all forms of productive labor, an atti- 
tude which lies at the basis of our democratic social and 
political system. 

From the industrial standpoint, the town of Hyde Park, 
especially, should have a care for the teaching of the so called 
“three R’s” and those subjects which tend to produce manual 
skill should be as efficient as possible. 

Below will be found four diagrams illustrating statistics 
estimated from the poll books of Hyde Park between the ~ 
years 1898 and 1907. The number of polls is represented 
along the vertical lines and the dates along the horizontal. The 
heavy line in diagram A represents the increase in the num- 
ber of polls for ten years. That in B represents the growth 
in the artisan population liable to poll tax. That in C repre- 
sents the fluctuations in the number employed in other occu- 
pations, such as the learned professions, business, clerking, 
bookkeeping and various pursuits of a more transient 
and unstable nature which cannot readily be classified. , 
curve in diagram D represents the number of unskilled laborers. 

While the total number of polls has increased 15.9 per 
cent. in ten years, the number of artisans has increased 34.6 per 
cent. Other occupations have increased about 7 per ce 
_and laborers have decreased about 25 per cent. Practica 
the whole increase in population is accounted for by the in- 
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crease in artisans. An increase in the number of artisans 
is shown between 1900 and 1901, following closely after the 
founding of the Becker-Brainard Co. factories in 1899. A 
further increase occurs between 1902 and 1903, following the 
‘erection of Railway shops in 1901, and the B, F. Sturtevant 
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blower works in'1902. This increase of artisans up to 1903 
is accompanied by a drop during the same period in resi- 
dents of other occupations and laborers. Building in Hyde 
Park has been slow. It is somewhat like a jug that will 
hold only so much. When the artisans poured in they nat- 
urally displaced some laborers,’ as they could afford to pay 
higher rents than the latter. The unstable elements in other 
occupations were also temporarily affected. The fall of the 
curves in diagrams B and C after 1903-4 synchronizes with 
the curtailment and, later, the closing of the woolen mills. 

It will be seen that Hyde Park is becoming more and more 
a town of artisan as well as a residential town. Unskilled 
laborers are decreasing, at least relatively. Should not local 
conditions have some effect on the curriculum of the schools? 
All trades demand trained hands and eyes. So also do many 
other occupations such as surgery, dentistry, typewriting, etc. 

Less time given to books and more to productive activities 
’ would not only lead to greater industrial efficiency, but would 
be of incalculable advantage to those pursuing literary courses. 
Ennui, disgust for books would tend to disappear. The boy 
would be retained longer in the school and would soon learn 
that to become the best mechanic he must learn more from 
books. The average boy who is worth his salt wants to be 
out and doing something. He can see little connection between 
books and practical life, because little connection is made in the 
schools. Let both kinds of instruction, literary and practical, 
be given in our schools, and let the connection be made. 

The foundation of courses in manual training and sewing 
was a step in the right direction. But there should be from 
the first a well balanced course of study in which due promi- 
nence should be given to manual instruction. Many teachers 
complain that the afternoons are almost wasted. No wonder. 
Man is the animal which does and makes things. Give the 
child a chance to do and make. 

In my judgment the time has about come when the Com- — 
mittee should consider the question of introducing true in- 
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dustrial courses, not the manual training of the grades, into 
the evening school. Employers of labor complain that boys 
coming from the grammar schools are worse than no good 
during the first few months of their apprenticeship. If the 
town is not in a position to establish a continuation school 
giving a one year industrial course to graduates of grammar 
schools, in order to fit them for intelligent apprenticeship, 
can it not establish some industrial courses in the evening 
school? The bearing of this on the industrial future of Hyde 
Park is evident. 

In this connection the question might be asked whether 
our High School pays sufficient attention to the demands of 
training for life. Most of the girls of this community, will 
pursue no higher course, but, without further preparation will 
enter upon that most important profession of all—that of 
wife and mother. Could not the High School, without weak- 
ening the culture value of its curriculum, offer some courses 
which would have a more direct bearing upon life? 


THE LIGHTING OF SCHOOL ROOMS. 


This is a subject which demands immediate attention, at 
least in two of our grammar schools; the Fairmount and the 
Damon. ‘Tables showing the condition of all the school build- 
ings in the town with regard to lighting are appended. In 
examining the tables it will be well to bear in mind the fol- 
lowing elementary rules on lighting which are quite generally 
accepted by authorities: 

I. The light should be as nearly as possible unitary and 
unilateral coming from the pupils’ left side. If windows in the 
rear are necessary, the light from them must be entirely 
secondary, else the pupil will be working in a shadow. 

II. The window surface in a standard school room should 
be one-fifth of the floor space. 

III. The dimensions of the floor of such a standard room 
are about 25 x 30 feet, the greater light coming from one of 
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the long sides and the desks facing on one of the short sides. 
Where the width is more than 25 feet, as is the case in most 
school rooms in Hyde Park, the ratio should be more than pro- 
portionally increased. Even if the normal ratio is put at 1:6, 
which is too small, 1:5 would be needed in our school rooms. 
Probably 1:4 1-2 or 1:4 is the proper ratio. 

IV. Children should never be required to face the light. 
It would be well if teachers were not compelled to do so. 

In the tables where the dimensions of the floor are given, © 
the breadth, that is the length of the side faced by the teacher, 
is given first. This always should be the smaller dimension. 
The dimensions of a standard floor would be written 25 x 30.

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It will be noticed that most of the rooms in use are consid-— 
erably more than 25 feet broad, and will, therefore, demand 
more window area than that represented by the proportions 
1:5. Many rooms are broader than they are deep. The 
ratio of window to floor surface is for the most part under 
1:5. The lighting is almost entirely bilateral, and the light 
in the rear often equals, or even exceeds, the light from left. 
In the summary it will be noted that out of the sixty rooms 
in use, three are in every way up to standard. These are 
in the High School building. Sixteen have fairly good illu- 
mination. Seven of these are in the High School. Of the re- 
maining 41, 36 can be put in good condition by adding one or 
two windows, by using ribbed or prismatic glass in the upper 
sashes of the windows on one side of the room, or by both. | 

The effect of ribbed or prismatic glass is to increase the 
effective illumination by deflecting to a direction approaching 
the horizontal, rays which would otherwise fall to the fom 
and be absorbed. 


Thirty-four new windows, at a cost of from $20 to $25_ 
apiece would be needed. Factory ribbed glass can be ob- 
tained for 7 cents per square foot and sheet prismatic glass 
at 25 cents. About 600 square feet of such glass would bea 
needed. The total cost of giving effective lighting to ; 
these rooms would be from $712 to $1000, according t 
ruling prices and kind of glass used. a 

The lighting in the Hemenway can be made entirely satis-_ 
factory by closing three windows at one end, putting an equal 
number in one side, and rearranging the seating. a 

Only three rooms in the schools of the town are entir 
beyond the reach of illumination by natural means. These are 
in the High School and should be provided with a moder 
equipment for artificial lighting. One of these rooms used every 
day has only 45 sq: ft. of window surface to 795 of floo 
face, and is moreover provided with an entirely i inadequate 
supply of artificial light. | 
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Proper lighting is of vital importance. Not only is good 
eyesight permanently impaired by imperfect lighting, as sta- 
tistics clearly prove; but eye strain carries in its train nervous 
and digestive orders which may entirely destroy usefulness and 
lead to great economic loss, not only to the individual but to the 
community. It is said that the tubercle bacilli in fresh sputum, 
if exposed to direct sunlight in the open air, by the time that 
the sputum is dried and thus prepared for dissemination, will 
be rendered entirely harmless. The latest tests, made by 
Dr. John Weinzirl, indicate that ten minutes of exposure to 
such conditions is sufficient. When it is recognized that direct 
sunlight and pure air are sure death to the bacilli of tuber- 
culosis, it must be admitted that proper lighting of our school — 
buildings is essential. This is a humanitarian and economic 
question,—a question of national efficiency. A comparatively 
small sum of money will lift us above reproach in this matter. 

Below will be found a table which enables one to compare 
the different primary schools and the grammar schools with 
one another as to their lighting and their percentage of chil- 
dren with defective eyesight. The lighting in the Grew and 
Greenwood has been improved but recently, while the pro- 
portion of window space to floor space is only one element 
which determines effective lighting; so that too much must not 
be drawn from the apparent correspondence between the two 
columns within each class of schools. The Fairmount is 
really worse off for lighting than the table seems to show, as ex- 
cluding the special room, the ratio of window to floor space is 
but 1:7.5. The Damon, on account of its location near fac- 
tories, an atmosphere sometimes smoke laden, and windows 
hard to keep clean, is also worse off than the figures seem to 
show. 

Owing to the different average ages of the children, the 
primary and grammar schools should not be compared with 
one another. 
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* Six grades. 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 
The average salary of female grade teachers in the 56 
‘towns of Massachusetts is $621. The average in Hyde Park 
is $514.28. 

I recommend that the maximum be increased from $550 to 
$600, to be reached in two years. In order that the taxpayers 
may feel that they are getting the worth of their money, and 
that good teachers may feel that it pays to do good work, I 
further recommend that increases be granted only after ex- — 
amination, such examination to consist of three parts, viz.: 

I. The report of the superintendent on the class room effi- 
ciency of the teacher. 

II. An essay on some pedagogical subject chosen by the 
teacher, to be passed upon by a committee of the board. | 

III. A written examination on two or three books selected 
by the teacher from a list drawn up by the superintendent. — 

I feel sure that our teachers would welcome such a test if 
by so doing they could win a much needed increase. 7 

A word in general as to the condition of the schools in Hyde & 
Park might be appropriate here. The corps of teacher 
above reproach as regards amount of work, willingness t 
profit by advice, attendance upon school meetings and other — 
educational gatherings. The superintendent has been cheered 
time and again by the loyalty of the teachers and their pro- 
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fessional ambition. His work has been made comparatively 
easy and very pleasant by their hearty co-operation. 

The rate payers have reason to congratulate themselves and 
thank Providence that they have been able to obtain and re- 
tain the services of teachers so good as the very modest 
salaries paid. It is true that there are some weak teachers 
That is to be expected when the minimum salary is as low as 
$400. But we have some teachers equal to the best anywhere 
and fully equal to many teachers receiving as high as $725 
per annum. I bespeak for the teachers a more hearty appre- 
ciation on the part of parents, and a more continuous and vig- 
orous support at home of the efforts put forth in the school 
room. | 

The attendance in the High School is the largest on record 
and the character of the work done is, on the whole, of a 
very high order. The Principal’s report gives in detail an 
account of the changes and improvements made since last 
year. 

The discipline of the schools, on the whole, is in excellent 
condition, and the educational progress of the boys and girls 
is as good as could be expected. The equipment of maps, 
charts, and books has been greatly improved in the last year 
but very much still needs to be done in this direction. In 
my judgment the taxpayers of Hyde Park receive full return 
for every cent invested. It is perhaps unnecessary to say 
that an increase in appropriation would be accompanied by 
an increase in efficiency proportionately greater. 

Following this report will be found reports from the Prin- 
cipal of the High School and the Supervisors of special sub- 
jects. In conclusion, I wish to thank heartily the Committee, 
the teachers, and the parents, for their support during the first 
falf year of my service in Hyde Park.

The election of an Office Assistant marks almost a new era 
in the administration of the schools, since the Superintendent 
and Principal, partially relieved of the endless details and cleri- 
cal work, are enabled to give more attention to the larger issues ; 
issues which count most for progress and efficiency. 

Upon the co-operation, the daily work and daily influences 
of the faculty, the success of all efforts toward increased 
efficiency depends. I am especially glad, therefore, to write 
in terms of highest praise concerning the loyalty, ability, and 
personality of the High School corps. 


Beit Or o LUDDY. 


The present course of study was put into operation at a 
time when the largest possible freedom was advocated for 
High School as well as college students, in selecting the studies 
they desired to pursue. It is true that the pupils and parents 
have presented to them suggestive courses outlined to fit for 
college, normal school, or business life, but these suggestive 
courses are only “suggestive” and pupils adhere to them only 
in so far as their future prospects of the veto of the Princi- 
pal may interfere with their likes and dislikes. That the 
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pendulum has swung too far for the best interests of the aver- 
age college student, is acknowledged by many able educators ; 
still more reason is there to question the advisability of allow- 
ing so wide an opportunity for the display of individual pref- 
erence and aversion in the choice of studies in the High 
School. It is quite possible, however, to arrange four care- 
fully selected courses of study, which will meet the needs of 
practically all pupils in the school; courses which are more 
symmetrical and more conducive to continuity of purpose and 
“effort than the rather free selection of studies by the pupil, 
each year, often yields. 

I would not picture the present arrangement in too un- 
favorable a light, for it should be understood that English is 
now required of every pupil in school during all four years; 
Ancient History and Algebra are required the first year, and 
American History and Civics the fourth year. The elective 
system has its virtues, and probably a majority of pupils are 
pursuing well-balanced courses with fairly definite aims in 
view. Of the courses of many of the pupils, however, so much 
cannot be said, yet the courses chosen come within the pre- 
scribed regulations, and there is no sufficient reason, on the 
score of previous attainment, for the Principal to withhold his 
approval. eo 

I would recommend, therefore, as a substitute for the pres- 
ent elective system, the establishment of four well defined 
courses of study, most of the subjects of which shall be re- 
quired, but allowing, in some cases, the choice between two 
subjects within the course, such as the choice between French 
and German. By these means, such unusual combinations as 
English History and Greek, or Stenography and Advanced 
Physics, etc., will be avoided, as well, also, as courses contain- 
ing little or no work in any foreign languages or in mathe- 
matics. A pupil, having chosen the course he desires to 
pursue, will be expected to continue in that course. 

We are at work now upon courses embodying the foregoing 
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recommendations, together with outlines of the year’s work 
in each subject pursued in the school. These we shall soon 
present to you for your consideration and such modifications 
as your experience and the relations of our work to the work 
in the grades may suggest. It is the earnest desire of the 
High School to adjust its work so as to secure the closest and 
most beneficial correlation with the work of the preceding 
years. This course of study, together with the outlines pre- 
pared for the work of each department, will form so impor- 
tant a- guide to the Superintendent, School Committee, teach- 
ers, parents and pupils concerning the work of the school, that 
I would strongly urge the printing of the same in pamphlet 
form. 
ELEMENTARY PHYSICS VS. ZOOLOGY. 


By vote of the School Committee, the course in Elementary 
Physics for second year pupils was introduced in September, 
with these three objects in view: first, to present the elements 
of the subject to all pupils interested, whether they expect to 
take the advanced course or not; second, to provide a certain 
amount of preparation for the study of Chemistry in the suc- 
ceeding year; third, to make possible a more thorough course 
in advanced Physics for college preparatory students in the 
senior year. The Science Master, Mr. Rice, felt so much the 
desirability of having such a course that he was prepared to 
forego his laboratory and study periods, in order to secure the 
four periods per week necessary for the new course. The 
opportunity to take a course in Elementary Physics diminished 
so much, however, the election of Zoology, that no class could 
be formed in the latter subject; so the introduction of Ele- 
mentary Physics amounts, virtually, to the displacement of 
Zoology, though we are prepared to take up the latter again 
if there is sufficient demand for it. Since the Zoological labo- 
ratory is now used for Typewriting and Mechanical Drawing, 
Zoology, if taught again, would be accommodated in the Chem- 
ical laboratory which is large enough for both subjects. 
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COMMERCIAL DEPARTMENT. 


In addition to securing more commodious quarters for the 
typewriting work, this department has been favored by the 
purchase of the “Right-in-Sight” copy holder recommended 
in the report of last year. The beginning classes in type- 
writing are using only the touch system, which will be the 
standard for the school in the future. Soon after school 
opened, the two Hammond machines were exchanged for two 
Underwoods, so that the department is now equipped entirely 
with machines which the graduates of the school are most 
likely to meet on securing a position. , 

In view of the fact that Algebra is required of all the pupils 
in the entering class four periods per week, it seemed unwise 
to require pupils of this class who elect Commercial Arithmetic, 
to pursue this subject also four periods per week, since such 
pupils would be spending over half their time on mathematics 
throughout the first year. It should also be noted that these 
pupils have, only a few months before, completed the Grammar 
school course in Arithmetic, and have not matured so rapidly, 
in the meantime, that they are prepared for work very much 
in advance of the Grammar school course. With the approval | 
of the Committee, therefore, the equivalent of only two periods 
per week has been given to Commercial Arithmetic this year, 
and the time has been spent largely upon a review of the 
fundamental principles and on the speed drills in common 
operations. The other two periods per week have been devoted 
to business spelling lessons and practice in business letter- 
writing. | 

Your investigation of the lighting of the class rooms — 
throughout the town has revealed the especial weakness of — 
the Book-keeping room in this respect. Any improvement — 
made in this room, by such expenditure as may come within — 
the means of the Committee, will be thoroughly appreciated by 
the pupils and teachers of this department. 
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GIRLS’ PHYSICAL TRAINING. 


Miss Ethel L. Carver was elected High School Director of 
Physical Training to succeed Miss Signe MHagelthorne. 
Active work was begun on October 1. The cloak room for 
the men teachers, a room little used, was easily converted into 
a dressing room for the Physical Training classes, and about 
ten dollars was expended for wands and dumb-bells. The 
work is entirely elective and it has been so attractive and 
beneficial to the pupils that there has been comparatively little 
falling off in membership. A more detailed report of this 
work will be presented by the Director. 

» 


ATHLETICS. 


Last year’s report on this topic applies equally well to the 
work of this year. It is to be observed that schools are grad- 
ually assuming more supervision and more _ responsibility 
touching the Athletic interests of the pupils, and this seems 
certain to increase rather than to diminish. The wisdom of 
the Committee, therefore, in securing at least one assistant 
male teacher who shall be in immediate charge of the more 
important school sports is continually apparent. 


MILITARY DRILL. 


In my last report I referred to the proposed change in uni- 
form for the cadets. The matter was fully presented to the 
parents by means of a circular letter. The replies received 
expressed a decided preference for the retention of the present 
style of uniform. No change, therefore, will be made. 

In this year’s entering class, the exceptionally large number 
of musicians available for positions in the drum corps, gave 
every incentive to strengthen and enlarge this branch of the 
military department. Six new bugles, United States army 
pattern, were purchased by the school, while the newly or- 
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ganized fife squad bought their own instruments. The entire 
drum corps now comprises sixteen members. Through the 
efforts and interest of the Military Committee, Mr. W. J. 
Wright was secured to give instruction to the corps twice a 
week from October to March. The work now done by the 
corps is very commendable and their proficiency. gives impetus 
and spirit to the work of the whole department. Since most 
of the present members of the drum corps will continue in the 
same capacity next year, little or no paid instruction will be 
necessary again for some time. 

The gun racks in the basement are not in good repair, and 
are not constructed with a view to securing the finest care of 
the guns on the part of the cadets. "I would not advise new 
racks, nor the outlay of any considerable amount of money on 
the present ones. ‘A few dollars expended here, however, 
will, I am sure, be returned in the shape of smaller repair bills 
for the guns in use. 


HOURS OF SESSION. 


On Monday, January 13, a change was made in the hours 


of the High School session. The High School now opens at 


8.15 a. m. instead of 8.30 a. m., and closes at 1 p. m., instead 
of at 1.30 p.m. To make up for the fifteen minutes thus lost, 


the first recess (5 minutes) is now omitted, the second recess 


has been shortened a trifle and the devotional period abbre- 
viated. The advantages secured by the change are two-fold: 
First, opportunity for 1-2 hour more of sunlight, fresh air and 
recreation in the afternoon, especially during the shorter days 
of the year; second, the separation of dinner and supper by 
5 hours instead of 4 1-2. A very large majority of the parents 
and pupils are well pleased, so far, with the change. It is 
gratifying to note, also, that we have had slightly fewer cases 
of tardiness so far than we had under the old schedule. This 
change is not to be regarded as a finality, and return will 
promptly be made to the former hours if the new program 
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does not meet the needs of the pupils and parents better than 
the old one. 


ROOM CHANGES. 


The dropping of Zoology for this year enabled us to make 
a most beneficial change in the accommodations for Type- 
writing and Mechanical Drawing. Both of these subjects are 
now taught in the room formerly used as the Zoological lab- 
oratory. It has been a great relief to be free from the 
cramped quarters, poor light, and bad air of the old typewriting 
room, as well as the cold, uninviting room in the basement 
formerly used for Mechanical Drawing. The old Mechanical 
Drawing room has been used for the Evening School drawing, 
so this work is now entirely separated from the High School 
drawing, much to the convenience of both. 


INSIDE REPAIRS. 


During the summer of 1907, some interior painting and 
varnishing was done on the parts most in need of it. During 
the coming summer, a much larger amount of work of this 
kind should be done if the building is to be kept in the at- 
tractive condition so much desired. Many ceilings and side 
_ walls need to be whitened or tinted and the dado in the cor- 
ridors and on the stairs should be painted. 

Several of the class rooms are furnished with desks taken 
_ from the old High School building. The tops of these have 
become badly soiled and very unsightly through years of use. 
_ From sanitary, therefore, as well as aesthetic reasons, I would 
urge that these desks be revarnished after a thorough cleaning 
with turpentine. The expense will be about $3 per room. 
This has been done already as an experiment in room 21, and 
we find the gain in appearance and cleanliness to be enormous, 
compared with the slight expenditure involved. 

The floor dressing, which was first applied in the summer of 
1906, continues to demonstrate its value, and should be re- 
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newed each year in all places subject to much wear. The 
chief defect is in soiling the skirts of the lady teachers; for 
this we have not yet found a remedy. 


CLOCKS AND BELLS. 


The clock and bell system continues to be very unsatisfac- 
tory, notwithstanding the amount of money, labor and thought 
expended upon it. The root of the trouble now appears to be 
defective wiring or insulation when the system was installed. 
This weakness is especially apparent in the wiring for the bells, 


which have been our chief source of annoyance this year. The 


basement bells have been out of commission for some time and 
are now disconnected. The expense of rewiring for all of 
the bells, even with exposed wires, would be perhaps $125 to 
$150. If no other solution of the difficulty presents itself soon, 
and the present bell system has to be abandoned, I would rec- 
ommend the installation of one large gong in the corridor on 
each floor, four in all, instead of separate bells in each class 
room. The expense for the four gongs would not be over $60. 
The cost of maintenance would be very small and they would 
serve the purpose just as efficiently as the separate bells for 
each room. ~ 


OUTSIDE REPAIRS. 


Last spring, two waste paper barrels were placed at con- 
venient points in front of the school, and two more were 


secured later for the pine grove in the rear of the school. 


These have been a very strong incentive toward keeping the 
school grounds and the adjacent streets free from litter; the 
improvement in this respect has been very marked. 


The most urgent need now, outside of the building, is the 


repairing of the driveway leading to the entrances. 


In June, the Class of 1907 presented to the School, copies 


of the following works of art: 
“The Divine Shepherd,” by Murillo 
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“Aurora,” by Guido Reni 
“Rembrandt as an Officer,” by Rembrandt 
The first two are hung in room 17 and the last in room 23. 

The installation in the Principal’s office of an extension 
telephone, connected with the instrument in the Superinten- 
dent’s office, has been a great convenience not only to the 
Principal, but to all who have occasion to communicate with 
either office. 

For the proper protection and more convenient use of the 
many maps connected with the History department, I would 
recommend the purchase of a wall case which may be secured 
over the blackboard in the History room. 

The number of cases of tardiness in the High School I be- 
lieve to be needlessly large. A share of the blame attaches, I 
think, to many of the parents who keep the pupils at home to 
do morning chores, or send them on an errand at the last 
moment. Without the positive cooperation of the parents, the 
School can make little improvement in the situation. In a 


circular letter concerning the work and regulations of the 


School, which I desire soon to send to the parents, I hope to 
bring this matter forcibly to their attention and enlist their 
most active support. 

I wish, in closing, to express the great pleasure J have had 
in serving the school administration as High School Principal, 
and to thank you, the School Committee, and the High School 
faculty, for the unfailing support and many courtesies which 
have been the basis of this pleasure.

REPORT OF DRAWING SUPERVISOR 


Horace L. Brittain, Supt. of Schools, Hyde Park, Mass. 


Dear Sir :—It gives me much pleasure to report to you con- 
cerning the drawing in the public schools of Hyde Park. I can 
truly say the work for the past year has been both successful 
and enjoyable. I have laid special stress on the latter, urging 
the teachers not to make the work irksome either to them- 
selves or their pupils. LToo many times we are tempted to use 
up our own strength and the patience and good will of our 
classes in trying to make that particular lesson a success, that 
is, successful in having good results to show in the end. For 
this reason we are aiming this year to both get and give en- 
joyment by each lesson, and let the result be some knowledge 
and power on the part of the pupil, rather than a finished pro- 
duct at the expense of all else. 

In the lower grades we are using more illustrative drawing 
than heretofore, in fact we use it as a focussing point toward 
which all other phases of drawing, construction, representa- 
tions, and designs lead. We try to have our subject for illustra- 
tion connected either with other school work or with outside — 


interests of the children. In November we used Indian life’ — 


for our subject because the Indians appear in both history and 
language work at Thanksgiving time. We constructed wig- 
wams, papoose cradles and moccasins, and made pouches and 
blankets, designing after Indian fashion the borders and deco- — 
rations of each. When this was done the children were ready — 
to make graphic illustrations of Indian camps, more especially — 
the home of little Hiawatha, since they were familiar with the — 
descriptions given in Longfellow’s poem. 

This winter we are trying much the same scheme except that — 
we have appealed to the outside interests of the children. We 
are drawing skates, mittens, snow-shoes and sleds, to be fol- 
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lowed by pose drawings in winter costume. This’ will be their 
material for illustrating the winter sports and the boys and 
girls taking part in them. The children thoroughly enjoy illus- 
trative drawing, which is one of the best excuses for its ex- 
istence, besides its wonderful training for observation com- 
bined with imagination. 

This is the work of the third and fourth grades. The® 
younger children do not follow so systematic a plan, though 
in the fall they draw vegetables and fruits followed by illus- 
trations of harvest scenes. We use reading book stories and 
Mother Goose Rhymes for subjects because the little folks are 
slow to imagine pictures and need a subject with whose inter- 
pretation they are thoroughly familiar. 

This work is not carried beyond the fourth grade because 
it ceases to be a pleasure to older children. They are not 
satisfied with their attempts, having become more critical of 
their own work, and mote afraid of the criticism of the teacher 
and fellow pupils. While we give to the first grade, difficult 


_ toys to draw, we would not attempt them in an upper grade 


because the toy has lost its interest to older children, and 
they see only the difficulty of representing its intricate con- 
struction. 

We find it much easier to unite all forms of drawing with 
the other studies among the little children, especially with 
reading and language—reading, dramatization and illustra- 
tive drawing naturally going hand in hand. In the upper 
grades we sometimes find the drawing and arithmetic closely 
connected, and often a knowledge of geographical maps is 
a help in the understanding of working drawings, and vice 
versa. 

But object drawing and design must stand more by them- 
selves in these grades, except that we may design covers for 


_ written work in other studies. 


The classes in the High School are larger than in years 
_ before, especially the freshman classes. The course has been 
much the same as usual, except the addition of a little manual 
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work in the form of wood block designing, cutting and print- — 
ing. This is found both interesting and instructive. Later — 
I shall take up stencil making and printing. Both these forms — 
of work give the classes a chance to make a design and -_ 
it to some actual and practical use. The fact that in thes 
there is to be something made of use as well as of t y, 
stimulates an interest in the whole execution of theuonk i in ‘then 
class-room, and often arouses an interest to repeat the pro-

In calling the attention of our townspeople to the Even- 
ing School, I wish, first of all to ask you to consider the great 
number of foreign born young men and women who have 
come to Hyde Park to work in our shops. Many of them 
are well educated young people, who can neither speak nor 
understand one word of English. The illiterate, ignorant 
foreigner is with us, too. Both classes are eager to learn 
English. Some of the most ignorant want to study literature ; 
and many a pupil is anxious to work in fractions when he 
can scarcely add a column of figures. 

We have also the bright, ambitious young Americans, 
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anxious to get on in the world, who wish to study bookkeep- 
ing, stenography, or mechanical drawing. 

On November 4 and 5, 387 registered in the various de- 
partments, and on Thursday evening, November 12, there 
were 185 pupils in attendance. | 

Mechanical drawing classes have been well attended. In 
my opinion, the interest shown in this department is worthy 
of better equipment. Although two new lights have been 
added this year, still others are needed. The nature of the 
work calls for a cleaner room. The instructor strongly rec- 
ommends that another and better equipped room be used 
for mechanical drawing. 

In the four English departments, there has beeis a good 
interest, and I believe a steady progress. Pupils have been 
advanced from one room to another, working OWN but 
surely toward the first English room. 

Although no regular High School department has been 
formed, yet, in our first English class, pupils in Latin, algebra, 
and Civil Service requirements have been coached, along 
with the ordinary arithmetic, writing and English. Of the 
67 enrolled in this department, 46 attended, with an average 
attendance of 22. One important feature in this department 
has been the formation of a list of books to be read. Pupils 
have been urged to attend our Public Library on Friday and 
Saturday evenings. 

Delightful elements of Evening School are the eagerness 
for knowledge and the freedom to choose whatever studies 
one desires. We must respect a young man or woman who, 
after working all day in factory or kitchen, will come and 
study all the evening. The enthusiasm of the opening nights 
dies away, to be sure. As the novelty wears off, those not 
interested drop out of the ranks. From our 387 enrolled 
pupils, only 262 have become regular attendants. Our low 
uverage attendance is due largely to evening work and holi- 
day visits and festivities. 

From our experience this year, I would strongly recom- 
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mend for another season, two terms of Evening School: 
one, from October 15 to December 15; thus allowing for the 
extra evening work and preparations for Christmas; and a 
second term from January 8, after the New Year is well 
ushered in, until the close of the season, whenever that may be. 

I hope that a rigid system of grading will not be adopted 
in the Evening School. To my mind, that would defeat the 
very end and aim of the Evening School, which is to furnish 
a school home for any orderly young person, on any even- 
ing or evenings when he can attend. 

A pleasant event this year was our Christmas entertainment 
in the High School hall, when the Art treasures there were 
explained and a fine program of music and readings was 
given, with remarks by our Committee and the Superintend- 
ent. This entertainment was of a high order, and the talented 
artists, all of Hyde Park, freely gave their services. Through 
the generosity of several public spirited citizens, two hundred 
boxes of Christmas candy were provided for this entertain- 
ment. It is proposed to give a second entertainment and 
exhibition of work at the close of the year. We believe 
most heartily in these entertainments for several reasons: 
they make the school course more attractive; they place the 
Evening School on a plane with the Day School; and they 
give variety and culture to the lives of many whose daily 
round is “all work and no play.” 

I have faith to believe that our best work for the year is 
yet to come. We have several students who are always here, 
and who are intensely interested. Good results must surely 
follow their efforts.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the Hyde Park School Committee. 


Inasmuch as the fiscal year of the various departments 
of the town government is now about to close, it seems best 
that the report of the School Physician should be presented 
to you at this time. The work of inspection this year has 
covered but the final four months. Immediately after my 
appointment, the Principal of the High School and the teacher 
in Physical Culture deemed it desirable that the young ladies 
in that class should pass such an examination as should deter- 
mine the advisability of such exercise, in each individual case. 
There were one hundred and ten such examinations made 
by me, with the result that one was excluded from all part — 
in these exercises, and, in the case of two others, it was 
thought wise to eliminate the more strenuous parts. I be- 
lieve this result fully justified the making of these examina- 
tions, and prevented actual injury in these three cases. There 
have been during these final months of the year, nineteen ex- 
clusions from school, on account of symptoms of conta- 
gious diseases, and many more referred cases where physi- 
cal defects and non-contagious illnesses have been called to 
the attention of the parents, and requests made that the advice 
of the family physician in regard to them be at once 
sought. I believe that a further spread of a threatened in- 
vasion of a severe type of scarlet fever has been, by these 
procedures, rendered less liable, if not actually prevented. 

There has been one general inspection of all the school — 
buildings, special attention being given to the condition of 
sanitaries, ventilation, heating and proper lighting of the 
rooms, concerning which a detailed report was earlier pre- 
sented to you. I believe these general inspections should 
take place at least twice yearly and reports made to you, 
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that a high standard of all school property and conditions 
may obtain. 

I believe also that there should at once be installed, tele- 
phones, in each of the school buildings, for use in case of 
accident, and also, that the Superintendent of Schools and 
the School Physician and the masters of the schools, may 
at all times be in ready communication. There also should 
be more co-ordination of effort existing between the teachers, 
the Board of Health and the School Physician. This un- 
doubtedly will obtain when all become accustomed to con- 
ditions which are now new. 

In concluding this report, you will pardon me for a bit 
of personal reminiscence. As I am writing, there comes to 
my mind the picture of a school-room, where, as a young 
lad, I first sat at my desk, as a High School pupil. I remem- 
ber seeing at the teacher’s desk, the scholarly young man, a 
recent graduate from college, who was to be the principal 
of the school, and beside him a taller and more dignified per- 
sonage, familiar to us all, for he was the village doctor. He 
was also the chairman of the school committee. I remember 
after the bell had sounded and we sat at attention, and the 
opening exercises of the school were completed, that this 
physician, taking in his hand a crayon, walked to the black- 
board facing the pupils, and wrote thereon these words: 
“Mens sana in corpore sano.” I then listened to my first 
medical lecture, and the subject was “Hygiene and Physical 
Exercise.” It has been the aim of all educators for many 
years to produce not only a sound and cultured mind, but 
to produce that mind in a sound and well-developed body, 
and there has been, from time to time, steady progress in 
the construction of buildings for school purposes, better 
lighted, better heated, better ventilated and with the best pos- 
sible sanitary conditions prevailing. Along with this has come 
physical training that the object, a sound body, might be at- 
tained. I believe in this latest move, medical inspection of the 
schools, a far greater step has been taken toward the attain- 
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ment of this 
body. 


GIRLS’ PHYSICAL TRAINING 


Hype Park, Mass., January 20, 1908. 
Horace L. Brittain, Superintendent of Schools. 


Dear Sir: Physical training for the girls this year is con- 
fined to the High School, where it is an elective course open 
to all four classes. It is aimed to make this training of the 
body go hand in hand with the development of the mind; 
therefore Physical Training is marked just as is any other 
study,—the system of marking being based, however, on ef- 
fort rather than on result. Examinations are given each 
term to determine more accurately the individual standing. 

About one hundred girls have elected the subject; they are 
divided into three classes, each of which meets once a week 
in the assembly hall. Gymnasium suits and gymnasium shoes 
are required for members of the classes. 

Individual physical examination at the beginning of the 
year insures that each girl is able to take the work; and at 
this time cases in need of corrective treatment are assigned 
special exercises. 

The class work follows the Sargent method. It comprises 
wand and dumb bell exercises, free work (without appara- 
tus), military drill, marching calisthenics, and games. The 
exercises are accompanied by music, which greatly adds to 
the interest and enthusiasm of the classes. 

The program for the year includes an exhibition of the class 
work. As soon as the weather permits, the class meets out 
of doors for competitive games. 

The number of girls electing this subject shows the general 
interest in the work; and the enthusiasm seems to be well 
sustained.

REPORT OF SEWING TEACHER 


Horace L. Brittain, Supt. of Schools, Hyde Park, Mass. 


Dear Sir: Sewing was started in the schools, October, 
1906. One lesson a week is given; one hour and a quarter 
to the seventh grade and two hours to the eighth, in the Grew, 
Fairmount, and Greenwood schools. At the Damon School, 
seventh and eighth together had one hour, but in September, 
1907, the grades were separated and one hour given to each. 

At the start, the work of the two grades had to be the 
same, the foundation stitches taught by the use of models, and 
then their application on some garment. 

The subject was new to the pupils and it took some time 
for them to accustom themselves to it, and teacher and pupils 
were strangers to each other. 

At the close of school in June, 1907, when the work at the 
start and at the close was compared, there could be seen the 
gain the pupils had made. 

When school began in September, 1907, the new eighth 
grades showed at once the advantage of their year’s train- 
ing. One difficulty to contend with, is to so arrange the sewing 
that pupils will have an interest in their work, and at the 
same time, give them what is absolutely necessary for them 
to have to become good needle-women in the future. This 
is very hard at times as the scholars are much older than in 
other schools where sewing is started and the time allowed, 
two years, is short. In most schools, sewing is started in the 
fourth or fifth grade and continued three and four years, and 
at the age at which the pupils here are beginning, in other 
schools, garment work and dressmaking are taught. 

I have tried to do the best that could be done in the short 
time allowed. The pupils are showing great gain from month 
to month, and the interest in the work is steadily growing. 
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I wish to thank the Principals and teachers of all the sc 
for their hearty co-operation with me in the work and ae 
the parents of the pupils will show their interest in the work 
by coming to see us during our sewing eee and see for 
themselves what is being accomplished. 8 8

CLASSES

Dear Sir:—The second year of Manual Training in the 
Hyde Park Schools opened in September, 1907, at the be- 
ginning of the school year, with an enrolment of one hundred 
and sixty pupils, including boys of the seventh and eighth 
grades from the Fairmount, Greenwood, Grew and Damon 
Schools. 

The Manual Training room is on the first floor of the Grew 
School and has a full equipment for work likely to be done 
by boys of the grammar grades, with accommodations for 
twenty-one boys, if necessary. 

The educational system used is the Sloyd system. Al- 
though this system recognizes that to a great extent individ- 
ual methods must be used with different boys, it insists on a 
certain progression of exercises from the easy to the more 
difficult and the making of finished objects for use. It is 
obvious that this progression can be found in a great variety 
of objects. Thus one can appeal to the individual interest and 
taste of the pupil.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF 
THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Trustees are glad to be able to report another year 
of successful operation in all departments of the Library. 

No new policies have been tried and some plans which at 
one time seemed desirable have been shown by the experience 
of others to be of more than doubtful utility; so that by 
watching experiments elsewhere we have been saved both 
trouble and expense. 

Miss Adams, who was absent at the time of the last re- 
port, was heartily welcomed on her return in October with 
her health fully restored. During her absence, Miss Carrie 
C. Higbee rendered acceptable service. 

The total circulation, which has risen to over 75,000 this 
year, is the largest in our history and continues to increase 
from year to year, while the per cent. of fiction shows a grat- 
ifying decrease. 

The citizens are heartily invited to ask the librarians to 
aid them in looking up any subjects upon which they are ask- 
ing information. If the desired help cannot be given at once, 
it will be sought for and given later. 

Frequent visits to the Library on the part of the Trustees 
have convinced them that the Reading Rooms have never — 
been more generally or more wisely used. 

The details of the work and much other information will 
be found in the Librarian’s Report which is appended.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Board of Trustees of the Hyde Park Public Library. 


Gentlemen :—The report of the Library for the year end- 
ing January 31, 1908, is herewith submitted. 

The general work of the Library has been about the same. 

The number of books issued in any one day was less than 
in some previous years but was more evenly distributed 
through the week. The net increase in the number of bor- 
rowers was somewhat larger than the previous year. The 
giving out of books does not measure the work or the in- 
fluence of the Library. 

We have been almost continuously supplied with pictures 
by the Library Art Club. The following sets of pictures 
have been exhibited: Scotland, No. 1; American Parks; Paris, 
No. 1; Norway, No. 2; the Sargent Pictures; Italian Foun- 
tains; New Brunswick; Babies in Art; Yellowstone Park, 
Nos. 2, 3; Russia; Up the Rhine; Hiawatha. The pictures 
of Russia, Norway, the Rhine, the Yellowstone and Hia- 
watha were especially enjoyed. 

Eleven hundred books have been rebound. This seems a 
large number, for which poor paper, poor original bindings, 
and, in some cases, poor care taken of books by borrowers, 
were responsible. About thirty-five hundred books have been 
repaired and as many covered. 

The Young People’s Room has been made even more cheer- 
ful and attractive by its newly finished walls. “You have 
something new here every time I come” is a remark some- 
times heard. 22,008 books have been issued in this depart- 
ment. The average daily circulation was 72. 

Great care is taken to add to the shelves only the best books. 
_ The influence of this department cannot be overestimated. 
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The work at the Readville Branch has steadily advanced. 
The attendance has been on the increase and more children’s 
books are in demand. 4,353 books were issued, an increase of 
838 over 1906. The net increase in the number of borrowers 
was 59. Sixty-two new books were purchased for the branch.

wa Hyde | Park Electric Light Company as originally 
organized, was a public-service corporation for this town; 
our citizens desired its organization and the company oan 
pleased to do business with us, ‘They are still a public-ser- 
ae corp oration and as such should not be allowed to compel 
our cit 211s to pay to it, any higher price than adjoining 
towns are at present paying. We should not be obliged to, 
as it, were, subsidize this company because we have been a 
d customer. We are in competition with. the towns and. 
oarquad us and our development as a municipality is, 


ie 
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dependent upon a proper tax rate and a proper administra- 
tion of our municipal affairs. Our street and commercial 
lighting is one of great importance to us. 


INCANDESCENT OR TUNGSTEN LAMP. 


It is universally admitted that up to about one year ago 
there had been no development in ‘‘incandescent’’ lighting 
during the past twenty years. The so-called ‘‘tungsten’’ 
lamp for street lighting purposes was at the time of the 
appointment of your committee in the experimental stage. 
It was freely claimed, however, that the tungsten lamp would 
produce a much higher candle-power light at a price much 
less than the old carbon light. ‘The Hyde Park Electric 
Light Company in any proposition which it submitted to any 
committee of the town, failed to specifically bind itself to 
furnish the tungsten lamp. The company’s refusal was based 
upon the claim that the endurance, and cost of renewal of a 
new lamp was an unknown quantity. 

On November 11, 1908, your committee received the 
following letter from the local company. 


y BOSTON, November 11, 1908. 


MR. EpwIN C. JENNEY, Chairman, 

Committee on Lighting Contract, 

Hyde Park, Massachusetts. 
DEAR SIR: 

Confirming statement made at last evening’s conference 
with the Board,- 

I beg to state to you that in using the term ‘‘incandes- 
cent,’’ which perhaps expresses more to the trade than lay- 
man, this Company intended to convey the information, and 
hereby states that it will use what is commercially known as 
the thirty-two candle-power ‘‘Tungsten’’ lamp. 

As stated, at the time the subject was first considered, 
this lanip was in an experimental stage; it has passed that 
stage and is now considered standard, being in very general

use. It represents today the best that there is in lighting, 
and is a vast improvement over the old types, which have 
practically undergone no change for more than twenty years.

In the consideration of the question of making a contract 
which would bind the citizens of Hyde Park for possibly the 
next ten years, it seemed to us that if the Company did not 
know what it could agree to in relation to the ‘“‘tungsten 
light,’’ then the town ought not to bind itself fora period of ten 
years without accurate knowledge as to what we could expect. 
If, as was claimed, the cost of electric lighting by the incan- 
descent system was to be materially reduced owing to the 
discovery of the tungsten lamp, then the citizens of our town 
should have the benefit of the changed conditions. The 
prices received prior to the letter of November 11, 1908, 
above referred to, by any committee of the town, were all 
based upon the following condition. ‘‘The incandescent 
lights which we propose to furnish will be of the most modern 
type of street lighting lamps, and will be of at least thirty- 
two candle power.’’ 

Your committee, from information which it received from 
_ many sources, has always maintained that in the use of the 
‘‘tungsten lamp’’ a much lower price should be given to 
the town. | 

The refusal of the company to reduce its prices to meet 
the changed conditions is, of course, a source of regret to 
your committee. Our refusal to act upon the figures given 
your committee seems to us fully justifiable. The Edison 
Company of Boston who are at present supplying thirty-two 
towns and cities in what might be called Metropolitan Boston, 
reconizing the changed conditions voluntarily promulgated . 
July 1, 1908, to all municipalities using its current, a very 
material reduction in their street lighting prices, and we feel 
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that the town of Hyde Park should have its streets lighted 
as cheaply as Milton, Canton, Dedham, Sharon, and Boston 
atid about twetity-five other towns and cities in the Boston 
area. It does not seem just that Hyde Park should have to 
pay eighteen dollars per annum for a thirty-two candle-power 
light when the towns and cities above set forth on the same 
schedule in which we are interested pay $14.67 for a forty 
candle-power (one-fifth more light) tungsten light, which is 
the price all the municipalities covered by the Edison system 
have to pay on our schedule. A full discussion of compara- 
tive prices is to be found in another part of this report. 


THE DEDHAM AND HYDE PARK GAS COMPANY. 

This company as presently operated purchases its entire 
supply of gas from the Boston Consolidated Gas Company, 
and has no operating expenses for manufacturing gas. Their 
entire expense in this regard is based only upon the afioutit 
of gas which they buy and sell. As we understand, the en- 
tire product for the town at the present time is metered to the 
company at a low price per thousand feet. During the past 
year our local company purchased over forty million feet of 
gas. “he average price paid by consumers of gas im the 
state in 1886 was $1.72 per thousand feet. This price has 
steadily decreased until at the present time the average price 
is about ninety-seven or ninety-eight cents per thousand feet; | 
The gross price received by this company is $1.20 per thous: 
and feet, the average price to consumers in 1907 was about 
$1.07 per thousand feet. iT 

We believe that the company should reduce ite prices 
to our citizens so as to correspond to the prices charged to 
others, using the same supply;—Boston Consolidated Gas 
Company. sh g 

The gas company has given your committee, and: pre- 
vious, committees appointed to consider this question, the 
same price in relation to the installation of gas lamps. ‘To 
light the town with gas all night, under the estimated number 
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of lamps required would cost approximately $22,800, which 
price the town would not be able to consider. 

‘The last annual statement made by the company to: the 
Commissioner of Corporations indicates that this company is 
“upon a paying basis. We feel that it should use a part of its 
surplus earnings for the extension of its gas mains in accord- 
“ance with the repeated requests of our citizens. Many of our 
“important sections at the present time do not have the oppor- 
tunity to use the gas which this company has the sole right 
to furnish our citizens. We earnestly recommend that some 
action be taken to compel this company to extend its gas 
-mains into many of our outlying districts, as whatever rights 
it may now enjoy in our town are rights which the citizens of 
this community have given to this corporation in past years. 
. They are a public-service corporation and should serve the 
people and community in’which they are located, to aid busi- 
ness and the enjoyment of our homes to every extent within 
their power consistent with the amount of money invested or 
interests involved. We feel that this company, with all these 
questions in mind and consistent with its own interests, can 
immediately, whether the lighting contract or any part of it is 
awarded to them, extend its gas mains into the East River 
Street section, including Rugby, part of Fairmount, Hyde 
Park Avenue, Readville, Sunnyside and many other points in 
various parts of our town where, up to the present time, they 
have neglected to comply with the reasonably requests of our 
citizens. ? 

The Dedham and Hyde Park Gas Company is at present 
operated and controlled, with the exception of the local man- 
ager, by men who are not residents of this Commonwealth, 
All correspondence with this company has to be sent to New 
York or Indiana for reply. We believe our citizens should 
insist that every privilege which this public-service corpora- 
- tion can give to our citizens should be furnished by them, 
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ELECTRIC COMMERCIAL LIGHTING, ...|), 
The question of our commercial lighting: was not: referred 
to your committee, but many of our citizens shave’ presented 
it to us in such a way that we deem it of enough: importance 
to use every endeavor to have the lighting company agree 
with us that a new schedule shall go into effect om the ’sign- 
ing of any contract for municipal lighting, reducing the 


schedule for commercial lighting. | There appearto be: many -

matter which to us seems to call for municipal attention is — 
the schedule for residential lighting.

We deeply regret, as above set forth, that the prices 
quoted to us for municipal lighting cannot form a basis for a 
reconmendation for a contract to our citizens. We cannot 
help sharing the opinion that the price for commercial light- 
ing should also be materially reduced. ‘This latter matter is 
‘not.one which was referred to us for action, nevertheless, it is 
of vital interest to. our citizens and one concerning which we 
should have been pleased to arrive at an understanding with 
your company. 

There are at the present time as we understand, thirty- 
two towns and cities adjacent to Boston, including every 
town and city which directly adjoins our own, who are fur- 
nished light cheaper for municipal purposes, and under a 
contract for commercial lighting which is much cheaper than 
any price you have quoted to us. As we are unable to come 
to any agreement which will be satisfactory to both parties 
upon the propositions contained in this letter, to wit: A 
municipal contract which is substantially in accord with the 
rates charged other municipalities similarly located and ad- 


_jacent tous; also an agreement that our commercial lighting 

shall be furnished at substantially the rates charged ace 
; towns and cities, we feel that we should report all facts

SCHEDULES AND PRICES. 


In another part of this report the number of lights we 
are now operating is fully set forth. Under the schedule as 
therein described the town is paying about $13,000 per 
annum, which includes the amounts paid to the Hyde Park 
Electric Light Company and the Dedham and Hyde Park Gas 
and Electric Light Company. At the time of the appoint- 
ment of this committee the town voted that a new contract 
was to be made; that the committee was to consider the loca- 
tion of lights, the lights to burn twenty-two hundred hours, 
or the moon schedule; and the price not to exceed $15,000 
for both contracts. The present lights with the present 
companies under the new schedule would cost the town about 
$16,260. This would continue our present schedule light for 
light, but nothing more. Under the same schedule prevail- 
ing in Boston and thirty-odd towns and cities as above 
enumerated, and shown by the map which is made a part of 
this report, including gas lights which we now burn, the 
price would be $12,572, which would continue our present 
schedule light for light, on an all-night moon schedule. 

. Your committee is of the opinion, using small lamps as 
_a basis, that the town would require from one thousand to 
eleven hundred small lights to meet the present lighting 
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demand of the town, including extensions in important 
sections of our town. For the purpose of illustration we will 
take a thousand lights as a basis of comparison on question 
of prices. |
